''And  God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and  sanctified 
it:  because  that  in  it  he  had  rested  from  all  his  work 
which  God  created  and  made" — Gen.,  2,  3. 

IN  this  great  religious  devotional  painting  is  shown 
the  culmination  of  the  creation  of  the  world.  For 
six  days  God  labored;  and  under  His  hand  the 
earth  became  a  completed  whole,  marvelously  and 
wonderfully  complete.  But  the  earth  had  not  been 
made  for  the  mere  earthly  pleasure  of  man.  He,  as 
God's  creature,  was  to  take  his  place  in  the  great 
choir  of  the  angels  worshipping  the  Almighty. 

Upon  that  first  Sabbath  day  the  work  was  ended; 
and  man,  the  last  created  being,  was  summoned  to 
join  in  the  divine  paean  of  peace  and  joy  and  rest. 
"And  God  saw  everything  that  he  had  made,  and, 
behold,  it  was  very  good."  So  the  Master  reached 
forth  His  hand  and  blessed  the  whole,  and  Adam  and 
Eve  began  their  life  in  that  primeval  happiness  and 
intimacv  with  God,  of  which  their  sin  was  so  soon 
to  deprive  them  and  the  world.

"And    a    river    went    out    of   Eden    to    water    the 
garden;  and  from  thence  it  was  parted,  and  became 
into  four  heads." — Gen,,  2,  10. 

A  MAP  intended  to  guide  us  as  to  the  positions 
and  geographical  outlines  of  man's  earliest 
days  must  necessarily  be  imperfect.  Of  the 
location  of  the  Garden  of  Eden  we  have  no  knowl- 
edge except  from  the  biblical  description  which 
places  it  amid  four  rivers  and  names  the  Euphrates 
as  one  of  these.  Students  have  usually  guessed  its 
location  as  suggested  on  the  map,  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Euphrates,  a  region  where  the  garden  might 
include  seashore,  river-meadows,  and  mountains. 

Noah's  landing  place,  Mt.  Ararat,  the  centre  from 
which  his  descendants  went  forth  for  the  second 
peopling  of  the  earth,  is  fairly  settled  upon  as  being 
in  the  great  culminating  range  of  Armenia,  the  tre- 
mendous peaks  which  tower  at  the  Euphrates'  source. 
The  site  of  Babylon  or  Babel  has  been  definitely 
established  by  modern  research,  as  has  also  that  of 
Ur,  the  city  whence  Abraham  set  out  upon  his 
journeyings.  These  are  traced  on  the  map,  showing 
how  he  went  with  his  father  to  Haran,  how  he 
wandered  as  far  as  Egypt,  and  then  finally  settled 
in  Palestine,  the  land  promised  to  his  descendants 
by  the  Almighty. 
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HIS  issue  of  the  Bible  aims  to  bring  the  Sacred  Book  more 
vividly  before  the  minds  of  readers,  especially  youthful  readers. 
For  this  purpose  all  the  great  picture  galleries  of  the  world 
have  been  consulted  and  compared,  and  copies  from  over  a  thousand 
of  the  most  celebrated  religious  paintings  have  been  arranged  in 
sequence  so  as  to  depict  each  successive  step  of  the  holy  story. 

Illustrations  of  the  Bible  are  as  old  as  Christianity  itself.  Of 
earlier  date  they  could  not  be,  for  the  ancient  Hebraic  law,  like  the 
Mohammedan  law  today,  forbade  all  "graven  images,"  all  carved  or 
painted  reproductions  of  living  figures.  This  sweeping  prohibition 
rose  from  the  effort  to  repress  idolatry,  that  pagan  instinct  which 
Moses  found  so  persistent  among  his  followers.  The  higher  and 
stronger  faith  of  the  early  Christians  knew  no  such  cause  for  distrust 
of  art.  We  are  told  that  St.  Luke  painted  a  portrait  of  the  holy 
mother,  and  that  the  face  of  Jesus  Himself  remained  imprinted  on 
the  cloth  which  wiped  the  beads  of  agony  from  His  brow.  In  the 
ancient  catacombs,  homes  of  the  first  three  centuries  of  the  faith,  we 
6nd  rude  drawings  of  Jesus,  of  Noah,  and  of  many  biblical  incidents. 
When  Christianity  rose  to  power  in  Rome  and  again  in  the  medi- 
fBval  world,  its  devotion  was  expressed  in  vast  paintings  and  elaborate 
mosaics  covering  the  splendid  walls  of  churches.  Even  as  early  as 
the  sixth  century  Pope  Gregory  the  Great  called  these  church  walls 
"the  layman's  Bible."  And  when  in  the  fifteenth  century  there 
arose  the  marvellous  renaissance  of  art,  Raphael  illumined  the  arches 
of  the  papal  palace  with  a  pictured  Bible,  and  Michelangelo  covered 
the  ceiling  of  the  papal  chapel  \vith  his  mighty  visions  of  the  creation. 
Since  then  art  has  ever  been  at  the  service  of  religion.  Luther  often 
expressed  most  earnestly  his  desire  for  objective  teaching.  "Would 
to  God,"  he  once  exclaimed,  "I  could  bring  the  people  and  the  rulers 
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to  such  a  mind  that  they  would  have  the  whole  Bible  written  and 
painted  within  and  without  their  houses  before  every  man's  eye! 
That  would  be  indeed  a  great  Christian  work."  Much  of  the  reli- 
gious knowledge  of  the  ignorant  peasantry  in  past  centuries  has  been 
gleaned  from  such  church  pictures  or  from  rude  woodcut  drawings 
of  the  Bible  scenes.  Earnest  artists  have  made  the  illustration  of 
Scripture  their  Ufe  effort.  Not  only  was  the  renaissance  painting 
almost  wholly  religious,  but  our  own  day  has  had  its  masterpieces. 
The  last  half  century  has  seen  at  least  four  artists,  Dore,  Schnorr, 
Tissot  and  Hoffmann,  who,  like  Raphael,  have  created  each  a  Bible 
series  of  his  own. 

Now,  from  all  these  sources,  combining  all,  have  been  gathered 
here  over  a  tliousand  illustrations;  and  these  have  been  arranged  in 
one  vast  connected  series,  far  more  extensive  than  that  of  the  most 
prolific  of  individual  artists.  This  series  by  itself  tells  without  words 
all  the  story  of  the  Bible.  Yet  to  bring  home  more  fully  the  beauti- 
ful and  holy  tale,  every  picture  is  described  upon  its  protecting  tis- 
sue, and  the  descriptions  are  so  linked  together  that  even  a  child» 
turning  these  pages  only  for  the  pictures,  may  yet  learn  from  them 
the  whole  wonderful  narrative  of  God's  dealing  with  man. 

The  scriptural  text  here  followed  is  that  which,  through  three 
centuries  of  use,  has  become  accepted  and  endeared  to  every  English- 
speaking  reader,  the  "authorized"  or  "King  James"  translation. 
Not  a  word  has  anywhere  been  changed.  Within  the  last  quarter  cen- 
tury, however,  there  have  been  two  very  important  revisions  of  the 
EngUsh  Bible.  The  first  of  these  was  made  by  a  great  concourse  of 
English  and  American  divines,  and  published  in  1885;  the  second 
presenting  the  still  more  radical  corrections  urged  by  the  American 
members  of  the  conference,  was  published  in  1901.  Neither  of  these 
newer  translations  seems  likely  to  usurp  the  place  of  the  revered  and 
established  "King  James"  version,  which  continues  to  be  used  in  all  our 
churches.  But  in  order  that  readers  may  understand  the  Sacred  Book 
to  its  fullest  extent,  the  present  work  has  been  compared  word  by  word 
with  the  recent  translations  and  every  important  change,  every  one,, 
that  is,  which  causes  any  alteration  in  the  meaning,  has  been  pointed 
out  in  a  footnote. 

These  appended  notes  are  of  the  briefest.  The  aim  here,  in  offer- 
ing the  bibUcal  text,  is  to  concentrate  the  attention  of  the  reader 
upon  the  Sacred  Scripture  itself,  not  to  distract  attention  from  it  by  a 
multiplicity  of  comments  and  explanations  in  the  midst  of  which  the 
original  sense  may  become  lost,  especially  to  youthful  readers.    There- 
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fore  the  footnotes  are  strictly  confined  to  pointing  out  the  corrections  of 
the  text,  or  explaining  words  not  generally  understood.  All  further 
discussion  is  given  in  the  "picture  lessons,"  which,  following  the 
Sacred  Book  in  their  historical  sequence,  endeavor  to  supply  a  simple 
yet  sufficient  explanation  of  the  whole.  These  "picture  lessons" 
have  been  written  by  Dr.  Home,  who  has  also  had  general  editorial 
charge  of  the  entire  work;  the  theological  accuracy  of  the  notes 
and  introductions  has  been  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Bewer;  and 
a  score  of  willing  workers  have  lent  their  aid  in  every  department. 
For  the  typographical  excellence  of  the  volumes  the  publishers  owe 
special  thanks  to  Mr.  Charles  E.  Hiller;  and  their  thanks  are  also 
due  to  the  great  art  firms  of  the  world,  Hanfstaengl  of  Munich,  J.  J. 
"Weber  &  Co.  of  Leipzig,  Braun,  Clement  &  Co.  of  Paris,  the 
Berlin  Photographic  Co..  The  Cassell  Co.,  and  J.  S.  Virtue  of  London, 
and  a  dozen  others,  for  their  competent  assistance  and  hearty  coopera- 
tion. Without  such  aid  this  unprecedented  undertaking  would  have 
been  impossible.

The  Pentateuch^  which  inclndes  the  first  five  books  of  the  Old  Testament,  begin- 
ning with  Genesis  and  mnning  through  Deuteronomy,  has  always  been  held  in  special 
veneration.  These  five  books  are  called  THE  LAW,  as  opposed  to  the  later  books, 
which  are  either  historic  or  poetic  or  prophetic,  while  the  Pentateuch,  though  partly 
historic,  is  mainly  occupied  with  proclaiming  the  Law  of  God,  and  establishing  the 
rules  by  which  the  Hebrews  aimed,  and  still  aim  to^ay,  to  regulate  their  lives. 

Tradition  assigns  the  authorship  of  these  books  to  Moses,  the  chief  prophet,  leader, 
and  law-giver  of  his  race.  Hence  the  books  are  often  called  the  five  books  of  Moses. 
Indeed,  the  later  Hebrews  seem  to  have  believed  that  the  early  writings  of  Moses  were 
identical  with  the  five  books  as  we  possess  them  to-day;  and  this  Hebraic  view  was 
widely  adopted  in  the  early  Christian  Church.  It  is  now  generally  supposed,  how- 
ever, that  the  Pentateuch  in  its  present  form  was  written  some  centuries  after  the 
death  of  Moses,  uniting  in  a  single  account  several  detached  earlier  records  of  his 
teaching. 

Genesis,  the  name  of  which  means  "the  beginnings,"  is  the  first  of  these  five 
books  of  the  Law,  or  "five  fifths"  as  the  Hebrews  call  them.  Genesis  receives  its 
name  both  from  its  opening  words  and  from  its  contents ;  for  it  explains  the  beginning 
of  earth  and  of  man.  Many  of  its  verses  contain  poetic  metaphors,  which  should  not 
be  too  exactly  construed ;  yet  it  is  historical  in  a  vague  and  vastly  broad  sense.  The 
purpose  of  its  history  is  to  point  out  the  relations  existing  between  God  and  man, 
and  especially  between  God  and  the  "chosen  race,"  the  Hebrews.  The  book  is  thus 
the  natural  preliminary  to  the  four  following  ones,  which  proclaim  the  laws  of  God 
as  established  for  man's  guidance,  and  tell  the  story  of  the  revelation  of  these  laws 
to  Moses  and  his  followers. 

Opening  with  the  Creation,  Genesis  devotes  ^ve  chapters  to  the  first  peopling 
of  the  earth.  Then  in  five  more  chapters  it  tells  of  the  destruction  of  mankind  by  the 
deluge,  and  of  the  second  peopling  of  the  earth  by  the  descendants  of  Noah.  In  the 
eleventh  chapter,  Abraham  appears  as  the  central  figure  of  the  narrative.  In  him 
the  faith  and  knowledge  of  the  true  God  was  preserved  or  rather  it  was  strengthened 
and  revealed  anew,  and  he  was  sent  with  his  family  into  Palestine,  the  Holy  Land. 
The  story  of  Abraham  and  of  his  covenant  with  God  occupies  fifteen  chapters,  to- 
ward the  close  of  which  his  son  and  successor,  Isaac,  becomes  the  central  figure. 
Then  in  the  twenty-sixth  chapter  Jacob,  the  son  of  Isaac,  is  bom,  to  succeed  in  his 
turn  to  the  position  of  the  special  friend  and  servant  of  God. 

The  twelve  sons  of  Jacpb  were  the  progenitors  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel, 
80  that  the  story  of  each  of  them  is  told  at  some  length.  Joseph  was  the  most  promi- 
nent among  them,  and  from  the  time  of  his  birth,  as  related  in  the  thirtieth  chapter, 
he  becomes  gradually  the  central  personage  of  the  narrative,  and  so  continues  till 
the  end  of  the  book.  It  was  under  his  leadership  that  the  Hebrews  left  the  Holy 
Land  and  settled  in  Egypt,  where  four  hundred  years  of  bondage  were  to  punish 
them  for  their  sins,  before  Moses  appeared. 

Genesis  thus  stands  as  the  introduction,  not  only  to  the  account  of  Moses  and  his 
promulgation  of  God's  law,  but  to  all  the  historical  books  which  follow,  and  which 
tell  of  the  return  of  Abraham's  descendants  into  Palestine,  and  their  fortunes  during 
their  second  dwelling  there.  It  introduces  also  the  poetical  books  and  prophecies, 
which  refer  frequently  to  the  story  of  the  creation,  or  of  the  patriarchs  and  their 
covenant  with  God.  Also  in  a  sense  Genesis  introduces  the  New  Testament ;  for  the 
Old  Testament  tells  of  the  fall  of  man,  and  the  New  proclaims  his  redemption.

Tn  the  beginning  God  created  the  heaven  and  the 
earth/* — Gen.,  1,1. 


THIS  opening  sentence  of  the  Bible  is  simple 
in  its  wording,  but  heavy  with  stupendous 
thought.  It  stands  as  the  opening  of  all 
history,  the  boundary  line  back  of  which  the  human 
mind  cannot  hope  to  reach  and  understand. 

"In  the  beginning"  there  was  only  God.  He  had 
existed  always,  infinite,  unknowable.  Then  He 
willed;  and  mind  and  matter  appeared.  Heaven 
and  earth  uprose  as  material  things,  the  realization 
of  His  thought.  Space  spread  itself  out,  unending. 
Time  started  on  its  ceaseless  flight.  The  universe, 
so  far.  as  we  can  ever  know  it,  began. 

Of  all  the  works  of  creation.  Heaven  is  mentioned 
first.  But  the  Bible  is  not  the  story  of  the  heavenly 
world  of  faith  and  purity  and  joy.  Its  theme  is  the 
sin-scarred,  stormy  course  of  man.  Hence  the  narra- 
tive does  not  pause  to  speak  of  Heaven,  but  passes 
at  once  to  describe  the  molding  of  the  earth,  that 
earth  which,  in  Dore's  picture,  surges  upward  out 
of  darkness,  out  of  the  illimitable  unknown,  and 
lies  waiting,  dimly  expectant,  at  the  feet  of  the 
Creator.

16  And  the  Lord  God  commanded  the  man,  saying.  Of  every  tree 
of  the  garden  thou  mayest  freely  eat :

"And  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the  first 
day." — Gen,,  1,  6. 

THE  appearance  of  light  upon  the  earth  is  the 
great  central  fact  marking  the  first  of  the  six 
davs  of  the  creation.  The  Bible  does  not  say 
that  light  was  itself  created  at  this  time;  and  else- 
where we  are  told  that  God  Himself  is  Light.  But 
it  was  on  this  first  day  that  the  light  began  to  pene- 
trate the  dense  masses  of  cloud  bv  which  the  earth 
was  shrouded.  The  diflference  between  light  and 
darkness^  betw^een  day  and  nighty  began  for  the  first 
time  to  be  dimly  visible  upon  the  face  of  the  revolv- 
ing globe.  A  measure  of  time  could  thus  be  estab- 
lished. "And  God  called  the  light  Day,  and  the 
darkness  he  called  Night."  These  were  signifi- 
cant names;  for  in  Hebrew  the  word  dav  means  the 
time  of  warmth,  of  shining,  the  night  means  the 
time  of  howling,  of  uncertainty.  So  also  the  day 
was  arranged  as  it  was  by  the  ancient  Hebrews,  the 
evening  first,  which  means  the  period  of  mingling 
light  and  dark^  and  then  the  morning,  the  hour  of 
"looking  forth." 

During  the  second  day  the  chaotic  world  took 
form.  The  enfolding  gases  continued  to  lessen. 
They  divided,  and  were  separated  into  clouds,  were 
raised  above  earth's  surface  as  the  "firmament,"  our 
surrounding  atmosphere,  the  sky.  "And  the  even- 
ing and  the  morning  were  the  second  day." 
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7  And  the  eyes  of  them  both  were  opened,  and  they  knew  that  they 
were  naked;  and  they  sewed  fig-leaves  together,  and  made  themselves 
aprons. 

8  And  they  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord  God  walking  in  the  garden 
in  the  cool  of  the  day:  and  Adam  and  his  wife  hid  themselves  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord  God  amongst  the  trees  of  the  garden.

21  Unto  Adam  also  and  to  his  wife  did  the  Lord  God  make  coats 
of  skins,  and  clothed  them.

THE  third  day  of  creatioii  began  with  what 
seems  the  completion  of  the  work  of  the 
second  day.  The  chaotic  earth  took  a  lasting 
shape,  a  firmer  crust,  and  hardened  into  rock;  the 
fiery  mass  cooled  sufficiently  to  let  the  waters  cease 
to  whirl  overhead  in  steam,  and  they  settled  down 
into  their  ocean  beds.

Not   until   after   this,  not  until   the    fourth   day, 
were  the  enshrouding  vapors  wholly  conquered  and, 
swept  away,  so  that   sunshine  could  come  clear  to 
earth's   surface   and   reveal   the   source   of   the   dim 
earlier  light,   display   the   brilliant   glowing   orb   of 
day   and   the   milder   lights    of   night.      Thus    step 
by  step  was  the  earth  developed  to  its  present  out- 
line; and  these  successive  steps,  as  detailed  in  the 
Bible  narrative,  are  told  also  by  the  investigations  of 
science,  which  show  that  our  globe  must  indeed  have 
progressed    through    just    this    development.

THE   productions  of  'this   fourth  day,  the   sun 
and  moon,  with  all  their  wonder  and  splendor, 
are  much  insisted  upon  in  the  Bible  narrative.

3  And  the  Lord  said.  My  Spirit  shall  not  always  strive  with  man, 
for  that  he  also  is  flesh :  yet  his  days  shall  be  an  hundred  and  twenty 
years. 

4  There  were  giants  in  the  earth  in  those  days;  and  also  after 
that,  when  the  sons  of  God  came  in  unto  the  daughters  of  men,  and 
they  bare  children  to  them,  the  same  became  mighty  men  which  were 
of  old,  men  of  renown. 

5  Tf  And  God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man  was  great  in  the 
earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  was 
only  evil  continually. 

6  And  it  repented  the  Lord  that  he  had  made  man  on  the  earth,  and 
it  grieved  him  at  his  heart. 

7  And  the  Lord  said,  I  will  destroy  man  whom  I  have  created 
from  the  face  of  the  earth;  both  man,  and  beast,  and  the  creeping 
thing,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air;  for  it  repenteth  me  that  I  have  made 
them. 

8  But  Noah  found  grace  in  the  eves  of  the  Lord. 

9  ^  These  are  the  generations  of  Noah:  Noah  was  a  just  man,  and 
perfect  in  his  generations,  and  Noah  walked  with  God. 

10  And  Noah  begat  three  sons,  Shem,  Ham,  and  Japheth. 

11  The  earth  also  was  corrupt  before  God,  and  the  earth  was  filled 
with  violence. 

12  And  God  looked  upon  the  earth,  and,  behold,  it  was  corrupt; 
for  all  flesh  had  corrupted  his  way  upon  the  earth. 

13  And  God  said  unto  Noah,  The  end  of  all  flesh  is  come  before  me; 
for  the  earth  is  filled  with  violence  through  them;  and,  behold,  I  will 
destroy  them  with  the  earth. 

14  f  Make  thee  an  ark  of  gopherwood;  rooms  shalt  thou  make  in  the 
ark,  and  shalt  pitch  it  within  and  without  with  pitch. 

15  And  this  is  the  fashion  which  thou  shalt  make  it  of:  the  length  of 
the  Bvk  shall  be  three  hundred  cubits,  ^  the  breadth  of  it  fifty  cubits, 
and  the  height  of  it  thirty  cubits. 

16  A  \\dndow  shalt  thou  make  to  the  ark,  and  in  a  cubit  shalt  thou 
finish  it  above;  and  the  door  of  the  ark  shalt  thou  set  in  the  side 
thereof;  with  lower,  second,  and  third  stories  shalt  thou  make  it. 

17  And,  behold,  I,  even  I,  do  bring  a  flood  of  waters  upon  the

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earth,  to  destroy  all  flesh,  wherein  is  the  breath  of  life,  from  under 
heaven;  and  every  thin^  that  is  in  the  earth  shall  die. 

18  But  with  thee  will  I  establish  my  covenant;  and  thou  shalt  come 
into  the  ark,  thou,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  wife,  and  thy  sons'  wives 
with  thee. 

19  And  of  everv  living  thing  of  all  flesh,  two  of  every  sort  shalt  thou 
bring  into  the  ark,  to  keep  them  alive  with  thee;  they  shall  be  male 
and  female. 

20  Of  fowls  after  their  kind,  and  of  cattle  after  their  kind,  of  eveiy 
creeping  thing  of  the  earth  after  his  kind,  two  of  every  sort  shall  come 
unto  thee,  to  keep  them  alive. 

21  And  take  thou  unto  thee  of  all  food  that  is  eaten,  and  thou  shalt 
gather  it  to  thee;  and  it  shall  be  for  food  for  thee,  and  for  them. 

22  Thus  did  Noah;  according  to  all  that  God  commanded  him, 
so  did  he. 

Chapter  7 

1  Noah,  with  hii  famOy,  and  (he  living  ereahtrea,  enter  into  the  ark.    17  The  beginning,  inareaee,  and  conHnuemee 
of  the  flood. 

ND  the  Lord  said  unto  Noah,  Come  thou  and  all  thy  house, 
into  the  ark;  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous  before  me  in 
this  generation. 

2  Of  every  clean  beast  thou  shalt  take  to  thee  by  sevens,  the  male 
and  his  female;  and  of  beasts  that  are  not  clean  by  two,  the  male  and 
his  female. 

3  Of  fowls  also  of  the  air  by  sevens,  the  male  and  the  female;  to 
keep  seed  alive  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth. 

4  For  yet  seven  days,  and  I  will  cause  it  to  rain  upon  the  earth  forty 
days  and  forty  nights;  and  every  living  substance  that  I  have  made 
will  I  destroy  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 

5  And  Noah  did  according  unto  all  that  the  Lord  commanded  him. 

6  And  Noah  was  six  hundred  years  old  when  the  flood  of  waters 
was  upon  the  earth. 

7  ^  And  Noah  went  in,  and  his  sons,  and  his  wife,  and  his  sons* 
wives  with  him,  into  the  ark,  because  of  the  waters  of  the  flood. 

8  Of  clean  beasts,  and  of  beasts  that  are  not  clean,  and  of  fowls,  and 
of  everything  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth, 

9  There  went  in  two  and  two  unto  Noah  into  the  ark,  the  male  and 
the  female,  as  God  had  commanded  Noah. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass  after  seven  days,  that  the  waters  of  the 
flood  were  upon  the  earth. 

11  ^  In  the  six  hundredth  year  of  Noah's  life,  in  the  second  month, 
the  seventeenth  day  of  the  month,*  the  same  day  were  all  the  fountains 
of  the  great  deep  broken  up,  and  the  windows  of  heaven  were  opened. 

iThis  would  be  about  the  second  week  of  November,  as  the  Hebrew  year  begins  late  In  September.

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'And  God  said.  Let  the  earth  bring  forth  the 
living  creature  after  his  kind,  cattle,  and  creeping 
thing,  and  beast  of  the  earth," — Gen.,  1,  2^. 

THUS  in  four  days  the  earth  was  fully  shapen. 
On  the  fifth  and  sixth  days  God  created 
animal  life.  The  fifth  saw  the  creation  of 
fishes  and  birds,  first  the  creatures  of  the  .water, 
then  those  of  the  upper  waters,  the  firmament,  the 
air.  "Abundantly"  the  first  were  brought  forth, 
even  as  to-day  a  single  fish  will  produce  many  thou- 
sand little  fish  every  year.  "And  God  created  great 
whales." 

Then  upon  the  sixth  day  He  created  the  land 
animals,  the  more  finished  forms;  but  the  Bible 
makes  no  mention  here  of  abundance;  for  among 
the  higher  animals  life  has  never  been  so  fertile. 
Then  last  of  all  His  work,  as  the  culmination  of 
the  sixth  day  of  effort,  God  created  man.  "Male 
and  female  created  he  them."  Thus  Brueghel's 
picture  shows  them  in  the  background  as  though 
just  created,  and  as  yet  in  no  way  distinguished 
above  the  other  animals. 
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12  And  the  rain  was  upon  the  earth  forty  days  and  forty  nights. 

13  In  the  self-same  day  entered  Noah,  and  Shem,  and  Ham,  and 
Japheth,  the  sons  of  Noah,  and  Noah's  wife,  and  the  three  wives 
of  nis  sons  with  them  into  the  ark; 

14  Thev,  and  every  beast  after  his  kind,  and  all  the  cattle  after 
their  kind,  and  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth 
after  his  kind,  and  every  fowl  after  his  kind,  every  bird  of  every  sort. 

15  And  they  went  in  unto  Noah  into  the  ark,  two  and  two  of  all 
flesh,  wherein  w  the  breath  of  life. 

16  And  they  that  went  in,  went  in  male  and  female  of  all  flesh,  as 
God  had  commanded  him:  and  the  Lord  shut  him  in. 

17  And  the  flood  was  forty  days  upon  the  earth;  and  the  waters 
increased,  and  bare  up  the  ark,  and  it  was  lift  up  above  the  earth. 

18  And  the  waters  prevailed,  and  were  increased  greatly  upon  the 
earth;  and  the  ark  went  upon  the  face  of  the  waters. 

19  And  the  waters  prevailed  exceedir^ly  upon  the  earth;  and  all 
the  high  hills  that  were  under  the  whole  heaven  were  covered. 

20  Fifteen  cubits  upward  did  the  waters  prevail ;  and  the  mountains 
were  covered. 

21  And  all  flesh  died  that  moved  upon  the  earth,  both  of  fowl,  and 
of  cattle,  and  of  beast,  and  of  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon 
the  earth,  and  every  man: 

22  All  in  whose  nostrils  was  the  breath  of  life,  of  all  that  was  in 
the  dry  land,  died. 

23  And  every  living  substance  was  destroyed  which  was  upon  the 
face  of  the  ground,  both  man,  and  cattle,  and  the  creeping  things,  and 
the  fowl  of  the  heaven;  and  they  were  destroyed  from  the  earth:  and 
Noah  only  remained  alive,  and  they  that  were  with  him  in  the  ark.

ND  God  remembered  Noah,  and  every  living  thing,  and  all  the 
cattle  that  was  with  him  in  the  ark:  and  God  made  a  wind 
to  pass  over  the  earth,  and  the  waters  assuaged; 

2  The  fountains  also  of  the  deep  and  the  windows  of  heaven  were 
stopped,  and  the  rain  from  heaven  was  restrained; 

3  And  the  waters  returned  from  off  the  earth  continually:  and  after 
the  end  of  the  hundred  and  fifty  days  the  waters  were  abated. 

4  And  the  ark  rested  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  seventeenth

The  middle  of  the  seventh  Hebrew 
noDth  would  mean  about  mid  April. 
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the  tenth  months  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  were  the  tops  of  the 
mountains  seen. 

6  Tf  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  forty  days,  that  Noah  opened 
the  window  of  the  ark  which  he  had  made: 

7  And  he  sent  forth  a  raven,  which  went  forth  to  and  fro,  until 
the  waters  were  dried  up  from  off  the  earth. 

8  Also  he  sent  forth  a  dove  from  him,  to  see  if  the  waters  were 
abated  from  off  the  face  of  the  ground; 

9  But  the  dove  found  no  rest  for  the  sole  of  her  foot,  and  she  re- 
turned unto  him  into  the  ark,  for  the  waters  were  on  the  face  of  the 
whole  earth:  then  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  took  her,  and  pulled 
her  in  unto  him  into  the  ark.

21  And  the  Lord  smelled  a  sweet  savour;  and  the  Lord  said  in  his 
heart,  I  will  not  again  curse  the  ground  any  more  for  man's  sake;  for* 
the  imagination  of  man's  heart  is  evil  from  his  youth;  neither  will  I 
again  smite  any  more  every  thing  living,  as  I  have  done.

WITH  these  two  pictures  the  artist,  Bnme- 
Jones,  completes  his  celebrated  series  of 
the  creation.  Each  day  is  represented  by 
a  gigantic  angel  bearing  the  globe  of  the  earthy 
with  the  work  done  upon  it  in  that  "day."  Thus  the 
fifth  angel  upholds  a  world  of  birds  and  fishes,  the 
sixth  a  world  of  vaguely  shadowed  land  animals 
with  man  rising  before  them  all.  Each  angel,  as 
his  day  is  completed,  steps  into  the  background  to 
give  place  to  the  next ;  but  the  earlier  angels  do  not 
disappear,  for  their  worlds  are  still  existent  and  in 
harmony  with  the  newer  creations.  Only  the  fiame 
fades  from  their  foreheads.  This  flame  typifies  the 
creative  power,  the  word  of  God  Himself  operating 
for  a  moment  in  them  and  through  them,  in  the 
creation  of  the  world. 

At  the  feet  of  the  sixth  angel  sits  a  seraph  sing- 
ing; for  the  work  is  finished,  the  time  of  rest  is 
come.  When  God  viewed  all  the  work  that  He  had 
done.  He  was  satisfied.  He  "saw  that  it  was  good." 
So  on  the  seventh  day  God  rested,  and  sanctified  that 
day  to  be  a  day  of  blessing  and  song  and  rest  for- 
ever.

dND  God  blessed  Noah  and  his  sons,  and  said  unto  them,  Be 
fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth. 

2  And  the  fear  of  you  and  the  dread  of  you  shall  be  upon 

every  beast  of  the  earth,  and  upon  every  fowl  of  the  air,  upon  all  that 
moveth  upon  the  earth,  and  upon  all  the  fishes  of  the  sea;  into  your 
hand  are  they  delivered. 

3  Every  moving  thing  that  liveth  shall  be  meat  for  you;  even  as  the 
green  herb  have  I  given  you  all  things.

2  The  sons  of  Japheth;  Gomer,  and  Magog,  and  Madai, 
and  Javan,  and  Tubal,  and  Meshech,  and  Tiras. 

3  And  the  sons  of  Gomer;  Ashkenaz,  and  Riphath,  and  Togar- 
mah. 

4  And  the  sons  of  Javan;  Elishah,  and  Tarshish,  Kittim,  and 
Dodanim. 

5  By  these  were  the  isles  of  the  Gentiles  divided  in  their  lands;  every 
one  after  his  tongue,  after  their  families,  and  their  nations. 

>  Japheth  is  here  accounted  the  father  of  the  European  races,  Shem  of  the  Asiatics,  and  Ham  of  the  AfHcaas, 
includinur  tne  eariy  Oanaanltes  or  dweliera  in  Syria  whom  the  Hebrews  conquered.

And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  ike  duii  of 
the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath 
of  life;  and  man  became  a  living  soul," — Gen.,  2,  7. 

THE  Bible  stoiy  is  often  twofold.  A  great 
event  is  told  in  a  general  way,  then  it  is 
reviewed  and  explained  in  its  particulars. 
So  with  the  creation  of  man.  This  is  mentioned  in 
the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  in  its  place  among  the 
many  marvels  of  the  making  of  the  earth.  Then  the 
second  chapter  picks  out  this  one  event  for  special 
description,  explaining  how  man  was  formed  from 
"the  dust  of  the  ground,"  and  how  a  divine  soul 
was  given  him. 

Michelangelo's  conception  of  man's  awakening 
has,  ever  since  the  moment  of  its  production,  been 
accepted  as  one  of  the  great  paintings  of  the  world. 
The  noble  figure  of  Adam,  just  rousing  from  a 
statue  into  life,  is  full  of  calm  unconscious  strength, 
offering  not  an  unworthy  companion  and  counterpart 
to  God  who,  by  a  mere  touch  of  the  finger,  has  thus 
vitalized  the  dust.  The  figure  of  God  is  conceived, 
as  man's  vision  of  Him  has  been  since  Moses'  time, 
from  the  single  statemert  af  the  Bible,  that  man  was 
created  "in  the  image  of  God."  Hence  our  highest 
ideal  of  man  becomes  the  nearest  we  can  approach 
to  imagining  his  Maker. 
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6  f  And  the  sons  of  Ham;  Cush,  and  Mizraim,  and  Phut,  and 
Canaan. 

7  And  the  sons  of  Cush;  Seba,  and  Havilah,  and  Sahtah,  and 
Raamah,  and  Sabtechah:  and  the  sons  of  Raamah;  Sheba,  and  Dedan.

'And  Adam  gave  namet  to  all  cattle,  and  to  the 
fowl  of  the  air,  and  to  every  beast  of  the  field," — 
Gen.,  2,  20. 

IN  creating  the  earlier  animals^  God  had  not 
given  them  intelligence  to  understand  whence 
they  came  and  the  purport  of  their  existence. 
But  man  was  made  in  God's  image^  with  intellect, 
with  an  eternal  soul,  with  something  of  God's  own 
creative  power.  Hence  as  soon  as  Adam  uprose 
alive,  God  addressed  him  in  words,  instructed  him, 
and  summoned  him  to  join  His  work.  ''And  out  of 
the  gpround  the  Lord  God  formed  every  beast  of 
the  field,  and  every  fowl  of  the  air,  and  brought 
them  unto  Adam,  to  see  what  he  would  call  them.*' 
In  the  glow  of  God's  inspiration  Adam  named 
them;  and  he  was  given  dominion  over  them,  and 
dwelt  among  them  as  their  ruler,  in  peace  and  joy. 
At  first  the  beasts  had  no  fear  of  Adam,  nor  of 
one  another;  for  as  yet  death  had  not  come  into 
the  world.  Adam  did  not  live,  as  do  we,  by  meat, 
by  devouring  other  lives.  God's  first  charge  to  man, 
or  perhaps  it  were  better  to  say  the  first  wisdom 
He  instilled  into  him.  His  first  fatherly  counsel, 
was  that  man  should  live  on  the  fruit  and  herbs, 
that  his  "meat"  should  be  of  these  alone.

And  the  rib,  which  the  Lord  God  had  taken  from 
man,  made  he  a  woman,  and  brought  her  unto  the 
man." — Gen.,  2,  22. 

AMONG  all  the  animals  God  sought,  and  we 
may  believe  that  Adam  sought  also^  for  a 
mate  to  man,  a  companion  who  might  be 
with  him  and  share  his  joy  in  God's  teaching  and 
uplifting.  Pathetically  the  Bible  suggests  Adam's 
need:  "And  the  Lord  God  said.  It  is  not  good  that 
the  man  should  be  alone." 

Yet  for  this  infinite  loneliness  of  the  solitary 
human  being  there  seemed  at  first  no  relief.  When 
Adam  had  passed  in  review  every  beast  and  bird, 
the  end  of  the  long  search  is  abruptly  told:  "but 
for  Adam  there  was  not  found  an  help  meet  for  him." 

Then  comes  the  new  creative  thought,  presented 
as  the  close,  the  culmination  of  the  six  davs'  work. 
"And  the  Lord  God  caused  a  deep  sleep  to  fall 
upon  Adam,  and  he  slept;  and  he  took  one  of  his 
ribs,  and  closed  up  the  flesh  thereof."  Thus  out  of 
man's  own  side  was  created  woman.  The  Hebrew 
version  even  uses  a  different  word  for  her  creation, 
a  poet's  word  meaning  "molded"  or  "fashioned" 
and  implying  delicacy  and  art  and  beauty  in  the 
making.  Immediately  on  seeing  her  Adam  bursts 
into  a  paean  of  gladness: 

"This  is  now  bone  of  my  bones,  and  flesh  of 
my  flesh;  she  shall  be  called  Woman;  be- 
cause she  was  taken  out  of  man." 
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the  place  where  his  tent  had  been  at  the  b^nMng,  between  Beth-el 
and  Hai; 

4  Unto  the  place  of  the  altar,  which  he  had  made  there  at  the  first: 
and  there  Abram  called  on  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

5  ^  And  Lot,  also,  which  went  with  Abram,  had  flocks,  and  herds, 
and  tents. 

6  And  the  land  was  not  able  to  bear  them,  that  they  might  dwell 
together:  for  their  substance  was  great,  so  that  they  could  not  dwell 
together. 

7  And  there  was  a  strife  between  the  herdmen  of  Abram's  cattle 
and  the  herdmen  of  Lot's  cattle:  and  the  Canaanite  and  the  Perizzite 
dwelled  then  in  the  land.

18  Meichiudek 
bleeeelh  Abram.  20  Abram  giveth  him  tUke.  22  The  reei  of  the  epoU,  hie  partnere  having  had  their  portions,  he 
reetoreth  to  the  king  of  Sodom. 

ND  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Amraphel  king  of  Shinar, 
Arioch  king  of  EUasar,  Chedorlaomer  king  of  Elam,  and 
Tidal  king  of  nations; 

2  That  these  made  war  with  Bera  king  of  Sodom,  and  with  Birsha 
king  of  Gomorrah,  Shinab  king  of  Admah,  and  Shemeber  king  of 
Zeboiim,  and  the  king  of  Bela,  which  is  Zoar. 

3  All  these  were  joined  together  in  the  vale  of  Siddim,  which  is  the 
salt  sea.^ 

4  Twelve  years  they  served  Chedorlaomer,  and  in  the  thirteenth 
year  they  rebelled. 

5  And  in  the  fourteenth  year  came  Chedorlaomer,  and  the  kings

THUS  began  the  early  happy  days  of  iimo- 
cence.  The  man  and  the  woman  were  as 
little  children^  ignorant  of  all  evil,  happy  in 
the  presence  of  God,  conversing  with  Him  as  with  a 
father,  conscious  of  His  ever-presence  and  at  ease 
and  security  therein. 

All  earth  might  have  been  theirs  to  wander 
through  with  their  attendant  animals;  but  God,  in 
His  love  and  joy  for  His  beautiful  new  creatures, 
made  them  a  garden,  a  beautiful  paradise  for  their 
dwelling.

Four  great  rivers  surrounded  the  garden,  moun* 
tains'  sun-bright  summits  guarded  it  in  some  such 
wondrous  landscape  as  the  painter  Martin  has  here 
poetically  conceived.  The  world  was  in  all  the 
glow  and  splendor  of  its  earliest  dawning.  And  all 
these  joys  were  man's.

Now  the  serpent  was  more  subtile  than  any  beast 
of  the  field," — Gen.,  3,  1. 

THE  third  chapter  of  Genesis  t^lls  of  the  fall 
of  man,  the  coming  of  sin  into  the  world. 
The  account  has  generally  been  accepted  as 
meaning  more  than  appears  upon  its  surface.  The 
"serpent"  is  no  ordinary  "beast  of  the  field."  Later 
portions  of  the  Bible  seem  to  imply  that  its  subtle 
words  were  supplied  by  Satan^  or  perhaps  that  the 
tempter  was  Satan  himself,  the  power  of  evil,  the 
rebel  against  God.  Hence  the  serpent  has  usually 
been  treated  by  artists  symbolically;  Raphael  pic- 
tures it  as  partly  human,  possessed  of  a  woman's 
head,  a  woman's  brain  without  her  nobler  soul.  Cer- 
tainly the  serpent's  cunning  words  suggest  human 
nature  arguing  with  itself;  the  baser,  beastly  parts 
stirring  the  mind  to  ambition  and  rage  and  fear. 

In  the  center  of  Eden,  God  had  planted  two 
mysterious  trees,  one  of  life  and  death,  the  other  of 
"the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil."  Of  these  two 
trees  He  forbade  mankind  to  eat,  under  penalty  of 
death.  The  serpent  approached  Eve  alone,  and 
subtly  suggested  that  there  was  some  mistake,  of  the 
two  trees  only  one  was  of  death,  the  other  was  of 
knowledge,  and  "in  the  day  ye  eat  thereof  ...  ye 
shall  be  as  gods." 
"And  when  the  woman  saw  that  the  tree  was  good 
for  food  .  .  .  she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof,  and 
did  eat;  and  gave  also  unto  her  hus- 
band with  her,  and  he  did  eat."

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7  And  I  will  establish  my  covenant  between  me  and  thee  and  thy 
seed  after  thee  in  their  generations  for  an  everlasting  covenant,  to  be 
a  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee. 

8  And  I  will  give  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee,  the  land 
wherein  thou  art  a  stranger,  all  the  land  of  Canaan,  for  an  everlasting 
possession;  and  I  will  be  their  God.

IT  seems  an  inevitable  law  that  sin  brings  punish- 
ment; and  the  saddest  and  most  fatal  part  of 
this  punishment  is  the  lowering  of  the  sinner's 
own  moral  nature,  the  debasement  of  his  powers 
and  his  thoughts.  Both  Adam  and  Eve  had  lost 
the  strength  which  their  purity  had  given  them. 
They  had  sunk  in  the  scale  of  existence.  They  must 
go  down  to  death.  Man  had  distrusted  God  and 
suspected  good;  he  had  accepted  the  side  of  doubt 
and  of  disobedience,  and  the  curse  of  these  extended 
over  all  the  earth. 

Legend  tells  us  how  the  beasts  were  affected  also. 
No  longer  loving  man  but  dreading  him,  they  fled 
away.  Being  left  unguided,  they  in  their  turn  broke 
into  rapine,  devouring  one  another.  This  thought 
the  artist  has  symbolized  in  the  howling  tiger,  and 
the  huge  bird  of  darkness  which  flaps  heavily  away. 
In  the  center  of  the  picture  God  with  uplifted  hand 
tells  Adam  of  the  evil  he  has  brought  upon  himself, 
that  in  a  world  turned  to  strife,  man  must  struggle 
also,  and  labor  for  existence,  while  woman  is  con- 
demned to  sorrow  and  to  suffering.

"So  he  drove  out  the  man:  and  he  placed  at  the 
east  of  the  garden  of  Eden,  cherubim,  and  a  flaming 
sword." — Gen.,  3,   -2^. 

ACCOMPANYING  the  curse  upon  man  came 
the  divine  promise  of  redemption.  The 
woman  was  told  that  she  should  stand  for- 
ever in  opposition  to  the  serpent,  the  symbol  of  evil, 
and  that  at  length  a  child  bom  of  her  race  should 
conquer  evil. 

Then  as  the  first  visible  sign  to  man  of  the 
change  in  the  conditions  of  his  life  came  his  ex- 
pulsion from  Eden.  Many  Bible  students  take  such 
passages  metaphorically.  As  for  instance,  this  one 
mat  mean  not  that  man  was  actual Iv  ordered  out 
of  a  garden,  but  that  the  Ixviuty  and  freshness  of 
earth's  vouth  withered  around  him.  Heaven  and 
earth  had  been  as  one  in  those  first  fair  davs.  And 
even  now  the  man  who  dwells  in  perfect  purity  may 
walk  with  angel  thoughts,  and  commune  with  God 
as  with  a  father.  But  when  sin  came,  the  flaming 
sword  of  shame  divided  heaven  and  earth.  A  stem- 
faced  judgment  stood  to  bar  inau  out  from  paradise; 
and  the  cherubim  gazed  in  pity  and  in  mcuming 
while  the  man  and  the  woman  fle^  from  before  the 
face  of  God. 
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30  ^  And  Lot  went  up  out  of  Zoar,  and  dwelt  in  the  mountain, 
and  his  two  daughters  with  him;  for  he  feared  to  dwell  in  Zoar:  and 
he. dwelt  in  a  cave,  he  and  his  two  daughters.

D  the  Lord  visited  Sarah  as  he  had  said,  and  the  Lord  did 
unto  Sarah  as  he  had  spoken: 

2  For  Sarah  conceived,  and  bare  Abraham  a  son  in  his 
old  age,  at  the  set  time  of  which  God  had  spoken  to  him. 

3  And  Abraham  called  the  name  of  his  son  that  was  bom  unto 
him,  whom  Sarah  bare  to  him,  Isaac.

FOR  man's  disobedience  he  was  not  only  ex- 
pelled from  Paradise^  but  expelled  with  a 
curse  upon  his  head.  In  this  picture  Adam 
and  Eve  are  shown  in  the  first  moments  of  their  be- 
wilderment. Thev  have  fled  but  a  little  wav  into  the 
emptv  wilderness  and  then  cast  themselves  down  in 
stupor.  The  second  half  of  their  punishment^  the  hard 
labor  and  physical  pain  of  life,  has  not  yet  come 
upon  them.  They  realize  only  tlie  first  half,  their 
exile.  They  have  lost  forever  the  beautiful  plains 
of  Paradise.  Where  it  stood,  tliey  now  see  only  the 
dark  wall  that  excludes  them^  and  the  rock-bound 
gate  guarded  by  the  angel  with  the  flaming  sword. 
Worse  still,  they  are  Iwrred  forever  from  the  i)er- 
sonal  presence  of  the  Lord;  they  can  see  only  the 
distant  light  which,  shining  witliin  Paradise,  sug- 
gests His  presence.  The  artist  conveys,  however, 
the  thought  of  divine  mercy,  implying  tiiat  even  in 
tlie  moment  of  man's  punishment  God  was  planning 
to  save  him;  for  the  light  rising  above  Paradise  takes 
the  mystic  fonu  of  the  cros!»,  the  promise  of  the 
coming  Christ.

FROM  the  sternness  and  vehemence  of  those 
stormy  passages  of  the  Bible  which  describe 
the  fall  of  man^  one  is  glad  to  turn  for  a 
moment  to  the  side-glimpses  of  softer  scenes^  the 
loyal  clinging  together  of  the  man  and  woman^  part- 
ners in  their  sorrow.  Their  lives  were  not  all  suffer- 
ing. Though  Adam  had  to  labor  "in  the  sweat  of 
his  face,"  yet  there  were  moments  of  respite,  of 
leisure,  of  a  chastened  happiness  that  returned  to 
the  repentant  pair.  We  are  told  of  no  new  sin  of 
theirs.  To  Eve  esi>ecially  there  came  the  tender 
mother's  joy  in  her  children.  First,  she  had  a 
sturdy,  clamorous  boy,  whom  with  maternal  yearn- 
ing she  called  Cain,  which  means  mine,  my  own, 
that  which  hath  come  to  me  (etymologically,  *'I  have 
gotten"). 

With  what  tender  wonder  and  fear  and  hope  she 
must  have  gazed  on  this  first  tiny  man  and  watched 
him  grow!  God  had  promised  her  that  some  child 
born  of  her  family  should  drive  evil  out  of  the  world 
again.  Was  this  boisterous  lad  to  be  the  conqueror 
and  restore  them  to  their  purity.'*  Then  after  a  time 
came  another  babe,  a  softer,  more  thoughtful  lad; 
and  in   sadder  mood  the   mother   named   him   Abel, 

which  means  "vanity."     She  may  have  felt  that 

the  defeat  of  evil  was  yet  far  off,  and

ONLY  gradually  did  the  knowledge  of  all  their 
curse  come  home  to  our  first  parents.  "The 
sins  of  the  fathers  are  visited  upon  their 
children."  Science  joins  with  religion  to  warn  us  of 
this  solemn  fact.  The  evil  that  we  harbor  within 
ourselves^  we  transmit  in  some  form  to  our  children. 
They  inherit  always  something  of  our  weaknesses 
as  well  as  of  our  better  gifts.  Perhaps  when  Cain 
was  bom  his  father  and  mother  still-  harbored  some- 
thing of  resentment  and  bitterness  toward  God;  for 
the  boy  grew  into  a  man  sullen  of  mood  and  selfish, 
stem  and  fierce  of  wrath. 

The  parents  taught  both  him  and  Abel  to  worship 
God;  to  sacrifice  to  heaven  some  portion  of  their 
possessions  by  building  altars  and  burning  the 
offered  gifts,  so  that  the  smoke  rose  to  the  sky.  Abel 
made  his  offerings  gladly,  so  that  God  was  pleased 
by  his  pure  and  trusting  faith.  But  Cain  acted  as 
Eve  and  Adam  had  in  paradise,  with  suspicion  of 
the  Lord,  distrust  of  His  intent,  and  with  secret 
anger.  Therefore  God  rejected  the  lip  service  of 
Cain  and  reproved  him.  The  picture  suggests  this 
by  showing  the  smoke  of  Cain's  sacrifice  beaten  back 
from  heaven  by  the  wind,  and  smoldering  round  him^ 
while  from  Abel's  altar  the  vapor  rises  fair^  and  the 
light  of  God  streams  about  him.

SO  crime  came  also  into  the  worlds  as  sin  had 
come  already.

47  And  I  asked  her,  and  said,  WTiose  daughter  art  thou  ?  And  she 
said,  The  daughter  of  Bethuel,  Nahor's  son,  whom  Milcah  bare  unto 
him:  and  I  put  the  earring  upon  her  face,  and  the  bracelets  Mpon 
her  hands. 

48  And  I  bowed  down  my  head,  and  worshipped  the  Lord,  and 
blessed  the  Lord  God  of  my  master  Abraham,  which  had  led  me  in 
the  right  way  to  take  mv  master's  brother's  daughter  unto  his  son. 

49  And  now  if  ye  will  deal  kindly  and  truly  with  my  master,  tell 
me:  and  if  not,  tell  me;  that  I  may  turn  to  the  right  hand,  or  to  the  left. 

50  Then  Laban  and  Bethuel  answered  and  said.  The  thing  pro- 
ceedeth  from  the  Lord  :  we  cannot  speak  unto  thee  bad  or  good. 

51  Behold,  Rebekah  is  before  thee,  take  her^  and  go,  and  let  her 
be  thy  master's  son's  wife,  as  the  Lord  hath  spoken. 

52  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Abraham's  servant  heard  their 
words,  he  worshippea  the  Lord,  boivina  himself  to  the  earth.

57  And  they  said.  We  will  call  the  damsel,  and  inquire  at  her  mouth. 

58  And  they  called  Rebekah,  and  said  unto  her,  Wilt  thou  go  with 
this  man  ?

59  And  they  sent  away  Rebekah  their  sister,  and  her  nurse,  and 
Abraham's  servant,  and  his  men. 

60  And  they  blessed  Rel)ekah,  and  said  unto  her.  Thou  art  our 
sister,  be  thou  the  mother  of  thousands  of  millions,  and  let  thy  seed 
.possess  the  gate  of  those  which  hate  them. 

61  ^  And  Rebekah  arose,  and  her  damsels,  and  they  rode  upon 
the  camels,  and  followed  the  man:  and  the  ser\'ant  took  Rebekah, 
and  went  his  way. 

62  And  Isaac  came  from  the  way  of  the  well  Lahai-roi;  for  he 
dwelt  in  the  south  country. 

63  And  Isaac  went  out  to  meditate  in  the  field  at  the  eventide: 
and  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw,  and,  behold,  the  camels  were  coming.

''Where  is  Abel  thy  brother?"— Gen.,  4,  9. 

HOW  much  was  Cain  really  a  murderer?  How 
much  did  he  understand  of  the  effects  that 
would  follow  on  his  furious  blow?  How 
much  does  any  man  even  now  understand?  It  is 
a  pathetic  question.  Before  Cain's  sudden  outburst^ 
death  had  been  unknown  among  humankind.  They 
had  seen  dead  animals;  but  among  themselves  the 
closing  sentence  of  God's  curse^  "unto  dust  ye  shall 
return,"  had  not  before  worked  out  to  its  grim  ful- 
fillment. 

Strange  and  mysterious  to  Adam  and  Eve  as  well 
as  to  Cain  must  have  seemed  God's  opening  question^ 
Where  is  thy  brother?  \Miere  was  he?  His  body 
still  lay  before  them;  but  the  life,  the  soul  had 
gone  beyond  the  ken  of  that  little  knowledge^  which 
they  had  stolen  at  such  frightful  cost.  Now  at  last 
must  have  been  borne  in  upon  tlie  survivors,  and 
especially  on  Eve,  the  full  meaning  of  tlie  curse  she 
had  so  heedlessly  brought  down  not  only  on  herself 
but  on  her  children,  upon  all  her  race  forever. 
Where  was  Abel,  her  beloved? 
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64  And  Rebekah  lifted  up  her  eyes,  and  when  she  saw  Isaac,  she 

lighted  off  the  camel. 

65  For  she  had  said  unto  the  servant,  What  man  is  this  that  walketh 
in  the  field  to  meet  us?

67  And  Isaac  brought  her  into  his  mother  Sarah's  tent,  and  took 
Rebekah,  and  she  became  his  wife;  and  he  loved  her:  and  Isaac  was 
comforted  after  his  mother's  death.

'*And  now  art  thou  cursed  from  the  earth,  which 
hath  opened  her  mouth  to  receive  thy  brother's  blood 
from  thy  hand" — Gen,,  4,  11. 

A  SECOND  time  the  biblical  story  insists  that 
sin  brings  its  own  punishment^  in  an  unend- 
ing train.  Adam  and  Eve  had  sinned,  but 
at  least  thev  had  loved  each  other.  Now  came 
Cain's  greater  sin,  which  broke  even  the  bonds  of  the 
family  affection,  which  made  brother  a  danger  to 
brother.  It  deprived  the  unhappy  parents  of  both 
their  sons;  for  Adam  and  Eve  seem  to  have  turned 
from  Cain's  blacker  sin  with  horror.  Their  at- 
titude toward  him  is  not  stated  in  the  Bible,  but 
the  guilty  youth  fled  away  from  them  forever.  The 
curse  set  upon  him  was  the  direct  effect  on  his  own 
mind  of  his  own  act.  He  dwelt  ever  afterward  in 
anxiety,  in  constant  restlessness  and  unceasing  fear, 
dreading  always  lest  some  other  should  do  to  him 
what  he  had  done  to  Abel.  God  and  his  own  evil 
feelings  drove  him  to  be  a  "wanderer"  over  the 
face  of  the  earth. 

"And   the   Lord  set  a  mark  upon   Cain,  lest   any 
finding  him  should  kill  him." 
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did  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up,  and  went  his  way :  thus  Esau  despised 
his  birthright.

"A  fugitive  and  a  vagabond  shalt  thou  be  in  the 
earth/* — Gen.,  i,  12. 

S^D  Cain  said  unto  the  Lord^  My  punishment 
is  greater  than  I  can  bear/'  In  sadness 
and  darkness  (ind  terror  did  the  unhappy 
wretch  set  out  upon  his  wanderings.  Yet  not  in 
solitude.  Even  in  this  punishment,  God  had  mercy; 
He  gave  Cain  human  companionship  to  soften  and 
sustain  him.  The  Bible  makes  no  positive  state- 
ment of  any  daughters  bom  thus  early  to  Eve;  but 
Hebrew  legends  mention  them,  and  the  Scripture 
leaves  us  to  assume  them.  For  presently  it  speaks 
of  Cain's  wife  as  accompanying  him,  and  then  of 
a  son  and  grandsons  gathering  around  the  pair. 

The  little  party  fled  from  the  more  fertile  regions 
of  earth.  Part  of  the  curse  upon  Cain  had  been 
that  when  he  tilled  the  ground  he  should  get  but 
little  return  in  crops.  This  implies  that  his  journey- 
ing was  through  a  barren  land.  Hence  the  artist  has 
here  pictured  Cain  with  fear  fixed  forever  on  his 
brow,  leading  his  unhappy  band  through  a  wilder- 
ness, that  dark  and  mysterious  "land  of  Nod"  where- 
in the  Bible  tells  us  that  he  dwelled. 
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34  Tf  And  Esau  was  forty  years  old  when  he  took  to  wife  Judith 
the  daughter  of  Been  the  IDttite,  and  Bashemath  the  daughter  of 
Elon  the  Hittite:

ND  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Isaac  was  old,  and  his  eyes 
were  dim,  so  that  he  could  not  see,  he  called  Esau  his  eldest 
son,  and  said  unto  him.  My  son:  and  he  said  unto  him.  Be- 
hold, here  am  I. 

2  And  he  said.  Behold  now,  I  am  old,  I  know  not  the  day  of  my 
death : 

3  Now  therefore  take,  I  pray  thee,  thy  weapons,  thy  quiver  and 
thy  bow,  and  go  out  to  the  neld,  and  take  me  some  venison; 

4  And  make  me  savoury  meat,  such  as  I  love,  and  bring  it  to  me, 
that  I  may  eat;  that  my  soul  may  bless  thee  l:)efore  I  die.

"And  he  huilded  a  city,  and  called  the  name  of  the 
city,  after  the  name  of  his  son,  Enoch," — Gen,,  4.,  17. 

THE  story  of  Civilization  begins  with  Cain.  It 
seems  to  have  been  he  who  first  introduced^ 
among  his  people,  man's  law  and  man's  ways 
of  living,  as  a  substitute  for  the  simpler  life  which 
he  had  known  while  with  his  parents.  He  "builded 
a  citj"  in  his  land  of  Nod,  wherein  his  people  might 
dwell  together  for  mutual  protection. 

Of  the  dwellers  in  that  first  city,  the  Bible  pre- 
serves many  of  the  names,  Cain's  chief  descendants. 
After  Enoch,  his  son,  there  came  Irad,  his  grandson, 
whose  name  signifies  "a  wild  ass."  The  suggestion 
of  several  of  the  names  that  follow  is  of  a  wild  and 
miserable  race.  Later  there  came  Jabal,  "the  father 
of  such  as  live  in  tents":  that  is,  he  deserted  the 
city  and  wandered  with  his  cattle  from  place  to 
place  because  of  the  scant  pasturage.  His  brother 
Jubal  is  mentioned  as  the  first  inventor  of  musical 
instruments;  and  their  brother  Tubal-cain  as  the 
first  blacksmith,  "instructor  of  every  artificer  in 
brass  and  iron." 

Soon  these  children  of  Cain  had  completely  for- 
gotten God,  or  openly  defied  Him;  but  Adam  and 
Eve,  dwelling  far  away  from  Cain,  had  other  chil- 
dren, who  proved  more  faithful. 
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of  all  before  thou  earnest,  and  have  blessed  him  ?  yea,  and  he  shall 
be  blessed. 

34  And  when  Esau  heard  the  words  of  his  father,  he  cried  with  a 
great  and  exceeding  bitter  cry,  and  said  unto  his  father.  Bless  me, 
even  me  also,  O  my  father.

46  And  Rebekah  said  to  Isaac,  I  am  weary  of  my  life  because  of 
the  daughters  of  Heth,  if  Jacob  take  a  wife  of  the  daughters  of  Heth : 
such  as  these  which  are  of  the  daughters  of  the  land,  what  good  shall 
my  life  do  me?

OF  the  biter^  more  obedient  children  of  Adam 
and  £ve^  the  eldest  was  a  son,  whom  his 
mother  called  Seth.  His  name  means  the 
''appointed"  one;  and  perhaps  Eve  had  again  in  her 
heart  the  hope  that  he  should  be  the  sa\iour  who  was 
to  redeem  her  race.  But  Christ's  coming  was  thou-> 
sands  of  jears  away.  Of  Seth's  life,  the  Bible  tells 
us  nothing,  except  that  he  lived  to  be  very  old ;  about 
nine  hundred  years  is  the  span  of  life  mentioned 
for  each  of  the  early  members  of  his  race.  Thus 
death's  hand  was  long  held  off  from  the  prey  which 
Lad  been  promised  it;  and  the  earth  was  peopled 
rapidly.  The  next  death  distinctly  told  of,  after 
that  of  Abel,  is  of  Adam  himself.  "And  all  the 
days  that  Adam  lived  were  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
years:  and  he  died." 

Before  Adam's  death,  Enoch,  one  of  his  descen- 
dants in  the  seventh  generation,  had  apparently  won 
back  for  himself  that  personal  intimacy  with  God, 
which  Adam  had  forfeited.  Enoch's  story  is  told  in 
a  single  sentence.  He  had  dwelled  for  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  years  as  the  faithful  worshipper 
and  servitor  of  God,  then  "God  took  him."  The 
phnise,  so  different  from  that  in  which  the  Bible 
mentions  life's  ending,  has  commonly  been  supposed 
to  mean  that  Enoch  was  borne  up  to  Heaven  without 
passing  through  the  narrow  gate  of  death.

Behold  my  maid  Biihah,  go  in. unto  her;  and  she 
shall  l>ear  upon  my  knees,  that  I  may  also  have  children  by  her. 

4  And  she  gave  him  Biihah  her  handmaid  to  wife:  and  fJacob  went 
in  unto  her. 

5  And  Biihah  conceived,  and  bare  Jacob  a  son. 

6  And  Rachel  said,  God  hath  judged  me,  and  hath  also  heard  my 
voice,  and  hath  given  me  a  son :  therefore  called  she  his  name  Dan. 

7  And  Biihah  Rachel's  maid  conceived  again,  and  bare  Jacob  a 
second  son. 

8  And  Rachel  said.  With  great  wrestlings  have  I  wrestled  with 
my  sister,  and  I  have  prevailed:  and  she  called  his  name  Naphtali. 

9  When  Leah  saw  that  she  had  left  bearing,  she  took  Zilpah  her 
maid,  and  gave  her  Jacob  to  wife. 

10  And  Zilpah  Leah's  maid  bare  Jacob  a  son. 

11  And  Leah  said,  A  troop  cometh:  and  she  called  his  name  Gad. 

12  And  Zilpah  licah's  maid  bare  Jacob  a  second  son. 

13  And  licah  said,  Happy  am  I,  for  the  daughters  will  call  me 
blessed:  and  she  called  his  name  Asher. 

14  ^  And  Reuben  went  in  the  days  of  wheat  harvest,  and  found 
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mandrakes  in  the  field,  and  brought  them  unto  his  mother  Leah. 
Then  Rachel  said  to  Leah,  Give  me,  I  pray  thee,  of  thy  son's  man- 
drakes. 

1 5  And  she  said  unto  her.  Is  it  a  small  matter  that  thou  hast  taken 
my  husband  ?  and  wouldest  thou  take  away  my  son's  mandrakes  also  ? 
And  Rachel  said.  Therefore  he  shall  lie  with  thee  to-night  for  thy 
son's  mandrakes. 

16  And  Jacob  came  out  of  the  field  in  the  evening,  and  I^ah  went 
out  to  meet  him,  and  said.  Thou  must  come  in  unto  me;  for  surely 
I  have  hired  thee  with  my  son's  mandrakes.  And  he  lay  with  her 
that  night. 

17  And  God  hearkened  unto  Leah,  and  she  conceived,  and  bare 
Jacob  the  fifth  son. 

18  And  Leah  said,  God  hath  given  me  my  hire,  because  I  have 
given  my  maiden  to  my  husband:  atid  she  called  his  name  Issachar. 

19  And  Leah  conceived  again,  and  bare  Jacob  the  sixth  son. 

20  And  Leah  said,  God  hath  endowed  me  vrith  a  good  dowry; 
now  will  my  husband  dwell  with  me,  because  I  have  borne  him  six 
sons:  and  she  called  his  name  Zebulun. 

21  And  afterwards  she  bare  a  daughter,  and  called  her  name  Dinah. 

22  Tf  And  God  remembered  Racnel,  and  God  hearkened  to  her, 
and  opened  her  womb. 

23  And  she  conceived,  and  bare  a  son;  and  said,  God  hath  taken 
away  my  reproach: 

24  And  sne  called  his  name  Joseph;  and  said.  The  Lord  shall  add 
to  me  another  son. 

25  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Rachel  had  borne  Joseph, 
that  Jacob  said  unto  Laban,  Send  me  away,  that  I  may  go  unto 
mine  own  place,  and  to  my  country. 

26  Give  me  my  wives  and  my  children,  for  whom  I  have  served 
thee,  and  let  me  go:  for  thou  knowest  my  service  which  I  have  done 
thee. 

27  And  Laban  said  unto  him,  I  pray  thee,  if  I  have  found  favour 
in  thine  eyes,  tarry:  for  I  have  learned  by  experience  that  the  Lord 
hath  blessed  me  for  thy  sake. 

28  And  he  said.  Appoint  me  thy  wages,  and  I  will  give  it. 

29  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thou  knowest  how  I  have  served  thee, 
and  how  thy  cattle  \\  as  with  me. 

30  For  it  was  little  which  thou  hadst  before  I  camey  and  it  is  now 
increased  unto  a  multitude;  and  the  Lord  hath  blessed  thee  since 
my  coming:  and  now  when  shall  I  provide  for  mine  own  house  also.^ 

31  And  he  said.  What  shall  I  give  thee?  And  Jacob  said.  Thou 
shalt  give  not  any  thing:  if  thou  wilt  do  this  thing  for  me,  I  will  again 
feed  and  keep  thy  flock. 

32  I  will  pass  through  all  thy  flock  to-day,  removing  from  thence

"There  went  in  two  and  two  unto  Noah  into  the 
ark,  the  male  and  the  female,  as  God  had  com" 
manded  Noah." — Gen,,  7,  9, 

NOAH  built  his  ark,  "According  to  all  that 
God  commanded  him";  and  though  the  Bible 
makes  no  mention  of  the  attitude  of  his  evil 
neighbors,  we  can  imagine  how  they  mocked  at  him 
and  made  merry  over  tliis  gigantic  and  seemingly 
useless  structure.  To  all  Noah's  sermons,  his  warn- 
ings and  pleadings,  they  gave  no  heed,  assuming  him 
to  have  gone  mad. 

Then,  his  ark  being  completed,  the  "friend  of 
God"  accomplished  his  second  and  what  would  seem 
a  far  greater  task,  which  the  blaster  had  set  him. 
He  gathered  a  pair  of  every  kind  of  beast  and  bird, 
and  of  the  "clean"  ones,  which  were  of  use  to  man, 
he  gathered  seven  pairs;  and  all  this  multitude  of 
animals,  he  drove  into  his  gigantic  ark.  Idle  minds 
have  delighted  to  make  jests  upon  the  difficulty  of 
enclosing  that  huge  mass  of  beasts  in  such  con- 
stricted space.  Anxious  apologists  liave  figured  out 
that  mathematically  the  thing  might  be  done.  But 
most  readers  will  incline  to  put  all  these  literal  fig- 
ures impatiently  aside.  They  prefer  rather  to  dream 
of  the  interest,  the  solemnity,  the  importance  of  the 
scene,  to  view  it  as  the  devout  Venetian  artist  has 
done,  from  its  scenic  rather  than  its  material  side. 
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all  the  speckled  and  spotted  cattle,  and  all  the  brown  cattle  among 
the  sheep,  and  the  spotted  and  speckled  among  the  goats:  and  of 
such  shall  be  my  hire. 

33  So  shall  my  righteousness  answer  for  me  in  time  to  come,  when 
it  shall  come  for  my  hire  before  thy  face :  every  one  that  is  not  speckled 
and  spotted  among  the  goats,  and  brown  among  the  sheep,  that  shall 
be  counted  stolen  with  me. 

34  And  Laban  said,  Behold,  I  would  it  might  be  according  to  thy 
word. 

35  And  he  removed  that  day  the  he-goats  that  were  ringstraked 
and  spotted,  and  all  the  she-goats  that  were  speckled  and  spotted, 
and  every  one  that  had  some  white  in  it,  and  all  the  brown  among  tho 
sheep,  and  gave  them  into  the  hands  of  his  sons. 

36  And  he  set  three  days*  journey  betwixt  himself  and  Jacob: 
and  Jacob  fed  the  rest  of  Laban's  flocks. 

37  1  And  Jacob  took  him  rods  of  green  poplar,  and  of  the  hazel 
and  chestnut-tree;  and  pilled  white  strakes  in  them,  and  made  the 
white  appear  which  was  in  the  rods. 

38  And  he  set  the  rods  which  he  had  pilled  before  the  flocks  in  the 
gutters  in  the  waterincr-troughs  when  the  flocks  came  to  drink,  that 
fliey  should  conceive  when  they  came  to  drink. 

39  And  the  flocks  conceived  before  the  rods,  and  brought  forth 
cattle  ringstraked,  speckled,  and  spotted. 

40  Ana  Jacob  did  separate  the  lambs,  and  set  the  faces  of  the  flocks 
toward  the  ringstraked,  and  all  the  brown  in  the  flock  of  Laban;  and  he 
put  his  own  flocks  by  themselves,  and  put  them  not  unto  Laban's  cattle. 

41  And  it  came  to  pass,  whensoever  the  stronger  cattle  did  con- 
ceive, that  Jacob  laid  the  rods  before  the  eyes  of  the  cattle  in  the 
gutters,  that  they  might  conceive  among  the  rods. 

42  But  when  the  cattle  were  feeble,  be  put  them  not  in:  so  the 
feebler  were  I>aban's,  and  the  stronger  Jacob's. 

43  And  the  man  increased  exceedingly,  and  had  much  cattle,  and 
maid-servants,  and  men-servants,  and  camels,  and  asses.

ND  he  heard  the  words  of  Laban's  sons,  saying,  Jacob  hath 
taken  away  all  that  was  our  father's;  and  of  that  which  was 
our  father's  hath  he  gotten  all  this  glory. 

2  And  Jacob  beheld  the  countenance  of  Laban,  and,  behold,  it 
was  not  toward  him  as  before. 

3  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Jacob,  Return  unto  the  land  of  thy 
.fathers,  and  to  thy  kindred ;  and  I  will  be  with  thee. 
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4  And  Jacob  sent  and  called  Rachel  and  Leah  to  the  field  unto  his 
flock, 

5  And  said  unto  them,  I  see  your  father's  countenance,  that  it  is 
not  toward  me  as  before;  but  the  God  of  my  father  hath  been  with 
me. 

6  And  ye  know  that  with  all  my  power  I  have  served  your  father. 

7  And  your  father  hath  deceived  me,  and  changed  my  wages  ten 
times ;  but  God  suffered  him  not  to  hurt  me. 

8  If  he  said  thus.  The  speckled  shall  1)C  thy  wages;  then  all  the 
cattle  bare  speckled:  and  if  ne  said  thus.  The  ringstraked  shall  be  thy 
hire;  then  bare  all  the  cattle  ringstraked. 

9  Thus  God  hath  taken  away  the  cattle  of  your  father,  and  given 
them  to  me. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  time  that  the  cattle  conceived,  that 
I  lifted  up  mine  eyes,  and  saw  in  a  dream,  and,  behold,  the  rams 
which  leaped  upon  the  cattle  were  ringstraked,  speckled,  and  grisled. 

11  Ana  the  angel  of  God  spake  unto  me  in  a  dream,  saying^  Jacob: 
And  I  said.  Here  am  I. 

12  And  he  said.  Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  see,  all  the  rams  w^hich 
leap  upon  the  cattle  are  ringstraked,  speckled,  and  grisled:  for  I  have 
seen  all  that  Laban  doeth  unto  thee. 

13  I  am  the  God  of  Beth-el,  where  thou  anointedst  the  pillar,  and 
where  thou  vowedst  a  vow  unto  me:  now  arise,  get  thee  out  from  this 
land,  and  return  unto  the  land  of  thy  kindred. 

14  And  Rachel  and  I^eah  answered  and  said  unto  him,  7*  there 
yet  any  portion  or  inheritance  for  us  in  our  father's  house? 

15  Are  we  not  counted  of  him  straagers  ?  for  he  hath  sold  us,  and 
hath  quite  devoured  also  our  money. 

16  For  all  the  riches  which  God  hath  taken  from  our  father,  that 
is  ours,  and  our  children's:  now  then,  whatsoever  God  hath  said  unto 
thee,  do. 

17  If  Then  Jacob  rose  up,  and  set  his  sons  .and  his  wives  upon 
camels : 

18  And  he  carried  away  all  his  cattle,  and  all  his  goods  which  he 
had  gotten,  the  cattle  of  his  getting,  which  he  had  gotten  in  Padan- 
aram,  for  to  go  to  Isaac  his  father  in  the  land  of  Canaan. 

19  And  Laban  went  to  shear  his  sheep:  and  Rachel  had  stolen 
the  images^  that  were  her  father's. 

20  And  Jacob  stole  away  unawares  to  Laban  the  Syrian,  in  that 
he  told  him  not  that  he  fled. 

21  So  he  fled  with  all  that  he  had;  and  he  rose  up,  and  passed  over 
the  river,  and  set  his  face  toward  the  mount  Gilead. 

22  And  it  was  told  Laban  on  the  third  dav  that  Jacob  was  fled.

"And  the  waters  prevailed,  and  were  increased 
greatly  upon  the  earth;  and  the  ark  went  upon  the 
face  of  the  waters,"— Gen.,  7,  18. 

AT  the  time  appointed^  Noah  calmly,  tiiong^ 
doubtless  in  the  midst  of  many  a  jibe,  smn- 
moned  his  three  sons,  his  wife  and  his  sons' 
wiYcs;  and  these  eight  people,  perhaps  with  their 
children  also,  entered  the  ark.  "And  the  Lord  shot 
him  in." 

"The  same  day  were  all  the  fountains  of  die  deep 
broken  up,  and  the  windows  of  heaven  opened.  For 
forty  days  and  forty  nights  it  rained."  It  needs  a 
poet's  imagination  to  conceive  the  terrific  scenes. 
At  first,  perhaps,  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  espe- 
cially those  who  had  heard  Noah's  warnings,  were 
startled  by  the  tremendous  storm.  Then  they  most 
have  grown  annoyed  as  the  persistent  downpour  in- 
terfered with  all  the  customary  amusements.  Then 
the  rivers  rose  and  flooded  their  banks  and  crept  up 
into  the  streets  of  the  cities;  and  people  fled  from 
their  houses  to  the  hills,  and  were  wretched  in  the 
chill  of  the  waters.  Then  fear  came;  and  rapine 
broke  loose.  Rafts  were  built;  and  men  fought  for 
their  possession.  And  in  the  midst  of  it  all,  the 
waters  reached  the  ark,  they  gathered  round  its 
giant  bulk  until  "it  was  lifted  up  above  the  earth"  and 
floated  majestically  away,  protected,  as  the  Artist 
Kaulbach  here  conceives  it,  by  the  guidance 
of    some    gfiant    angel    of    the    Lord. 
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23  And  he  took  his  brethren  with  him,  and  pursued  after  him 
seven  days' journey;  and  they  overtook  him  in  the  mount  Gilead. 

24  And  God  came  to  Laban  the  Svrian  in  a  dream  by  night,  and  said 
unto  him.  Take  heed  that  thou  spealc  not  to  Jacob  eitlier  good  or  bad. 

25  ^  Then  Laban  overtook  Jacob.  Now  Jacob  had  pitched  his 
tent  in  the  mount :  and  Laban  with  his  brethren  pitched  in  the  mount 
of  Gilead. 

26  And  Laban  said  to  Jacob,  What  hast  thou  done,  that  thou  hast 
stolen  away  unawares  to  me,  and  carried  away  my  daughters,  as 
captives  taken  with  the  sword  .^ 

27  Wherefore  didst  thou  flee  away  secretly,  and  steal  away  from 
me;  and  didst  not  tell  me,  that  I  might  have  sent  thee  away  with 
mirth,  and  with  songs,  with  tabret,  and  with  harp  ? 

28  And  hast  not  suffered  me  to  kiss  my  sons  and  my  daughters? 
thou  hast  now  done  foolishly  in  so  doing. 

29  It  is  in  the  power  of  my  hand  to  do  you  hurt:  but  the  God  of 
your  father  spake  unto  me  yesternight,  saying.  Take  thou  heed  that 
thou  speak  not  to  Jacob  either  good  or  bad. 

30  And  now,  though  thou  wouldest  needs  be  gone,  because  thou 
sore  longedst  after  thy  father's  house,  yet  wherefore  hast  thou  stolen 
my  gods? 

31  And  Jacob  answered  and  said  to  Laban,  Because  I  was  afraid: 
for  I  said,  Peradventure  thou  wouldest  take  by  force  thy  daughters 
from  me. 

32  With  whomsoever  thou  findest  thy  gods,  let  him  not  live :  before 
our  brethren  discern  thou  what  is  thine  with  me,  and  take  it  to  thee. 
For  Jacob  knew  not  that  Rachel  had  stolen  them. 

33  And  I^ban  went  into  Jacob's  tent,  and  into  Leah's  tent,  and 
into  the  two  maid-servants'  tents;  but  he  found  them  not.  Then  went 
he  out  of  Leah's  tent,  and  entered  into  Rachel's  tent. 

34  Now  Rachel  had  taken  the  images,  and  put  them  in  tlie  camel's 
furniture,  and  sat  upon  them.  And  Laban  searched  all  the  tent, 
but  found  them  not. 

35  And  she  said  to  her  father.  Let  it  not  displease  my  lord  that  I 
cannot  rise  up  before  thee;  for  the  custom  of  women  is  upon  me. 
And  he  searched,  but  found  not  the  images. 

36  ^  And  Jacob  was  wroth,  and  chode  with  Laban:  and  Jacob 
answered  and  said  to  Laban,  What  is  my  trespass  ?  what  is  my  sin, 
that  thou  hast  so  hotly  pursued  after  me? 

37  Whereas  thou  hast  searched  all  my  stuff,  what  hast  thou  found 
of  all  thy  household  stuff?  set  it  here  before  my  brethren  and  th]^ 
brethren,  that  they  may  judge  betwixt  us  both.  m 

38  This  twenty  years  have  I  been  with  thee;  thy  ewes  and  thy  she- 
goats  have  not  cast  their  young,  and  the  rams  of  thy  flock  have  I  not 
eaten. 
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39  That  which  was  torn  of  beasts  I  brought  not  unto  thee;  I  bare 
the  loss  of  it;  of  my  hand  didst  thou  require  it,  whether  stolen  by  day 
or  stolen  by  night. 

40  ThtLS  I  was;  in  the  day  the  drought  consumed  me,  and  the 
frost  by  night;  and  my  sleep  departed  from  mine  eyes. 

41  Thus  have  I  been  twenty  years  in  thy  house;  I  served  thee 
fourteen  years  for  thy  two  daughters,  and  six  years  for  thy  cattle: 
and  thou  hast  changed  my  wages  ten  times. 

42  Except  the  God  of  my  father,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the 
fear  of  Isaac,  had  been  with  me,  surely  thou  hadst  sent  me  away 
now  empty.  God  hath  seen  mine  affliction  and  the  labour  of  my 
hands,  and  rebuked  thee  yesternight. 

43  ^  And  Laban  answered  and  said  unto  Jacob,  These  daughters 
are  my  daughters,  and  these  children  are  my  children,  and  these  cattle 
are  my  cattle,  and  all  that  thou  seest  is  mine:  and  what  can  I  do  this 
day  unto  these  my  daughters,  or  unto  their  children  which  they  have 
bom? 

44  Now^  therefore,  come  thou,  let  us  make  a  covenant,  I  and  thou; 
and  let  it  be  for  a  witness  between  me  and  thee. 

45  And  Jacob  took  a  stone,  and  set  it  up /or  a  pillar. 

46  And  Jacob  said  unto  his  brethren.  Gather  stones;  and  they 
took  stones,  and  made  an  heap :  and  they  did  eat  there  upon  the  heap. 

47  And  Laban  called  it  Jegar-sahadutha:  but  Jacob  called  it 
Galeed.^ 

48  And  Laban  said.  This  heap  is  a  witness  between  me  and  thee 
this  day.     Therefore  was  the  name  of  it  called  Galeed; 

49  And  Mizpah';  for  he  said.  The  Ix>rd  watch  between  me  and 
thee,  when  we  are  absent  one  from  another. 

50  If  thou  shalt  afflict  my  daughters,  or  if  thou  shalt  take  other 
wives  beside  my  daughters,  no  man  is  with  us;  see,  God  is  witness 
betwixt  me  and  thee. 

51  And  Laban  said  to  Jacob,  Behold  this  heap,  and  behold  this 
pillar,  which  I  have  cast  betwixt  me  and  thee; 

52  This  heap  he  witness,  and  this  pillar  he  witness,  that  I  will  not 
pass  over  this  heap  to  thee,  and  that  thou  shalt  not  pass  over  this 
neap  and  this  pillar  unto  me,  for  harm. 

53  The  Goa  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Nahor,  the  God  of  their 
father,  judge  betwixt  us.  And  Jacob  sware  by  the  fear  of  his  father 
Isaac. 

54  Then  Jacob  offered  sacrifice  upon  the  mount,  and  called  his 
brethren  to  eat  bread:  and  they  did  eat  bread,  and  tarried  all  night 
in  the  mount. 

55  And  early  in  the  morning  Laban  rose  up,  and  kissed  his  sons

PICTURE  if  you  can  the  awful  tragedies  enact- 
ed amid  those  ever-rising  waters!  Men^ 
brought  down  to  be  on  a  level  with  the  beasts, 
struggled  with  the  latter  for  the  bare  gift  of  life, 
living  in  misery.  "And  the  waters  prevailed  ex- 
ceedingly upon  the  earth;  and  all  the  high  hills  that 
were  under  the  whole  heaven  were  covered. 

"Fifteen  cubits  upward  did  the  waters  prevail; 
and  the  mountains  were  covered.

Jacob  went  on  his  way,  and  the  angels  of  God  met  him. 
2  And  when  Jacob  saw  them,  he  said,  This  is  God's  host: 
and  he  called  the  name  of  that  place  Mahanaim. 

3  And  Jacob  sent  messengers  before  him  to  Esau  his  brother  unto 
the  land  of  Seir,  the  country  of  Edom. 

4  And  he  commanded  them,  saying.  Thus  shall  ye  speak  unto  my 
lord  Esau;  Thy  servant  Jacob  saith  thus,  I  have  sojourned  with 
Laban,  and  stayed  there  until  now: 

5  And  I  have  oxen,  and  asses,  flocks,  and  men-servants,  and 
women-servants:  and  I  have  sent  to  tell  my  lord,  that  I  may  find  grace 
in  thv  sight.

9  ^  And  Jacob  said,  O  God  of  my  father  Abr.aham,  and  God  of  my 
father  Isaac,  the  Lord  which  saidst  unto  me.  Return  unto  thy  country, 
and  to  thy  kindred,  and  I  will  deal  well  with  thee: 

10  I  am  not  worthy  of  the  least  of  all  the  mercies,  and  of  all  the 
truth,  which  thou  hast  shewed  unto  thy  servant;  for  with  my  staflf 
I  passed  over  this  Jordan:  and  now  I  am  become  two  bands.

^^And  the  ark  rested  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the 
seventeenth  da  if  of  the  month,  upon  the  mountains 
of  Ararat," — Gen,,  8,  4» 

FOR  a  hundred  and  fifty  days  the  waters  re- 
mained dominant  over  the  grave  of  a  sub- 
merged world.  But  "God  remembered  Noah," 
and  sent  a  wind  which  swept  away  the  rain;  "and 
the  waters  returned  from  off  the  earth  continually." 
The  ark  floating  deeply  with  its  precious  freight, 
grounded  on  Mount  Ararat^  whence^  as  the  waters 
still  fell  away  around  it^  it  floated  no  more.  No  land 
could  be  seen,  however,  until  the  "tenth  month/* 
when  the  surrounding  mountain  peaks  appeared. 

After  yet  another  forty  days,  Noah  opened  the 
window  of  the  ark  and  sent  out  two  birds,  a  raven 
and  a  dove,  to  see  if  tliey  could  find  a  liabi table 
place.  The  dove  soon  returned  weary  and  disap- 
pointed; but  the  raven  doubtless  found  on  those  bare 
]>eaks  much  food,  such  as  delighted  it;  for  it  failed 
to  be  seen  again  in  the  ark.  Dore  is  almost  the 
only  artist  who  has  ventured  to  suggest  the  horrors 
of  death  that  must  have  fronted  the  winged  mes- 
sengers.

NOAH  and  his  p>eople  remained  one  entire  year 
in  the  ark.

NOAH  was  the  last  of  those  ancient  patriarchs 
of  whom  we  are  told  that  their  span  of  life 
extended  to  almost  a  thousand  years.  The 
race  which  sprang  up  after  the  flood  were  shorter 
lived  and  their  days  gradually  decreased  to  the 
measure  of  to-day.  Existence  changed  from  its  slow 
leisureliness^  and  became  hurried  and  filled  with 
clatter. 

Of  Noah  we  are  told  that  he  livedo  after  the  floods 
three  centuries  and  a  half.  "And  Noah  began  to 
be  a  husbandman  and  he  planted  a  vineyard."  The 
use  of  grapes  for  wine  had  evidently  become  known 
among  men.  Hence  Noah  was  also  betrayed  into 
folly  and  disgrace^  and  dissension  broke  out  even  in 
this  little  band  which  had  received  such  awful  warn- 
ing. Noah  became  drunk  and  was  seen  in  that  con- 
dition by  Ham,  his  youngest  son,  and  was  ridiculed. 
The  elder  sons,  Shem  and  Japheth,  rebuked  Ham, 
and  went  to  their  father,  walking  backwards  that 
they  might  not  see  him  in  his  shame,  and  covered 
him  with  a  cloak.  "And  Noah  awoke  from  his  wine, 
and  knew  what  liis  youngest  son  had  done  unto  him."

THERE  is  always  a  peculiar  tenderness  be- 
tween a  father  and  his  youngest  son,  the  child 
of  his  old  age.  This  had  been  the  relation 
of  Seth  to  Adam,  and  of  Ham  to  Noah.  Hence  it 
must  have  been  with  peculiar  bitterness  that  Noah 
learned  how  his  shame  had  been  exi>osed  to  ridicule 
by  Ham.  In  liis  rage  he  was  roused  to  prophecy, 
the  first  of  the  many  prophecies  in  the  Bible,  which 
the  latest  translation  restores  to  their  original  verse. 
The  inspired  curse  falls  not  directly  upon  Ham, 
but,  in  condemnation  of  his  attitude  toward  his 
father,  it  falls  upon  Ham's  youngest  son  Canaan, 
whose  descendants  are  to  be  servants  through  ages. 
Then  Ham  and  his  familv  went  forth  to  the  south- 
ward,  and  the  Bible  glancing  hurriedly  over  the  re- 
peopling  of  the  earth,  names  as  his  descendants  the 
ly  nations  of  the  Euphrates  Valley,  the  former  home  of 
I  the  race ;  and  attributes  to  him  the  peopling  of  Africa, 
the  home  of  negro  slavery.  Canaan  became  father 
of  the  Pha?nicians,  the  men  of  Sidon  and  Tyre,  and 
of  the  Canaanites,  the  dwellers  whom  the  Hebrews 
found  later  in  Palestine,  and  conquered  there.  These 
Hebrews,  as  well  as  the  other  "Semite"  races,  were 
supposed  to  be  the  descendants  of  Shem,  whom 
Noah  sj>ecially  blessed,  while  from  Japheth  sprang 
the  European  races. 
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17  And  the  man  said.  They  are  departed  hence;  for  I  heard  them 
say.  Let  us  ^  to  Dothan.  And  Joseph  went  after  his  brethren,  and 
found  them  in  Dothan. 

18  And  when  they  saw  him  afar  ofip,  even  before  he  came  near  unto

OF  the  ages  immediately  following  Noah  we 
get  but  a  hurried  glimpse.

Of  Ximrod^  the  grandson  of 
Ham,  we  are  told  that  "he  began  to  be  a  mighty 
one  in  the  earth":  that  is,  he  was  the  first  tyrant  to 
assume  rule  over  other  men  bv  force  of  arms,  and 
establish  a  kingdom.  "And  the  beginning  of  his 
kingdom  was  Babel,  and  Accad,  and  Calneh,  in  the 
land  of  Shinar."  This  region  was  the  lower 
Euphrates  Valley,  and  Babel  was  presumably  Baby- 
lon, the  first  great  metropolis. 

Ximrod  perhaps  was  not  an  exiX  king;  he  was, 
"a  mighty  hunter  before  the  I-ord" ;  and  the  strength 
which  cleared  the  savage  beasts  from  the  fields  of 
the  people,  may  afterward  have  been  well  employed 
in  compelling  a  lawless  race  to  live  at  peace  without 
plundering  one  another.  Thus  the  arbitrary  role 
of  one  strong  man  over  his  fellowmen  began  among 
the  descendants  of  Ham.  The  lesson  thus  taught 
M'as  soon  learned  bv  the  shrewder  sons  of  Shem, 
who  reduced  the  Hamites  to  slaverv  and  founded  the 
later  Babylonian  kingdom. 
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15  When  Judah  saw  her,  he  thought  her  to  be  an  harlot;  because 
slme  had  covered  her  face, 

16  And  he  turned  unto  her  by  the  way,  and  said.  Go  to,  I  pray 
tlxee,  let  me  come  in  unto  thee;  (for  he  knew  not  that  she  was  his 
daughter-in-law.)  And  she  said.  What  wilt  thou  give  me,  that  thou 
rnavest  come  in  unto  me  ? 

17  And  he  said,  I  will  send  thee  sl  kid  from  the  flock.  And  she  said,. 
^Allt  thou  give  me  a  pledge,  till  thou  send  iff 

18  And  he  said.  What  pledge  shall  I  give  thee.^  And  she  said. 
Thy  signet,  and  thy  bracelets,  and  thy  staff  that  is  in  thine  hand. 
And  he  gave  it  her,  and  came  in  unto  her,  and  she  conceived  by 
him. 

19  And  she  arose,  and  went  away,  and  laid  by  her  vail  from  her^ 
^nd  put  on  the  garments  of  her  widowhood. 

20  And  Judah  sent  the  kid  by  the  hand  of  his  friend  the  Adulla- 
inite,  to  receive  his  pledge  from  the  woman's  hand:  but  he  found 
her  not. 

21  Then  he  asked  the  men  of  that  place,  saying,  Wliere  is  the 
harlot,  that  was  openly  by  the  way  side  ?  And  they  said.  There  was 
^o  harlot  in  this  place. 

22  And  he  returned  to  Judah,  and  said,  I  cannot  find  her;  and  also 
the  men  of  the  place  said,  that  there  was  no  harlot  in  this  place. 

53  And  Judah  said.  Let  her  take  it  to  her,  lest  we  be  shamed: 
■^^hold,  I  sent  this  kid,  and  thou  hast  not  found  her. 

54  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  about  three  months  after,  that  it  was  told 
•J^Uciah,  saving,  Tamar  thy  daughterrin-law  hath  played  the  harlot; 

B^J^d  also,  liehold,  she  is  with  child  bv  whoredom.     And  Judah  said^ 
rfng  her  forth,  and  let  her  be  burnt. 

55  When  she  was  brought  forth,  she  sent  to  her  father-in-law,  say- 
*^^g,  Bv  the  man  whose  these  are^  am  I  with  child:  and  she  said,  Dis- 
^^t*n,  \  pray  thee,  whose  are  these,  the  signet,  and  bracelets,  and 

^  96  And  Judah  acknowledged  them,  and  said.  She  hath  been  more

|ND  Joseph  was  brought  down  to  Egypt;  and  Potiphar,  an 
officer  ot  Pharaoh,  captain  of  the  guard,  an  Egyptian,  bought 
liim  of  the  hands  of  tne  Ishmeelites,  which  had  brought  him 
down  thither. 

2  And  the  Lord  was  with  Joseph,  and  he  was  a  prosperous  man; 
and  he  was  in  the  house  of  his  master  the  Egyptian. 

8  And  his  master  saw  that  the  Lord  was  with  him,  and  that  the 
Lord  made  all  that  he  did  to  prosper  in  his  hand. 

4  And  Joseph  found  grace  in  his  sight,  and  he  served  him :  and  he 
made  him  overseer  over  his  house,  and  all  that  he  had  he  put  into 
his  hand. 

5  And  it  came  to  pass  from  the  time  that  he  had  made  him  over- 
seer in  his  house,  ana  over  all  that  he  had,  that  the  IjOKD  blessed  the 
Egyptian's  house  for  Joseph's  sake;  and  the  blessing  of  the  Ix>rd 
was  upon  all  that  he  had  in  the  house,  and  in  the  field.

HOW  long  after  Noah  it  may  have  been,  or 
after  Ximrbd,  we  do  not  know;  but  the 
people  of  Babylon  became  arrogant  and  pre- 
sumptuous, and  defiant  of  God.  Were  they  not 
lords  over  the  rest  of  earth?  "And  they  said,  Go 
to,  let  us  build  us  a  city  and  a  tower,  whose  top 
may  reach  unto  heaven;  and  let  us  make  us  a  name, 
lest  we  be  scattered  abroad  upon  the  face  of  the 
whole  earth."  So  they  made  brick  in  vast  quanti- 
ties, and  gathered  slime  for  mortar,  and  began  that 
vast  traditional  tower  of  Babel,  whose  size  seems 
so  to  have  impressed  all  the  peoples  of  antiquity. 

Then  God  knew  that  the  time  had  again  come 
when  He  must  chasten  the  fierce,  self-assertive  spirit 
of  His  children.  The  Bible  tells  us  that  He  came 
down  among  them,  even  as  Kaulbach  has  shown  Him 
in  his  picture.  The  Lord  stands  there  upon  a  higher 
level  than  the  fierce  earthly  king  who  directs  the 
labor  of  the  people;  and  even  as  He  descends  con- 
fusion falls  upon  the  workmen.  They  can  not  face 
His  splendor,  and  they  shout  and  blunder  and  scat- 
ter in  bewilderment. 
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Hebrew  servant,  which  thou  hast  brought  unto  us,  came  in  unto  me 
to  mock  me; 

18  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  I  lifted  up  my  voice  and  cried,  that  he 
left  his  garment  with  me,  and  fled  out. 

19  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  his  master  heard  the  words  of  his 
wife,  which  she  spake  unto  him,  saying.  After  this  manner  did  thy 
servant  to  me;  that  his  wrath  was  kindled. 

20  And  Joseph's  master  took  him,  and  put  him  into  the  prison,  a 
place  where  the  king's  prisoners  were  bound:  and  he  was  there  in 
the  prison. 

21  ^  But  the  Lord  was  with  Joseph,  and  showed  him  mercy,  and 
gave  him  favour  in  the  sight  of  the  keeper  of  the  prison. 

22  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  committed  to  Joseph's  hand  all 
the  prisoners  that  were  in  the  prison:  and  whatsoever  they  did  there, 
he  was  the  doer  of  it. 

23  The  keeper  of  the  prison  looked  not  to  any  thing  that  was  under 
hand;  because  the  Lord  was  with  him,  and  that  which  he  did, 

the  Lord  made  ii  to  prosper.

2  And  Pharaoh  was  wroth  against  two  of  his  officers,  against  the 
chief  of  the  butlers,  and  against  the  chief  of  the  bakers. 

3  And  he  put  them  in  ward  in  the  house  of  the  captain  of  the  guard, 
into  the  prison,  the  place  where  Joseph  was  bound. 

4  And  the  captain  of  the  ^uard  charged  Joseph  with  them,  and 
he  served  them:  and  they  continued  a  season  in  ward. 

5  And  they  dreamed  a  dream  both  of  them,  each  man  his  dream 
in  one  night,  each  man  according  to  the  interpretation  of  his  dream, 
the  butler  and  the  baker  of  the  king  of  Egypt,  which  were  bound  in 
the  prison. 

6  And  Joseph  came  in  unto  them  in  the  morning,  and  looked  upon 
them,  and,  benold,  they  were  sad. 

7  And  he  asked  Pharaoh's  officers  that  were  with  him  in  the  ward 
of  his  lord's  house,  saying,  Wlierefore  look  ye  so  sadly  to-day  ?

ND  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  two  full  years,  that  PharaoMT  ^h 
dreamed:  and,  behold,  he  stood  by  the  river. 

2  And,  behold,  there  came  up  out  of  the  river  seven  well 
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favoured  kine  and  fat-fleshed;  and  they  fed  in  a  meadow.

GOD  read  the  hearts  of  the  wicked  people  of 
Babel,  and  punished  them  in  the  very  way 
that  they  had  feared.  He  made  their  might 
of  no  avail,  took  from  them  their  power,  and  de- 
stroyed them  as  a  nation,  scattering  them  over  the 
face  of  the  earth.  The  huge  tower  and  great  walled 
city  by  which  they  had  hoped  to  perpetuate  their 
strength,  plunged  them  into  dissension.  They  quar- 
relled over  their  work,  and  grew  mutually  suspicious. 
Falsehood  was  bred  in  the  world,  and  a  man*s  tongue 
no  longer  spoke  the  language  of  his  heart.  "Let 
us  go  down,"  God  is  represented  as  saying,  "and 
there  confound  their  language,  that  they  may  not 
understand  one  another's  speech."  Thej'  fled  from 
one  another.  Tims  the  descendants  of  Ham  lost 
their  <rarly  power. 

Then  came  the  days  of  the  "Semites,"  the  descen- 
dants of  Shem,  whose  names  are  carefully  recorded, 
at  least  in  the  line  of  tlie  "Hrst-lKirn,"  an  ascendancy 
regarded  as  highly  important  among  the  Hebrews.

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S  And,  behold,  seven  other  kine  came  up  after  them  out  of  the 
river,  ill-favoured  and  lean-fleshed;  and  stood  by  the  other  Idne  upon 
the  brink  of  the  river, 

4  And  the  ill-favoured  and  lean-fleshed  kine  did  eat  up  the  seven 
Tvell-favoured  and  fat  kine.     So  Pharaoh  awoke. 

5  And  he  slept  and  dreamed  the  second  time:  and,  behold,  seven 
ears  of  corn  came  up  upon  one  stalk,  rank  and  good. 

6  And,  behold,  seven  thin  ears  and  blasted  with  the  east  wind 
sprung  up  after  them. 

7  And  the  seven  thin  ears  devoured  the  seven  rank  and  full  ears. 
And  Pharaoh  awoke,  and,  behold,  it  wa^  a  dream. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  morning  that  his  spirit  was  troubled; 
and  he  sent  and  called  for  all  the  magicians  of  Egypt,  and  all  the  wise 
men  thereof:  and  Pharaoh  told  them  his  dream;  but  there  was  none 
that  could  interpret  them  unto  Pharaoh. 

9  1  Then  spake  the  chief  butler  unto  Pharaoh,  saying,  I  do  remem- 
ber my  faults  this  day: 

10  Pharaoh  was  wroth  with  his  servants,  and  put  me  in  ward  in 
the  captain  of  the  guard's  house,  both  me  and  the  chief  baker:

13  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  interpreted  to  us,  so  it  was;  me  he 
restored  unto  mine  office,  and  him  he  hanged. 

14  t  Then  Pharaoh  sent  and  called  Joseph,  and  they  brought 
him  hastily  out  of  the  dungeon:  and  he  shaved  himself,  and  changed 
his  raiment,  and  came  in  unto  Pharaoh.* 

15  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  and 
there  is  none  that  can  interpret  it:  and  I  have  heard  say  of  thee,  that 
thou  canst  understand  a  dream  to  interpret  it. 

16  And  Joseph  answered  Pharaoh,  saying,  It  w  not  in  me:  God 
shall  give  Pharaoh  an  answer  of  peace. 

17  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  In  my  dream,  behold,  I  stood 
upon  the  bank  of  the  river: 

18  And,  behold,  there  came  up  out  of  the  river  seven  kine,  fat- 
fleshed  and  well-favoured;  and  they  fed  in  a  meadow; 

19  And,  behold,  seven  other  kine  came  up  after  them,  poor  and 
very  ill-favoured  and  lean-fleshed,  such  as  I  never  saw  in  all  the  land 
of  Egypt  for  badness:

They  were  the  only  people 
of  these  regiooa  who  ahaved;  the  Hebrews  wore  long  beards  of  which  they  were  proud. 
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21  And  when  they  had  eaten  them  up,  it  could  not  be  known  that 
they  had  eaten  them;  but  they  were  still  ill-favoured,  as  at  the  begin- 
ning.    So  I  awoke. 

22  And  I  saw  in  my  dream,  and,  behold,  seven  ears  came  up  in 
one  stalk,  full  and  good  : 

23  And,  behold,  seven  ears,  withered,  thin,  and  blasted  with  the 
east  wind,  sprung  up  after  them:

39  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  Forasmuch  as  God  hath 
shewed  thee  all  this,  there  is  none  so  discreet  and  wise  as  thou  art: 
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AFTER  THE    DUTCH    MASTER,    GERARD    HOST. 

"So  Abram  departed,  as  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto 
him;  and  Lot  went  with  him.'*— Gen,,  12,  -J- 

ABRAM  dwelt  originally  in  the  city  of  Ur, 
"Ur  of  the  Chaldees/'  in  the  region  of 
Babylon;  and  we  are  told  in  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles  (Chap.  7,  2)  that  it  was  in  that  land  that 
God  first  appeared  to  him.  God  bade  him  leave 
what  had  become  a  country  of  idol  worshippers, 
and  journey  to  the  land  of  Canaan  or  Palestine, 
where,  it  seems,  there  still  remained  some  true  fol- 
lowers of  the  Almighty.  In  the  region  of  Abram's 
youth,  even  the  family  of  the  "first-bom"  had  for- 
gotten or  at  least  neglected  the  Almighty;  for  the 
book  of  Joshua  (Chap.  24,  2)  says  that  Terah, 
Abram's  father,  "ser^'ed  other  gods." 

Perhaps  Abram  converted  his  father.  At  any  rate 
it  was  under  Terah  that  the  familv  set  out  for  Canaan. 
Doubtless  they  moved  slowl}*,  pasturing  their  flocks 
as  they  went,  and  when  they  reached  Haran,  in  the 
upper  valley  of  the  Euphrates,  they  paused  there 
until  Terah  died.  *  Then  they  divided.  Abram's 
brother,  Nahor,  refused  Abram's  leadership  and  set- 
tled down  in  Haran.  Abram  with  his  wife,  Sarai, 
and  his  nephew,  his  wife's  brother,  Lot,  started  out 
once  more.  He  felt  the  call  of  the  Lord  upon  him, 
and  went  on  toward  Palestine. 


^ 
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40  Thou  shalt  be  over  my  house,  and  according  unto  thy  word  shall 
all  my  people  be  ruled :  only  in  the  throne  will  I  be  greater  than  thou. 

41  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  See,  I  have  set  thee  over  all 
the  land  of  Egypt. 

42  And  Pharaoh  took  off  his  ring  from  his  hand,  and  put  it  upon 
Joseph's  hand,  and  arrayed  him  in  vestures  of  fine  linen,  and  put  a 
gold  chain  about  his  neck; 

43  And  he  made  him  to  ride  in  the  second  chariot  which  he  had; 
and  they  cried  before  him,  Bow  the  knee:  and  he  made  him  nder  over 
all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

44  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  I  avi  Pharaoh,  and  without  thee 
shall  no  man  lift  up  his  hand  or  foot  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

45  And  Pharaoh  called  Joseph's  name  Zaphnath-paaneah ;  and 
he  gave  him  to  wife  Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti-pherah  priest  of 
On.     And  Joseph  went  out  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt.* 

46  ^  And  Joseph  was  thirty  years  old  when  he  stood  before  Pharaoh 
king  of  Egypt.  And  Joseph  went  out  from  the  presence  of  Pharaoh^ 
and  went  throughout  all  tne  land  of  Egypt. 

47  And  in  the  seven  plenteous  years  the  earth  brought  forth  by 
handfuls. 

48  And  he  gathered  up  all  the  food  of  the  seven  years,  which  were 
in  the  land  of  Egypt,  ana  laid  up  the  food  in  the  cities :  the  food  of  the 
field,  which  was  round  about  every  city,  laid  he  up  in  the  same. 

49  And  Joseph  gathered  corn  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  very  much, 
until  he  left  numbering;  for  it  was  without  number. 

50  And  unto  Joseph  were  born  two  sons  before  the  years  of  famine 
came,  which  Ascnatn  the  daughter  of  Poti-pherah  pncst  of  On  bare 
unto  him. 

51  And  Joseph  called  the  name  of  the  first-born  Manasseh.^  For 
God,  said  fee,  hath  made  me  forget  all  my  toil,  and  all  my  father's 
house. 

52  And  the  name  of  the  second  called  he  Ephraim:  For  God  hath 
caused  me  to  be  fruitful  in  the  land  of  my  affliction. 

53  \  And  the  seven  years  of  plenteousness,  that  was  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  were  ended. 

54  And  the  seven  years  of  dearth  began  to  come,  according  as 
Joseph  had  said:  and  the  dearth  was  in  all  lands;  but  in  all  the  land 
of  Egypt  there  was  bread. 

55  And  when  all  the  land  of  Egypt  was  famished,  the  people  cried 
to  Pharaoh  for  bread:  and  Pharaoh  said  unto  all  the  Egyptians,  Go 
unto  Joseph;  what  he  saith  to  you,  do. 

56  And  the  famine  was  over  all  the  face  of  the  earth.     And  Joseph

CANAAN  or  Palestine  must  have  been  a  fair  land 
indeed  in  the  days  of  Abram^  and  the  artist 
tries  here  to  show  us  its  beauty  and  the  patri- 
arch's joy  as  he  passed  into  it  with  his  wife,  Sarai^ 
and  his  nephew.  Lot.  At  first,  however,  he  could  not 
stay  there;  a  famine  drove  him  to  move  onward  with 
his  ever-increasing  flocks,  until  he  came  to  £g3rpt. 
There  he  was  welcomed  and  much  honored  by  the 
reigning  monarch;  so  that,  by  the  time  he  returned 
to  Palestine,  he  had  become  a  man  of  note  through- 
out his  world,  almost  a  king  in  wealth,  the  ruler  of 
a  great  household,  owner  of  countless  flocks  and  herds. 
Lot  also  had  prospered,  so  much  so  that,  when  they 
were  again  established  in  Palestine,  nephew  and  uncle 
found  it  necessary  to  part.  Their  huge  households 
needed  such  wide  pasturage  that  they  could  no  longer 
subsist  in  company.  Then  Abram  took  Lot  up  to  a 
mountain's  brow  overlooking  all  the  Jordan  valley 
and  bade  him  choose  which  region  he  would  take,  the 
river  plain  or  the  mountain  lands  behind  them.  Now 
the  mountains  were  occupied  bv  a  hardv,  thinlv  scat- 
tered  race,  while  in  the  valley  stood  the  great  polished 
and  wicked  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah;  but  the 
valley  pasturage  looked  rich  and  beautiful,  so  Lot 
made  choice  of  it.  ''And  Lot  dwelled  in  the 
cities  of  the  plain,  and  pitched 
his  tent  toward  Sodom."

"The  vale  of  Siddim,  which  U  the  salt  sea," — Gen., 


MOST  strange  of  all  the  bodies  of  water  upon 
the  earth  is  that  Dead  Sea  which  plays  so 
prominent  a  part  in  the  Bible  story.  An 
awful  dreariness  broods  over  this  sea.  Salt  beds  lie 
beneath  it  and  around  it.  Nothing  grows  upon  its 
banks.  The  driftwood  carried  down  by  the  Jordan 
and  other  rivers  becomes  incrusted  with  the  salt  and 
adds  to  the  blcak^  whitc^  unearthly  desolation  of  the 
scene.  The  region  must  have  been  very  different  in 
early  days.  It  is  first  mentioned  in  the  biblical  pas- 
sage quoted  above^  which  seems  to  imply  that  part 
of  it  was  once  the  vale  of  Siddim,  somewhere  near 
which  rose  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah. 

In  Sodom,  Lot  made  his  dwelling,  and  the  Sodomites 
fought  a  battle  in  this  vale  of  Siddim.  This,  the  first 
tale  of  warfare  in  the  Bible,  enables  us  for  a  moment 
to  compare  the  biblical  story  with  other  historical  rec- 
ords. The  king  of  Sodom,  says  the  biblical  account, 
was  joined  with  four  other  kings.  These  five  had  been 
subject  to  Chedorlaomer,  the  great  monarch  of  the 
Euphrates  valley,  whence  Abram  had  come.  Now 
these  five  lesser  kings  threw  off  their  yoke,  and  Che- 
dorlaomer came  with  three  other  kings  to  destroy 
them,  "four  kings  against  the  five."  Names  neces- 
sarily change  their  spelling  in  passing  from  one 
language  to  another;  but  we  find  among  the  ruins  in 
the  Euphrates  valley,  records  of  a  ruler  of  about  this 
period  whose  name  is  very  like  Chedorlaomer ;  and  one 
of  his  biblical  associates,  "Amraphel,"  seems  probably 
the  notable  Hammurabi,  the  great  law- 
giver, who  conquered  all  Baby- 
lonia  about   2220   B.    C.

3  As  soon  as  the  morning  was  light,  the  men  were  sent  away,  thev 
and  their  asses. 

4s  And  when  they  were  gone  out  of  the  city,  and  not  yet  far  off, 
Joseph  said  unto  his  steward.  Up,  follow  after  the  men;  and  when 
thou  dost  overtake  them,  say  unto  them.  Wherefore  have  ye  rewarded 
evil  for  good? 

5  Is  not  this  it  in  which  my  lord  drinketh,  and  whereby  indeed  he 
divineth?  ye  have  done  evil  in  so  doing. 

6  ^  And  he  overtook  them,  and  he  spake  unto  them  these  same 
words. 

7  And  they  said  unto  him,  Wherefore  saith  my  lord  these  words  ? 
God  forbid  that  thy  servants  should  do  according  to  this  thing: 

8  Behold,  the  money,  which  we  found  in  our  sack's  moutns,  we 
brought  again  unto  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Canaan :  how  then  should 
we  steal  out  of  thy  lord's  house  silver  or  gold  ? 

'The  objection  of  the  Egyptians  rose  apparently  from  some  religious  law,  perhaps  because  the  Hebrews 
were  foreigners.

'And  he  divided  himself  against  them,  he  and  his 
servants,  by  night,  and  smote  them/' — Gen.,  H,  IS, 

KING  CHEDORLAOMER  ravaged  all  the 
region  about  the  Dead  Sea;  then  he  met  the 
king  of  Sodom  and  his  allies  in  "the  vale  of 
Siddim/'  and  defeated  them.  The  blast  of  war  smote 
down  Lot's  fortunes.  Whether  he  aided  the  Sodomites 
in  the  battle  we  do  not  know;  but  he  and  his  familr 
and  his  goods  were  all  carried  off  amid  the  spoils  of 
the  conquest.  AMicn  news  of  this  reached  Abram  he 
forgot  his  differences  with  Lot.  he  remembered  only 
their  kinship,  and  hastily  gathered  his  friends  and  the 
members  of  his  household  to  pursue  the  departing 
Babylonians.  Three  hundred  and  eighteen  men  ser- 
vants he  had,  all  "bom  in  his  own  house/'  and  with 
these  and  his  friends  of  Mamre  he  followed  Chedor- 
laomer  over  the  whole  length  of  Palestine^  came  up 
with  him  on  the  ancient  site  of  Dan  in  the  mountains, 
and  by  a  sudden  night  attack  put  the  Babylonians  to 
fiis:ht.  Apparently  the  invaders  were  driven  com- 
j)letely  over  the  mountain  crest  and  fled  out  upon  the 
plains  beyond  Damascus.

HEN  Joseph  could  not  refrain  himself  before  all  them  that 
stood  by  mm;  and  he  cried.  Cause  every  man  to  go  out  from 
me.    And  there  stood  no  man  with  him,  while  Joseph  made 
himself  known  unto  his  brethren. 

2  And  he  wept  aloud :  and  the  Egyptians  and  the  house  of  Pharaoh 
heard. 

3  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren,  I  am  Joseph :  doth  my  father 
yet  live?  And  his  brethren  could  not  answer  him;  for  they  were 
troubled  at  his  presence. 

4  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren.  Come  near  to  me,  I  pray 
you.  And  thev  came  near.  And  he  said,  I  am  Joseph  your  brother, 
whom  ye  sold  into  Egypt. 

5  Now  therefore  be  not  grieved,  nor  angry  with  yourselves,  that 
ye  sold  me  hither:  for  God  did  send  me  before  you  to  preserve  life. 

6  For  these  two  years  hath  the  famine  been  in  the  land:  and  yet 
there  are  five  years,  in  the  which  there  shall  neither  he  earing*  nor 
harvest.

'And  Melchisedek,  king  of  Salem,  brought  forth 
bread  and  wine:  and  he  was  the  priest  of  the  most 
high  God/'— Gen.,  U,  18. 

A B  RAM'S  remarkable  victory  made  him  a  hero 
in  the  land  wherein  he  dwelt.  His  return 
from  the  battle  field  of  Dan  was  a  triumphal 
march.  The  king  of  Sodom  came  to  thank  him  and 
bade  him  keep  the  grain  and  treasures  which  he  had 
regained;  but  Abram  returned  everything  to  the 
Sodomites^  "Save  only  that  which  the  young  inen 
have  eaten^  and  the  portion  of  the  men  which  went 
with  me,"  his  allies. 

Here  also  occurred  that  mysterious  meeting  with 
Melchizedek,  king  of  Salem,  of  whom  the  Bible  says, 
"he  was  the  priest  of  the  most  high  God.'*  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  God  was  still  worshipped  by  some 
people  of  Canaan.  Melchizedek,  His  minister,  came 
forth  from  Salem,  which  may  have  been  Jerusalem; 
and  he  bore  bread  and  wine  to  Abram.  The  priest 
king  blessed  the  victor,  and  Abram  gave  him  a  part 
of  all  the  spoils.  Then  they  separated,  apparently 
forever,  two  mighty  servants  of  the  Lord,  who  had 
recognized  each  other  for  a  moment  in  passing,  and 
then  gone  each  his  way. 
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thy  son  Joseph,  God  hath  made  me  lord  of  all  Egypt:  Come  down 
unto  me,  tarry  not: 

10  And  thou  shalt  dwell  in  the  land  of  Goshen,*  and  thou  shalt  be 
near  unto  me,  thou,  and  thy  children,  and  thy  children's  children,  and 
thy  flocks,  and  thy  herds,  and  all  that  thou  hast : 

11  And  there  will  I  nourish  thee;  for  yet  there  are  five  years  of 
famine;  lest  thou,  and  thy  household,  and  all  that  thou  hast,  come 
to  povertj'. 

12  And,  behold,  your  eyes  see,  and  the  eyes  of  my  brother  Ben- 
jamin, that  it  is  my  mouth  that  speaketh  unto  you.

TIE  Almighty  had  tried  Abram  and  found  him 
a  faithful  servant.  Not  only  had  Abram  jour- 
neyed obediently  where  God  commanded,  he 
had  been  patient  under  offense,  generous  and  loyal 
toward  Lot,  land  in  the  moment  of  his  triumph  over 
Chedorlaomer  he  had  not  been  vain-glorious  nor 
assumed  the  authority  of  a  conqueror  over  Canaan. 
Hence  Mclchizedek  blessed  Abram;  and  "after  these 
things  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Abram  in  a 
vision."  The  chapter  of  the  Scriptures  that  follows 
is  the  one  on  which  the  Hebrews  love  best  to  dwell, 
God  adopted  Abram  as  His  friend,  and  made  him  a 
double  promise,  first  that  he  should  be  the  father  of 
a  vast  nation,  as  numberless  as  the  stars  of  heaven, 
second  that  this  nation  should  drive  out  the  people 
of  Canaan  and  become  possessors  of  all  that  beauti- 
ful land  of  Palestine.

Thy  father  and  thy 
brethren  are  come  unto  thee: 

6  The  land  of  Egypt  is  before  thee;  in  the  best  of  the  land  make 
thy  father  and  brethren  to  dwell;  in  the  land  of  Goshen  let  them 
dwell:  and  if  thou  knowest  any  men  of  activity  among  them,  then 
make  them  rulers  over  my  cattle. 

7  And  Joseph  brought  in  Jacob  his  father,  and  set  him  before 
Pharaoh:  and  Jacob  blessed  Pharaoh. 

8  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Jacob,  How  old  art  thou  ? 

9  And  Jacob  said  unto  Pharaoh,  The  days  of  the  years  of  my  pil- 
grimage are  an  hundred  and  thirty  years:  few  and  evil  have  the  days 
of  the  years  of  my  life  been  and  have  not  attained  unto  the  days  of 
the  years  of  the  life  of  my  fathers  in  the  days  of  their  pilgrimage. 

10  And  Jacob  blessed  Pharaoh,  and  went  out  from  before  Pharaoh. 
11^  And  Joseph  placed  his  father  and  his  brethren,  and  gave  them 

a  possession  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  best  of  the  land,  in  the  land 
of  Rameses,  as  Pharaoh  had  commanded. 

12  And  Joseph  nourished  his  father,  and  his  brethren,  and  all  his 
father's  household,  with  bread,  according  to  their  families. 

13  ^  And  there  was  no  bread  in  all  tne  land;  for  the  famine  was 
very  sore,  so  that  the  land  of  Egypt  and  all  the  land  of  Canaan  fainted 
by  reason  of  the  famine. 

14  And  Joseph  gathered  up  all  the  money  that  was  found  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  ana  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  for  the  com  which  they 
bought:  and  Joseph  brought  the  money  into  Pharaoh's  house.

"And  Sarai,  Ahram's  wife,  took  Hagar  her  mmd, 
the  Egyptian,  after  Ahram  had  dwelt  ten  years  in  the 
land  of  Canaan,  and  gave  her  to  her  husband  Abram 
to  be  his  wife," — Gen.,  16,  S, 

THE  story  of  Hagar  brings  us  to  one  of  the  most 
human  and  pathetic  portions  of  the  Bible. 
It  is  the  story  of  Abram's  longing  for 
children^  for  an  heir  and  a  great  race^  such  as 
God  had  promised  him.  Abram  had  grown  old, 
eighty-fire  years^  and  his  wife  was  but  ten  years 
his  junior.  There  seemed  little  hope  that  after  all 
the  years  of  waiting,  they  would  yet  have  children. 
So  Sarai  made  a  noble  sacrifice,  in  keeping  with 
the  customs  of  those  days.  She  brought  to  Abram 
a  servant  of  her  own,  a  young  woman  whom  she 
must  have  purchased  as  a  slave  in  Egypt,  and  bade 
Abram  take  the  Egyptian  also  to  bfe  his  wife,  that 
he  might  have  the  children  he  so  much  desired.  Sarai, 
however,  still  remained  Abram's  chief  helpmate,  to 
bear  rule  over  his  huge  family  of  servants  and  de- 
pendents, the  little  wandering  kingdom  of  shepherdt 
and  cattleherds  who  dwelled  within  his  tents. 

Sarai 's  brave  self-renunciation  in  favor  of  a  youngei 
woman  has  been  a  favorite  theme  of  literature  and  art. 
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15  And  when  money  failed  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,  all  the  Egyptians  came  unto  Joseph,  and  said,  Give  us 
bread:  for  why  should  we  die  in  thy  presence  ?  for  the  money  faileth. 

16  And  Joseph  said.  Give  your  cattle;  and  I  will  give  you  for  your 
cattle,  if  money  fail. 

17  And  they  brought  their  cattle  unto  Joseph:  and  Joseph  gave 
them  bread  in  excliange  for  horses,  and  for  the  flocks,  and  for  the 
cattle  of  the  herds,  and  for  the  asses:  and  he  fed  them  with  bread 
for  all  their  cattle  for  that  year. 

18  When  that  year  was  ended,  they  came  unto  him  the  second  year, 
and  said  unto  him.  We  will  not  hide  it  from  my -lord,  how  that  our 
money  is  spent;  my  lord  also  hath  our  herds  of  cattle;  there  is 
not  ought  left  in  the  sight  of  my  lord,  but  our  bodies,  and  our 
lands : 

19  Wherefore  shall  we  die  before  thine  eyes,  both  we  and  our  land  ? 
buy  us  and  our  land  for  bread,  and  we  and  our  land  will  be  servants 
unto  Pharaoh:  and  give  us  seed,  that  we  may  live,  and  not  die,  that 
the  land  be  not  desolate. 

20  And  Joseph  bought  all  the  land  of  Egypt  for  Pharaoh;  for  the 
Egyptians  sold  every  man  his  field,  because  the  famine  prevailed  over 
them:  so  the  land  became  Pharaoh's. 

21  And  as  for  the  people,  he  removed  them  to  cities  from  one  end  of 
the  borders  of  Egypt  even  to  the  other  end  thereof. 

22  Only  the  land  of  the  priests  bought  he  not;  for  the  priests  had 
a  portion  assigned  them  of  Pharaoh,  and  did  eat  their  portion  which 
Pnaraoh  gave  them:  wherefore  they  sold  not  their  lands. 

23  Then  Joseph  said  unto  the  people.  Behold,  I  have  bought 
you  this  day  and  your  land  for  Pharaoh:  lo,  here  is  seed  for  you,  and 
ye  shall  sow  the  land. 

24  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  increase,  that  ye  shall  give  the 
65th  vart  unto  Pharaoh,  and  four  parts  shall  be  your  own,  for  seed  of 
the  field,  and  for  your  food,  and  for  them  of  your  households,  and 
for  food  for  your  little  ones. 

25  And  they  said.  Thou  hast  saved  our  lives:  let  us  find  grace  in 
tie  sight  of  my  lord,  and  we  will  be  Pharaoh's  servants. 

26  And  Joseph  made  it  a  law  over  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  this  day, 
^kat  Pharaoh  should  have  the  fifth  part;  except  the  land  of  the  priests 
'0.1y,  which  l^came  not  Pharaoh's. 

57  Tf  And  Israel  dwelt  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  country  of 
"^^shen;  and  they  had  possessions  therein,  and  grew,  and  multi- 
-i«l  exceedingly. 

58  And  Jacob  lived  in  the  land  of  Egypt  seventeen  years;  so  the 
ole  age  of  Jacob  was  an  hundred  forty  and  seven  years. 

59  And  the  time  drew  nigh  that  Israel  must  die :  and  he  called  his  • 
Joseph,  and  said  unto  him.  If  now  I  have  found  grace  in  thy 
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sight,  put,  I  pray  thee,  thy  hand  under  my  thigh,  and  deal  kindly 
and  truly  with  me;  bury  me  not,  I  pray  thee,  in  Egypt: 

30  But  I  will  lie  with  my  fathers,  and  thou  shalt  canr  me  out  of 
Egypt,  and  bury  me  in  their  burying-place.  And  he  said,  I  will  do 
as  thou  hast  said. 

31  And  he  said.  Swear  unto  me.  And  he  sware  unto  him.  And 
Israel  bowed  himself  upon  the  bed's  head.*

D  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  one  told  Joseph, 
Behold,  thy  father  is  sick:  and  he  took  with  him  his  two  sons, 
Manasseh  and  Ephraim.

IF  Sarai  had  been  generous,  we  can  yet  imagine  that 
the  position  of  Hagar  was  not  without  its  diffi- 
culties. She  would  have  had  to  be  very  humble 
indeed  to  have  avoided  arousing  her  mistress's  jealous 
anger.  And  so,  presently,  we  find  Sarai  raging  be- 
fore Abrani.  **My  wrong  be  upon  theei"  and  declaring 
that  Hagar  was  insolent  to  her  and  presumptuous. 

Abrani.  witli  his  steadfast  loyalty,  upheld  Sarai  as 
his  first,  his  true  wife  and  lifelong  comrade.  "Be* 
hold,  thy  maid  is  in  thy  hand;  do  to  Iter  as  it  pleaseth 
thee."  Then  Sarai  "dealt  hardlv  with  her,"  so  liardlv 
tliat  Hagar  fled  in  fear  into  the  wilderness.  There 
slie  too.  unhappy  little  flgyptian  stranger,  had  her 
vision  and  her  promise  from  God.  An  angel  came  to 
her  as  she  crouched  in  weariness  l)eside  a  well.  Our 
picture  shows  her  listening  to  his  voice  of  good  coun- 
sel. She  was  bidden  to  return  to  Sarai  and  submit  to 
her.  She  was  promised  a  son  who  sliould  be  also  the 
ancestor  of  a  vast  people.  So  she  returned  to  the 
tents  of  Ahram,  and  wlieii  her  son  was  born,  he  was 
named  Ishmael.  whicli  means  *'Ciod  hears,"  because 
God  had  heard  and  comforted  her  in  her  distress.

he  also  shall  become  a  people,  and  he  also  shall  be  great:  but  truly 
his  younger  brother  shall  be  greater  than  he,  and  his  seed  shall  be- 
come a  multitude  of  nations. 

40  And  he  blessed  them  that  day,  saying.  In  thee  shall  Israel  bless, 
saying,  God  make  thee  as  Ephraim  and  as  Manasseh:  and  he  set 
Ephraim  before  Manasseh.

And  lo,  three  men  stood  by  him." — Gen.,  18,  2, 

AFTER  the  birth  of  Ishmael^  Abram  passed  a 
dozen  years  of  peace  and  prosperity.  The 
two  women^  Sarai  and  Hagar^  dweUed  more 
peacefully  together;  though  always^  as  Sarai  saw 
her  husband's  joy  in  Ishmael^  she  must  have  grown 
more  sad  tliat  he  had  no  cfeild  of  hers.  Then  there 
came  to  Abram  a  further  testimony  of  God's  regard. 
The  Almighty  changed  his  name  to  Abraham  and  told 
him  that  this  change  meant  that  the  old  promise  was 
about  to  be  fulfilled,  that  he  and  his  wife  Sarai  were 
to  have  a  child  from  whom  would  spring  the  mighty 
race  of  the  Hebrews.  Sarai's  name  also  was  changed 
to  Sarah,  which  means  "princess." 

Soon  after,  as  Abraham  sat  one  evening  by  the 
door  of  his  tent  he  beheld  three  strange  men  passing 
by.  These  were  really  three  angels,  and  one  of  them, 
the  Bible  tells  us.  was  the  Lord  Himself.  Whether 
Abraham  at  once  recognized  their  divine  nature,  is  not 
made  clear.  The  sacred  duties  of  hospitality  are  very 
nobly  followed  in  the  East,  and  Abraham's  generous 
soul  may  have  been  specially  touched  by  the  danger 
threatening  these  three  unarmed  wanderers  in  so 
wild  a  land.  At  anv  rate  he  hurried  forward  and 
prostrated  himself  before  the  men,  entreating  them 
to  come  and  rest  themselves  with  him. 
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ingB  of  the  deep  that  lieth  under,  blesediigB  of  the  breasts,  and  of  the 
womb: 

28  The  Uesflings  of  thy  father  have  prevailed  above  the  blessings 
of  my  proseniton  imto  the  utmost  bound  of  the  ev^lastin^  hilb: 
they  shall  be  on  the  head  of  Joseph,  and  on  the  crown  of  the  head  of 
him  that  was  separate  from  his  brethren. 

27  ^  Benjamin  shall  ravin  as  a  wolf:  in  the  morning  he  shall  de- 
voiu*  the  prey,  and  at  night  he  shall  divide  the  spoil. 

28  ^  All  these  are  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel :  and  this  is  it  that  their 
father  spake  unto  them,  and  blessed  them;  every  one  according  to  his 
blessing  he  blessed  them. 

29  And  he  charged  them,  and  said  unto  them,  I  am  to  be  gathered 
unto  my  people:  bury  me  with  my  fathers  in  the  cave  that  is  in  the 
field  of  Ephron  the  Hittite. 

SO  In  tne  cave  that  is  in  the  field  of  Machpelah,  which  is  before 
Mamre,  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  Abraham  bought  with  the 
field  of  Ephron  the  Hittite  for  a  possession  of  a  burying-place. 

31  There  they  buried  Abraham  and  Sarah  his  wife;  there  they 
l>uried  Isaac  and  Rebekah  his  wife;  and  there  I  buried  Leah.

S3  And  when  Jacob  had  made  an  end  of  commanding  his  sons,  he 
^gathered  up  his  feet  into  the  bed,  and  }rielded  up  the  ghost,  and  was 
^gathered  unto  his  people.

10  And  they  came  to  the  threshing-floor  of  Atad,  which  is  beyond 
Jordan,  and  there  they  mourned  with  a  great  and  very  sore  lamenta- 
tion: and  he  made  a  mourning  for  his  father  seven  days.

15  ^  And  when  Joseph's  brethren  saw  that  their  father  was  dead, 
they  said,  Joseph  will  peradventure  hate  us,  and  will  certainly  requite 
us  all  the  evil  which  we  did  unto  him. 

16  x\nd  they  sent  a  messenger  unto  Joseph,  saying.  Thy  father 
did  command  before  he  died,  saying, 

17  So  shall  ye  say  unto  Joseph,  Forgive,  I  pray  thee  now,  the 
trespass  of  thy  brethren,  and  their  sin;  for  they  did  unto  thee  evil: 
and  now,  we  pray  thee,  forgive  the  trespass  of  the  servants  of  the  Grod 
of  thy  father.     And  Joseph  wept  when  they  spake  unto  him. 

18  And  his  brethren  also  went  and  fell  down  before  his  face;  and 
they  said.  Behold,  we  be  thy  servants. 

19  And  Joseph  said  unto  them.  Fear  not:  for  am  I  in  the  place 
of  God? 

20  But  as  for  you,  ye  thought  evil  against  me;  but  God  meant  it 
unto  good,  to  bring  to  pass,  as  it  is  tms  day,  to  save  much  people 
alive. 

21  Now  therefore  fear  ye  not:  I  will  nourish  you;  and  your  little 
ones.

THE  three  angels  seated  themselves  by  Abra- 
ham's tent :  and  after  the  kindly  enstom  of  the 
East,  their  weary,  dusty  feet  were  bathed  with 
water,  and  a  feast  was  set  before  them.  Abraham 
ehose  a  tender  ealf  from  his  herds.  Sarah  with  her 
own  hands  baked  for  the  visitors  eakes  of  meal. 

As  thev  feasted  toarether.  the  Leader  of  the  wan- 
di'rers  repeated  to  Abraliam  His  promise  that  Sarah 
should  have  a  son.  Now  Sarah  was  ninetv  vears  old, 
so  that  she,  hearing:  His  words  from  within  the  tent, 
laughed  at  what  seemed  to  her  an  absurd  promise  to 
so  old  a  woman.

Sarah  laugh  .^  ...  Is  anything  too  hard  for  the 
Lord?"  At  this  Sarah  was  frightened:  beeause  she 
saw  that  this  unknown  man  had  read  her  secret 
thought.  So  she  denied  that  she  had  laughed.  But 
th»'  Lord  knew  otlurwise:  and  Abraham  had  also 
laughid  at  His  promise:  so  when  less  than  a  year 
aftiTward  a  son  was  Imrn  to  Sarah.  He  eommanded 
that  thf  ehild  be  named  Isaae.  whieh  means  "I 
laugh."  Thus  the  Ik»v  was  to  bi-  an  I'trmal  reminder 
to  his  jmrents  of  their  d«Hibt.  and  uf  God's  power. 
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lildren  also  of  Machir  the  son  of  Manasseh  were  brought  up 
Joseph's  knees. 

And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren,  I  die:  and  God  will  surely 
ou,  and  bring  you  out  of  this  land  unto  the  land  which  he  sware 
raham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob. 

And  Joseph  took  an  oath  of  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  God 
irely  visit  you,  and  ye  shall  carry  up  my  bones  from  hence. 
So  Joseph  died,  belm/  an  liundred  and  ten  years  old:  and  they 
Imed  him,  and  he  was  put  in  a  coffin  in  Egypt.

The  book^  Exodus^  is  in  some  sense  the  most  important  part  of  the  Pentateuch, 
for  it  contains  the  ten  commandments^  which  more  than  any  other  portion  of  The 
Law^  seem  to  have  come  down  to  us  from  the  days  of  Moses  himself.  Thus  the  ' 
veneration  of  extreme  old  age  combines  with  the  glory  of  divine  inspiration  in 
shedding  honor  on  the  book  of  Exodus.  The  name  by  which  it  is  now  known 
comes  from  the  Greek  and  signifies  the  "going  out"  from  Egypt.  In  Hebrew  the 
book  is  called  "Shemoth"  or  "the  names''  from  the  chief  noun  of  its  opening 
sentence. 

Exodus  contains  two  main  themes^  the  one  historical^  the  great  migration  of 
the  Hebrew  race;  the  other  didactic^  the  pr^laiming  of  the  Law.  The  first 
chapter  deals  with  the  rapid  increase  of  the  children  of  Israel^  telling  how  the 
twelve  sons  of  Jacob  became  a  nation  during  the  centuries  of  the  Egyptian  sojourn. 
Then  for  seventeen  chapters  the  story  is  of  the  departure  from  Egypt,  which 
occurred  about  twelve  and  a  half  centuries  before  Christ.  The  remainder  of  the 
book  presents  the  laws  proclaimed  by  God  from  Sinai^  and  describes  the  reception 
given  to  His  word  among  the  Israelites. 

The  remarkable  body  of  laws  thus  handed  down  may  be  separated  into  fonr 
sections:    First   (in  chapter  20,   verses    1-21)    come  the  ten   commandments,  the 
great  "Decalogue,"  the  centre  around  which  the  entire  Old  Testament  is  grouped. 
In  the  same  chapter  with  the  "Decalogue/'  begins  the  "Book  of  the  Covenant," 
so-called  in   Holy  Writ   '^self.     The  title  probably  refers  to  the  section  which 
extends  through  chapter  twenty-three  and  contiatf  of  a  series  of  ceremonial  roles, 
a  religious  ritual,  telling  the  Hebrews  ho/ir  to  worship  God,  and  promising  them 
His    protection    in    return.      Closely    cgmieeted    with .  this,    though    perhaps   not 
belonging  to  the   original   book,  are   the  additloiial  lawti>  which   extend  tiiroag^ 
chapter  thirty-one.     A  third  and  sharply  separate  sectio^  set  down  in  the  midbt 
of  this  "covenant"  is  the  code  of  social  law,  a  series  %i  civil  and  criminal  ordi- 
nances regulating  the  intercourse  of  man  with  man.     This  jnotable  code   (chapters 
21  and  22,  with  possibly  part  of  23),  conceived  in  a  high  spirit  of  religious  and 
ethical  morality,  is  often  spoken  of  as   "the  Book  of  Judgments."     Finally  in 
chapters  thirty-four  and  thirty-five^  after  Israel's  folly,  God  again  delivers  the  law 
to   Moses,  and  the  latter  repeats   its   general  ontlfne  to  the   people.      Then  the 
book  of  Exodus  closes  with  the  Israelites'  acceptance  of  the  covenant  with  the 
Lord^  and  the  building  of  His  tabernacle,  in  the  wilderness.

"Oh,  let  not  the  Lord  be  angry,  and  I  will  Mpeak." — 
Gen.,  18,  SO. 

AFTER  the  three  angels  had  rested  in  Abra- 
ham's hospitable  home,  thev  journeyed  on- 
ward, and  Abraham  accompanied  them  a  little 
way.  Then  the  Lord  told  Abraham  of  their  errand, 
which  was  to  visit  the  great  and  wicked  city  of  Sodom 
and  destroy  it  in  punishment  for  the  sins  of  its  peo- 
ple. 

Abraham's  kindness  and  pity  were  aroused^  and 
while  the  other  two  angels  went  forward,  Abraham 
stood  before  their  Leader  and  delayed  Him,  plead* 
ing  that  Sodom  should  be  spared,  lest  the  innocent 
perish  with  the  guilty.  "And  the  Lord  said,  If  I  find 
in  Sodom  fifty  righteous  within  the  city,  then  I  will 
spare  all  the  jilacc  for  their  sakes." 

In  an  almost  whimsical  spirit  of  bargaining,  Abra- 
ham su2:gcstt'd  that  there  might  be  only  forty-five 
righteous.  Should  the  city  perish  for  five?  When 
this  point  was  granted  to  him,  he  reduced  the  number 
to  forty,  and  then  step  by  step  he  brought  it  down 
to  ten,  always  humbling  himself  and  pleading  with 
submission.  At  this  point  of  the  argument  "the  Lord 
went  Plis  way."  Doubtless  He  was  pleased  with 
Abraham's  pertinacious  tenderness,  but  He  well  knew 
there  were  not  ten,  nor  even  five,  righteous  folk  in 
Sodom.

OW  Moses  kept  the  flock  of  Jethro  his  father-in-law,  the  priest 
of  Midian:  and  he  led  the  flock  to  the  backside  of  the  desert, 
and  came  to  the  mountain  of  God,  even  to  Horeb.

Certainly  I  will  be  with  thee:  and  this  shall  be  a 
token  unto  thee,  that  I  have  sent  thee :  When  thou  hast  brought  f orti^l 
the  people  out  of  Egypt,  ye  shall  serve  God  upon  this  mountain. 

13  And  Moses  said  unto  God,  Behold,  when  I  come  unto  the  c 
dren  of  Israel,  and  shall  say  unto  them.  The  God  of  yoiu*  fathers  ha*: 
sent  me  unto  you ;  and  they  shall  say  to  me.  What  is  his  name  ?  w 
shall  I  say  unto  them? 
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"But  his  wife  looked  back  from  behind  him,  and 
she  became  a  pillar  of  salt." — Gen.,  19,  26. 

THUS  Lot  e.sca|>ed  from  Sodom^  even  as  Noah 
had  esca|>cd  from  the  earlier  destraction 
caused  hy  the  flood.  But  unlike  Noah^  Lot 
found  that  even  his  own  family  had  grown  corropt 
during  the  dnys  of  his  residence  in  Sodom.  They 
hesitated  to  obey  him;  they  halted  and  hung  back. 
The  guarding  angels  had  almost  to  drag  them  forth 
from  their  city  of  pleasure.  "And  it  came  to  pass^ 
when  they  had  brought  them  forth  abroad^  that  he 
said  [God  said]  escape  for  thy  life;  look  not  behind 
thee^  neither  stay  thou  in  all  the  plain;  escape  to  the 
mountain,  lest  thou  be  consumed/' 

Even  as  they  fled,  the  Lord's  destruction  fell  upon 
all  the  plain.  Behind  them  they  heard  a  great  storm 
and  the  roaring^  of  whirlwinds.  "And  he  overthrew 
those  cities,  and  all  the  plain,  and  all  the  inhabitants 
of  the  cities,  and  that  which  grew  upon  the  ground." 
Yet,  despite  all  the  tumult.  Lot's  wife  disobeyed  the 
divine  command;  despite  the  direct  warning  "lest 
thou  be  consumed,"  she  looked  l»ehind.  Immediately, 
slain  by  the  noxious  vajwrs  or  by  the  direct  blast  of 
heavenly  wrath,  she  perished,  "she  became  a  pillar  of 
salt."

**And,  lo,  the  ttnoke  of  the  country  went  up  a»  the 
itnoke  of  a  furnace." — Gen,  19,  28. 

ANXIOUS  indeed  must  have  been  the  night 
passed  bj  Abraham  after  he  had  learned  that 
the  Lord  meant  to  punish  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
rah^ and  after  he  had  bargained  so  cunningly  for  their 
prescr\'ation.  Thoughts,  not  only  of  the  Sodomites 
in  general,  but  of  Lot,  of  the  danger  threatening  all 
Lot's  family,  must  have  filled  the  patriarch's  mind. 
"And  Abraham  g^t  up  early  in  the  morning  to  the 
place  where  he  had  stood  before  the  Lord."  This 
was  the  summit  of  a  steep  mountain  whence  the  whole 
Jordan  valley  could  be  seen.  Early  though  it  was, 
the  destruction  of  the  cities  had  been  already  accom- 
plished.  "Then  the  Lord  rained  upon  Sodom  and 
upon  Gomorrah  brimstone  and  fire  from  the  Lord  out 
of  heaven."  So  that  when  Abraham  looked  toward 
the  cities,  "and  toward  all  the  land  of  the  plain,  and 
beheld,  and,  lo,  the  smoke  of  tlie  country  went  up  as 
the  smc^e  of  a  furnace." 

It  is  this  scene  which  the  artist  has  presented  for 
us.  Abraham  stands  upon  the  mountain  crest  with 
arms  uplifted  in  horror,  while  below  him  spreads  the 
smoke  wrapped  valley,  the  broad  plain  of  the  Jordan, 
with  the  "salt  sea"  and  the  dim  mountains  of  Moab 
beyond.

"And  he  dwelt  in  a  cave,  he  and  hit  two  damgh" 
ters/'—Gen.,  19,  30. 

WHAT  may  have  been  the  exact  character  or 
extent  of  the  convulsion  of  nature  which 
destroyed  Sodom  and  the  other  cities 
of  the  plain  is  an  open  question.  The  Bi- 
ble tells  us  only  that  there  fell  upon  them  a 
rain  of  brimstone  and  fire,  a  description  which  sug- 
gests some  volcanic  eruption  such  as  overwhelmed 
Pompeii.  Elsewhere  the  Scriptures  imply  that  at 
some  period  the  Dead  Sea  expanded^  and  spread  its 
waters  over  the  "vale  of  Siddim";  but  Sodom  though 
near  this  vale,  may  not  have  been  actually  within  the 
region  engulfed. 

Some  terrible  and  far-reaching  convulsion  there 
must  have  been;  for  we  find  Lot  at  first  fleeing  to  the 
little  city  of  Zoar^  and  later  dreading  to  remain  even 
there,  and  fleeing  up  into  the  mountains.  Here  he 
and  his  daughters^  stripped  of  all  the  luxury  they  had 
known  in  Sodom,  were  reduced  to  dwelling  in  a  cave ; 
whence  presently  we  find  the  two  daughters  gazing 
out  over  the  ruined  plain  and  declaring  that  there 
seems  no  man  left  in  all  the  world  but  their  father, 
and  no  women  but  themselves.  After  this,  fearing 
lest  the  race  of  man  should  wholly  perish,  they  be- 
came as  wives  to  Lot;  and  their  children  peopled  the 
valley  with  two  new  nations,  the  Moabites  and  Am- 
monites.

19  And  the  sons  of  Merari;  Mahali  and  Mushi:  these  are  the  fam- 
ilies of  Levi  according  to  their  generations. 

20  And  Amram  took  him  Jochebed  his  father's  sister  to  wife;  and 
she  bare  him  Aaron  and  Moses:  and  the  years  of  the  life  of  Amram 
were  an  hundred  and  thirty  and  seven  years. 

21  Tf  And  the  sons  of  Iznar;  Korah,  and  Nepheg  and  Zichri. 

22  And  the  sons  of  Uzziel;  Mishael,  and  Elzaphan,  and  Zithri  • 

23  And  Aaron  took  him  Elisheba,  daughter  of  Amminadab,  sister 
of  Naashon,  to  wife;  and  she  bare  him  Nadab,  and  Abihu,  Eleazar, 
and  Ithamar. 

24  And  the  sons  of  Korah;  Assir,  and  Elkanah,  and  Abiasaph; 
these  are  the  families  of  the  Korhites. 

25  And  Eleazar,  Aaron's  son,  took  him  one  of  the  daughters  of 
Putiel  to  wife;  and  she  bare  him  Phinehas:  these  are  the  hesuls  of  the 
fathers  of  the  Levites  according  to  their  families. 

26  These  are  that  Aaron  and  Moses,  to  whom  the  Lord  said, 
Bring  out  the  children  of  Israel  from  the  land  of  Egypt  according 
to  their  armies. 

27  These  are  they  which  spake  to  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  to  briitf 
out  the  children  of  Israel  from  Egypt:  these  are  that  Moses  and 
Aaron. 

28  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  day  when  the  Lord  spake  unto 
Moses  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 

29  That  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  I  am  the  Lobd: 
speak  thou  unto  Pharaon  king  of  Egypt  all  that  I  say  unto  thee. 

30  And  Moses  said  before  the  Lord,  Behold,  I  am  of  uncircumdsed 
lips,  and  how  shall  Pharaoh  hearken  unto  me?

'And  Abraham  journeyed  from  thence  toward  the 
south  country.'* — Hen.,  20,  1. 

AS  THOUGFI  in  ft*ar  after  the  destruction  of 
Sodom,  Abraham  h-ft  the  mountainous 
neig]il)orhood  where  he  had  been  es- 
tahh'shed  for  upward  .of  twenty  years.  The 
place  of  his  long  sojourn  is  tlie  modern  Hebron^ 
some  twenty  miles  south  of  Jerusalem.  He  had  made 
friends  there,  of  the  tribe  of  the  Hittites  and  esi>e- 
cially  of  one  man  among  them,  known  as  Mamre.  In- 
deed the  Bible  s|>eaks  of  him  as  setting  up  his  tent 
"in  the  plain  of  Manire/'  though  a  more  accurate 
translation  would  Ik*  "bv  the  oaks  of  Mamre."  One 
giant  oak,  or  terebinth  tree,  still  remains  near  Heb- 
ron, where  it  is  pointed  out  as  marking  Abraham's 
dwelling  place.  This  came  as  near  to  being  a  home 
as  the  patriarch's  wandi-ring  life  ever  knew.  His 
thoughts  afterwards  revcrt(?d  to  it  constantly ;  there 
he  prepared  his  tomb,  and  thither  in  his  extreme  old 
age  he  returned  to  die. 

Now,  however,  he  journeyed  south  and  dwelt 
among  the  Philistines,  forming  an  alliance  with  their 
king,  Abinielech  of  Gerar.  and  setting  up  his  tents 
first  at  Gerar  and  afterward  at  Beersheba,  the  most 
southern  town  of  Palestine.  Here  he  found  pasture 
for  his  herds  .upon  the  bare  lands  which  stretch  out 
into  the  southern  wilderness  toward  Egypt.

ND  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  See,  I  have  made  thee  a  god 
to  Pharaoh:  and  Aaron  thy  brother  shall  be  thy  prophet. 
2  Thou  shalt  speak  all  that  1  command  thee:  and  Aaron 
thy  brother  shall  speak  unto  Pharaoh,  that  he  send  the  children  of 
Israel  out  of  his  land. 

3  And  I  will  harden  Pharaoh's  heart,  and  multiply  my  signs  and 
my  wonders  in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

4  But  Pharaoh  shall  not  hearken  unto  you,  that  I  may  lay  my 
band  upon  Egypt,  and  bring  forth  mine  armies,  and  my  people  the 
children  of  Israel,  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  by  great  judgments. 

5  And  the  Egyptians  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I 
stretch  forth  mine  hand  upon  Egypt,  and  bring  out  the  children  of  Is- 
rael from  among  them. 

6  And  Moses  and  Aaron  did  as  the  Lord  commanded  them,  so 
did  they. 

7  And  Moses  was  fourscore  years  old,  and  Aaron  fourscore  and 
three  years  old,  when  they  spake  unto  Pharaoh. 

8  ^  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron,  saying, 

9  When  Pharaoh  shall  speak  unto  you,  saying.  Shew  a  miracle 
for  you:  then  thou  shalt  say  unto  Aaron,  Take  thy  rod,  and  cast  U 
before  Pharaoh,  and  it  shall  become  a  serpent. 

10  %  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  in  unto  Pharaoh,  and  they  did 
so  as  the  Lord  had  commanded :  and  Aaron  cast  down  his  rod  before 
Pharaoh,  and  before  his  servants,  and  it  became  a  serpent. 

11  Then  Pharaoh  also  called  the  wise  men  and  the  sorcerers: 
now  the  magicians  of  Egypt,  they  also  did  in  like  manner  with  their 
enchantments. 

12  For  they  cast  down  every  man  his  rod,  and  they  became  serpents: 
but  Aaron's  rod  swallowed  up  their  rods. 

13  And  he  hardened  Pharaoh's  heart,  that  he  hearkened  not  unto 
them;  as  the  Lord  had  said. 

14  %  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Pharaoh's  heart  is  hardened, 
he  refuseth  to  let  the  people  go. 

15  Get  thee  unto  Pnaraoh  in  the  morning;  lo,  he  goeth  out  unto 
the  water;  and  thou  shalt  stand  by  the  river's  brink  against  he  come; 
and  the  rod  which  was  turned  to  a  serpent  shalt  thou  take  in  thine  hand. 

16  And  thou  shalt  say  unto  him.  The  Lord  God  of  the  Hebrews 
hath  sent  me  unto  thee,  saying.  Let  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve 
me  in  the  wilderness:  and,  behold,  hitnerto  thou  wouldest  not  hear. 

17  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  In  this  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord:  behold,  I  wdll  smite  with  the  rod  that  is  in  mine  hand  upon 
the  waters  which  are  in  the  river,  and  they  shall  be  turned  to  blooa.

Chapter  8 

1  Frogs  are  sent.  8  Pharaoh  sueth  to  Mo9t8,  12  and  Moses  by  prayer  removeih  them  auxiy,  16  The  dust  is  turned 
into  lice,  which  the  magicians  could  not  do.  20  The  swarms  of  flies,  25  Pharaoh  indineth  to  let  the  people  go, 
32  but  yet  is  hardened. 

IND  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  Go  unto  Pharaoh,  and  say 
unto  him,  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Let  my  people  go,  that  thev 
may  serve  me. 

2  And  if  thou  refuse  to  let  them  go,  behold,  I  will  smite  all  thy 
borders   with   frogs: 

3  And  the  river  shall  bring  forth  frogs  abundantly,  which  shall 
go  up  and  come  into  thine  house,  and  into  thy  bedchamber,  and  upon 
thy  oed,  and  into  the  house  of  thy  servants,  and  upon  thy  people, 
and  into  thine  ovens,  and  into  thy  kneading-troughs : 

4  And  the  frogs  shall  come  up  both  on  thee,  and  upon  thy  people, 
and  upon  all  thy  servants. 

5  %  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  Say  unto  Aaron,  Stretch 
forth  thine  hand  with  thy  rod  over  the  streams,  over  the  rivers,  and 
over  the  ponds,  and  cause  frogs  to  come  up  upon  the  land  of  Egypt. 

6  And  Aaron  stretched  out  his  hand  over  the  waters  of  Egypt; 
and  the  frogs  came  up,  and  covered  the  land  of  Egypt. 
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"Wherefore  she  said  unto  Abraham,  cast  out  this 
bondrroman  and  her  son," — Gen.,  21,  10. 

IT  WAS  while  Abraham  dwelt  in  the  domains  of 
Abimclcch.  the  Philistine  king,  that  God's  prom- 
ise was  fulfilled  to  Sarah,  in  that  her  son  was 
born.  This  ]ad*s  nainr,  Isaac  (I  laugh),  expressed 
not  only  his  parents'  doubt  of  God,  but  also  their  joj 
at  possessing  the  child.  "And  Abraham  made  a  great 
feast  the  same  dav  that  Isaac  was  weaned.'*  It  was  an 
unhappy  day  for  the  poor  Egyptian  ser^'ant  Hagar. 
Sarah  saw  Hagar's  son  Ishmael  ])laying  and  jesting 
with  little  Isaac.  Or  perhaps  he  mocked  and  teased 
the  child;  for  Sarah  a  s(?cond  time  flared  into  anger 
against  Hagar,  and  demanded  that  she  be  driven  out 
of  the  encampment. 

"And  the  thing  was  very  grievous  in  Abraham's 
sight."  If  he  did  not  love  Hagar,  he  did  love  Ish- 
mael. his  first-born  son.  This  time  he  was  slow  to 
yield  to  Sarah's  harsh  demand,  until  God  Himself 
spoke  to  Abraham  and  commanded  that  this  sacrifice 
also  should  be  made.  "And  Abraliam  rose  up  early 
in  the  morning,  and  took  bread,  and  a  Iwttle  of  water, 
and  gave  it  unto  Hagar,  putting  it  on  her  shoulder, 
and  the  child,  and  sent  her  awav." 
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7  And  the  magicians  did  so  with  their  enchantments,  and  brought 
up  froffl  upon  the  land  of  Egjmt. 

8  1  Then  Pharaoh  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  said,  Intreat 
the  Lord,  that  he  may  take  away  the  frogs  from  me,  and  from  my 
people;  and  I  will  let  the  people  go,  that  tney  may  do  sacrifice  unto 
the  Lord. 

9  And  Moses  said  unto  Pharaoh,  Glory  over  me:  when  shall  I 
intreat  for  thee,  and  for  thy  servants,  and  for  thy  people,  to  destroy 
the  frogs  from  thee  and  thy  houses,  that  they  may  remain  in  the 
river  only? 

10  And  he  said.  To-morrow.  And  he  said.  Be  it  according  to  thy 
word:  that  thou  mayest  know  that  there  is  none  like  unto  the  Lord 
our  God. 

11  And  the  frogs  shall  depart  from  thee,  and  from  thy  houses, 
and  from  thy  servants,  and  from  thy  people;  they  shall  remain  in  the 
river  only. 

12  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  out  from  Pharaoh:  and  Moses 
cried  unto  the  Lord  because  of  the  frogs  which  he  had  brought  against 
Pharaoh. 

13  And  the  Lord  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses;  and  the 
frogs  died  out  of  the  houses,  out  of  the  villages,  and  out  of  the 
fields. 

14  And  they  gathered  them  together  upon  heaps:  and  the  land 
stank. 

15  But  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  there  was  respite,  he  hardened 
his  heart,  and  hearkened  not  unto  them;  as  the  Lord  had  said. 

16  ^  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Say  unto  Aaron,  Stretch 
out  thy  rod,  and  smite  the  dust  of  the  land,  that  it  may  become  lice 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

17  And  they  did  so;  for  Aaron  stretched  out  his  hand  with  his  rod, 
and  smote  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and  it  became  lice  in  man,  and  in 
beast;  all  the  dust  of  the  land  became  lice  throughout  all  the  land 
of  Egypt. 

18  And  the  magicians  did  so  wdth  their  enchantments  to  bring 
forth  lice,  but  they  could  not:  so  there  were  lice  upon  man,  and  upon 
beast. 

19  Then  the  magicians  said  unto  Pharaoh,  This  is  the  finger  of 
God:  and  Pharaoh's  heart  was  hardened,  and  he  hearkened  not  unto 
them;  as  the  Lord  had  said. 

20  %  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Rise  up  early  in  the  morning, 
and  stand  before  Pharaoh;  lo,  he  cometh  forth  to  the  water;  and  say 
unto  him.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Let  my  people  go,  that  they  may 
serve  me. 

21  Else,  if  thou  wilt  not  let  my  people  go,  behold,  I  will  send  swarms 
of  flies  upon  thee,  and  upon  thy  servants,  and  upon  thy  people,  and 
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into  thy  houses:  and  the  houses  of  the  Egyptians  shall  be  full  of 
swarms  of  flies ^  and  also  the  ground  whereon  they  are. 

22  And  I  will  sever  in  that  day  the  land  of  Goshen,  in  which  my 
people  dwell,  that  no  swarms  of  flies  shall  be  there;  to  the  end  thou 
mayest  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  in  the  midst  of  the  earth. 

23  And  I  will  put  a  division  between  my  people  and  thy  people: 
to-morrow  shall  this  sign  be. 

24  And  the  Lord  did  so;  and  there  came  a  grievous  swarm  of  flies 
into  the  house  of  Pharaoh,  and  into  his  servants'  houses,  and  into  all 
the  land  of  Egypt:  the  land  was  corrupted  by  reason  of  the  swarm 
of  flies. 

25  \  And  Pharaoh  called  for  Moses  and  for  Aaron,  and  said.  Go 
ye,  sacrifice  to  your  God  in  the  land. 

26  And  Moses  said.  It  is  not  meet  so  to  do;  for  we  shall  sacrifice 
the  abomination  of  the  Egyptians  to  the  Lord  our  God:  lo,  shall  we 
sacrifice  the  abomination  of  the  Egyptians  before  their  eyes,  and 
will  they  not  stone  us? 

27  We  will  go  three  days'  journey  into  the  wilderness,  and  sacrifice 
to  the  Lord  our  God,  as  he  shall  command  us. 

28  And  Pharaoh  said,  I  will  let  you  go,  that  ye  may  sacrifice  to  the 
Lord  your  God  in  the  wilderness;  only  ye  shall  not  go  very  far  away: 
intreat  for  me. 

29  And  Moses  said.  Behold,  I  go  out  from  thee,  and  I  will  intreat 
the  Lord  that  the  swarms  of  flies  may  depart  from  Pharaoh,  from 
his  servants^  and  from  his  people,  to-morrow :  but  let  not  Pharaoh  deal 
deceitfully  any  more  in  not  letting  the  people  go  to  sacrifice  to  the 
Lord. 

30  And  Moses  went  out  from  Pharaoh,  and  intreated  the  Lord. 

31  And  the  Lord  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses;  and  he 
removed  the  swarms  of  flies  from  Pharaoh,  from  his  servants,  and 
from  his  people;  there  remained  not  one. 

32  Ana  Pharaoh  hardened  his  heart  at  this  time  also,  neither  would 
he  let  the  people  go. 

Chapter  9

HEN  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Go  in  unto  Pharaoh,  and 
tell  him.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  the  Hebrews,  Let  my  ' 
people  go,  that  they  may  serve  me. 

2  For  if  thou  refuse  to  let  them  go,  and  wilt  hold  them  still, 

3  Behold,  the  hand  of  the  Lord  is  upon  thy  cattle  which  is  in  thfi^ 
field,  upon  the  horses,  upon  the  asses,  upon  the  camels,  upon  thc^ 
oxen,  and  upon  the  sheep:  there  shall  be  a  very  grievous  murrain. 

4  And  the  Lord  shall  sever  between  the  cattle  of  Israel  and  th»^ 
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'And  the  water  teas  spent  in  the  bottle,  and  she 
cast  the  child  under  one  of  the  shrubs," — Gen,,  21,  16» 

ABRAHAM'S  greatest  hesitation  in  driving 
out  Hagar  must  have  been  because  the 
wilderness  lay  be^^ond  them^  barren,  tree- 
less, almost  a  desert,  the  vast  waste  land 
wliich  extends  between  Palestine  and  Egypt.  Into 
this  wilderness  Hagar  plunged.  Apparently  she 
was  striving  to  find  her  way  back  to  her  own  home  of 
Egypt  with  the  child.  She  became  lost,  however,  "in 
the  wilderness  of  Beer-sheba."  Soon  her  little  sup- 
ply of  water  was  exhausted.  There  was  no  more 
anywhere  to  be  found  despite  her  frantic  search. 
Ishmael,  who  must  bv  now  have  been  a  lad  of 
fourteen  or  more,  faltered  and  fell  fainting  by 
her  side. 

Imagine  the  scene  of  the  mother's  agony,  alone 
there,  beyond  human  help,  in  the  midst  of  that  dead 
desert,  with  her  dying  son.  "And  she  went,  and  sat 
her  down  over  against  him  a  good  way  off,  as  it  were 
a  bowshot;  for  she  said,  Let  mc  not  see  the  death 
of  the  child.  And  she  sat  over  against  him,  and  lifted 
up  her  voice,  and  wept." 
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iUe  of  Egypt:  and  there  shall  nothing  die  of  aU  <ferf  i»  the  children's 
Israel. 

5  And  the  Lord  appointed  a  set  time,  saying,  To-morrow  the 
>RD  shall  do  this  thing  in  the  land. 

6  And  the  Lord  did  that  thing  on  the  morrow,  and  all  the  cattle 
Egypt  died:  but  of  the  cattle  of  the  children  of  Israel  died  not 

e. 

7  And  Pharaoh  sent,  and,  behold,  there  was  not  one  of  the  cattle 
the  Israelites  dead.     And  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  was  hardened, 

d  he  did  not  let  the  people  go. 

8  1  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron,  Take  to  you 
ndfuls  of  ashes  of  the  furnace,  and  let  Moses  sprinkle  it  toward 
5  heaven  in  the  sight  of  Pharaoh. 

9  And  it  shall  become  small  dust  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  shall 
a  boil  breaking  forth  with  blains  upon  man,  and  upon  beast, 

poughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

10  And  they  took  ashes  of  tne  furnace,  and  stood  before  Pharaoh; 
d  Moses  sprinkled  it  up  toward  heaven ;  and  it  became  a  boil  break-

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20  He  that  feared  the  word  of  the  Lord  among  the  servants  of 
Pharaoh  made  his  servants  and  his  cattle  flee  into  the  houses: 

21  And  he  that  regarded  not  the  word  of  the  Lord  left  his  servants 
and  his  cattle  in  the  field. 

22  ^  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch  forth  thine  hand 
toward  heaven,  that  there  may  be  hail  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  upon 
man,  and  upon  beast,  and  upon  every  herb  of  the  field,  tnroughout 
the  land  of  Egypt. 

23  And  Moses  stretched  forth  his  rod  toward  heaven:  and  the 
IjORD  sent  thunder  and  hail,  and  the  fire  ran  along  upon  the  ground'; 
and  the  Lord  rained  hail  upon  the  land  of  Egypt. 

24  So  there  was  hail,  and  fire  mingled  with  the  hail,  very  grievous, 
such  as  there  was  none  like  it  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt  since  it  became 
a  nation. 

25  And  the  hail  smote  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt  all  that 
was  in  the  field,  both  man  and  beast;  and  the  hail  smote  every  herb 
of  the  field,  and  brake  everv  tree  of  the  field. 

26  Only  in  the  land  of  Goshen,  where  the  children  of  Israel  werty 
was  there  no  hail. 

27  ^  And  Pharaoh  sent,  and  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  said 
unto  them,  I  have  sinned  this  time :  the  Lord  is  righteous,  and  I  and 
my  people  are  wicked. 

28  Intreat  the  Lord  (for  it  is  enough)  that  there  be  no  more  mighty 
thunderings  and  hail;  and  I  will  let  you  go,  and  ye  shall  stay  no 
longer. 

29  And  Moses  said  unto  him,  As  soon  as  I  am  gone  out  of  the  city, 
I  will  spread  abroad  my  hands  unto  the  Lord  ;  and  the  thunder  shall 
cease,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  hail;  that  thou  mayest  know 
how  that  the  earth  is  the  Lord's.

34  And  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  the  rain  and  the  hail  and  the 
thunders  were  ceased,  he  sinned  yet  more,  and  hardened  his  heart, 
he  and  his  servants. 

35  And  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  was  hardened,  neither  would  he  let 
the  children  of  Israel  go;  as  the  Lord  had  spoken  by  Moses.

A  SECOND  time,  even  as  when  before  she  fled 
from  her  mistress,  was  Hagar  saved  by 
divine  inter^'cntion,  in  the  midst  of  her  de- 
spair. God  had  promised  that  her  son  Ishmael  should 
be  the  father  of  a  wild  and  {K)werful  race.  So  now 
He  sent  His  angel.  **And  God  opened  her  eyes^  and 
she  saw  a  well  of  water,  and  she  went,  and  filled  the 
bottle  with  water,  and  gave  the  lad  drink. 

"And  God  was  with  tlie  lad;  and  he  grew,  and 
dwelt  in  the  wilderness,  and  became  an  archer. 

"And  he  dwelt  in  the  wilderness  of  Paran ;  and  his 
mother  took  him  a  wife  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt." 

Such  is  the  brief  closing  of  the  tale  in  Holy  Writ, 
Such  is  the  last  picture  of  the  devoted  mother,  Hagar. 
Later,  however,  the  Book  returns  to  Ishmael  "the 
archer,"  to  tell  us  that  he  lived  "a  hundred  and  thirty 
and  seven  years,"  and  ruled  over  the  deserts,  and  be- 
came chief  ancestor  of  the  race  of  the  Arabs.  These 
have  dwelt  in  Ishmael's  deserts  ever  since,  and  have 
repeatedly  proven  tliemselves  to  be  among  the 
greatest,  if  the  wildest,  pcoj)lcs  of  the  earth.

GOD  MEANT  evidently  to  test  Abraham's 
obedience  in  ereiy  possible  way.  Af- 
ter compelling  him  to  part  wiUi  lah- 
mael  his  first  bom,  the  Lord  appeared  to  him 
with  the  command  to  slay  Isaac,  his  younger  son,  as  a 
sacrifice  to  prove  his  devotion  to  God.  Moreover 
Abraham  was  given  time  to  think  of  all  that  he  was 
losing.  The  offering  was  to  be  made  on  Mount  Mo- 
riah,  at  the  end  of  a  three  days'  journey  from  Abra- 
ham's southern  home. 

Mount  Moriah  is  supposed  to  have  been  on  the 
site  of  Jerusalem^  the  very  spot  where  Solomon  af- 
terward built  his  temple,  where  Jesus  preached,  and 
where  the  Jews  worship  to  this  day — the  chief  altar 
of  the  world.  In  the  picture,  the  artist  endeavors  to 
reconstruct  the  holy  hillside  as  it  may  have  appeared 
in  those  old  days,  before  Jerusalem  existed. 

"And  Abraham  rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and 
saddled  his  ass."

And  Abraham  lifted  up  hit  eyet,  and  looked,  and 
behold  behind  him  a  ram  caught  in  a  thicket  by  his 
horns." — Gen.,  22,  13. 

FOLLOWING  God's  command^  Abraham  boilt 
a  rude  stone  altar  upon  Mount  Moriah. 
Isaac  had  questioned  him  on  the  way, 
"Behold  the  fire  and  the  wood;  but  where  is  the 
lamb  for  a  burnt  offering?"  To  the  lad's  un- 
suspecting chatter^  the  father  could  only  an- 
swer sadly  and  heavily,  that  God  would  provide  the 
offering.  The  historian  Josephus  tells  us  that  at 
this  time  Isaac  was  a  man  of  twentv-five;  but  the 
Bible  gives  no  hint  of  his  age  beyond  the  fact  that  his 
attitude  throughout  is  youthful.  Abraham  bound  him 
upon  the  altar;  "and  Abraham  stretched  forth  his 
hand,  and  took  the  knife  to  slay  his  son." 

So  far  onlv  did  God  test  His  ser\'ant  and  chosen 
friend.  The  actual  murder  of  Isaac  was  no  part  of 
His  intent.  Suddenly  an  angel  from  heaven  stayed 
Abraham's  uplifted  knife,  and  bade  him  spare  his 
son;  "for  now  I  know  that  thou  fearest  God^  seeing 
thou  hast  not  withheld  tliv  son,  thine  onlv  son  from 
me."  Then  close  at  hand  Abraham  saw  a  ram  en- 
tangled in  the  bushes,  and  he  seized  the  ram  and  slew 
it  upon  the  altar  as  an  offering  instead  of  Isaac.  As 
he  did  so  there  came  to  him  in  a  voice  from  heaven 
God's  final  and  greatest  promise  to  him,  not  only  that 
he  should  be  the  ancestor  of  a  mighty  race^  but  also 
the  repetition  of  His  word  to  Eve,  the  promise 
of  a  Saviour:  "And  in  thy  seed  shall 
all  the  nations  of  the  earth 
l>e  blessed."

29  If  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  at  midnight  the  Lord  smote  all  the 
firstborn  in  the  land  ot  Egypt,  from  the  firstborn  of  Pharaoh  that 
sat  on  his  throne  unto  the  firstborn  of  the  captive  that  was  in  the 
dungeon;  and  all  the  firstborn  of  cattle. 

SO  And  Pharaoh  rose  up  in  the  night,  he,  and  all  his  servants,  and 
all  the  Eg}rptians:  and  there  was  a  great  cry  in  Egypt;  for  there  was 
not  a  house  where  there  was  not  one  dead. 

81  If  And  he  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron  by  night,  and  said.  Rise 
op,  atuf  get  you  forth  from  among  my  people,  both  ye  and  the  children 
oi  Israel;  and  go,  serve  the  Lord,  as  ye  nave  said. 

32  Also  take  your  flocks  and  your  herds,  as  ye  have  said,  and  be 
gone;  and  bless  me  also. 
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S3  And  the  Egyptians  were  ur^nt  upon  the  people,  that  they 
might  send  them  out  of  the  land  m  haste;  for  they  said.  We  be  all 
dead  men. 

34  And  the  people  took  their  dou^h  before  it  was  leavened,  their 
kneading-trougns  being  bound  up  in  tneir  clothes  upon  their  shoulders. 

35  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses; 
and  they  borrowed  of  the  Egyptians  jewels  of  silver,  and  jewels  of 
gold,  and  raiment: 

36  And  the  Lord  gave  the  people  favour  in  the  sight  of  the  Egyp- 
tians, so  that  they  lent  unto  them  such  things  as  they  required.  And 
they  spoiled  the  Egjrptians. 

37  Tf  And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  from  Rameses  to  Suc- 
coth,  about  six  hundred  thousand  on  foot  that  were  men,  beside  chU- 
<h^n. 

38  And  a  mixed  multitude  went  up  also  with  them;  and  flocks, 
and  herds,  even  very  much  cattle. 

39  And  they  baked  unleavened  cakes  of  the  dough  which  they 
brought  forth  out  of  Egypt,  for  it  was  not  leavened;  because  they 
were  thrust  out  of  Egypt,  and  could  not  tarry,  neither  had  they  pre- 
pared for  themselves  any  victual. 

40  ^  Now  the  soiourning  of  the  children  of  Israel,  who  dwelt 
in  Egypt,  wa^  four  hundred  and  thirty  years. 

41  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  four  hundred  and  thirty 
years,  even  the  selfsame  day  it  came  to  pass,  that  all  the  hosts  of  the 
JLoRD  went  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt. 

42  It  t^  a  night  to  be  much  observed  unto  the  Lord  for  bringing 
them  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  this  is  that  night  of  the  Lord  to  be 
observed  of  all  the  children  of  Israel  in  their  generations. 

43  %  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses  and  Aaron,  This  is  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  passover:  There  shall  no  stran^r  eat  thereof: 

44  But  every  man's  servant  that  is  bought  for  money,  when  thou 
hast  circumcised  him,  then  shall  he  eat  thereof. 

45  A  foreigner  and  an  hired  servant  shall  not  eat  thereof. 

46  In  one  nouse  shall  it  be  eaten;  thou  shalt  not  carry  forth  ought 
of  the  flesh  abroad  out  of  the  house;  neither  shall  ye  break  a  bone 
thereof. 

47  All  the  congregation  of  Israel  shall  keep  it. 

48  And  when  a  stranger  shall  sojourn  with  thee,  and  will  keep 
the  passover  to  the  Lord,  let  all  his  males  be  circumcised,  and  then 
let  him  come  near  and  keep  it;  and  he  shall  be  as  one  that  is  bom  in 
the  land:  for  no  uncircumcised  person  shall  eat  thereof. 

49  One  law  shall  be  to  him  that  is  homeborn,  and  unto  the  stranger 
that  sojoumeth  among  you. 

50  Thus  did  all  the  children  of  Israel;  as  the  Lord  conmianded 
Moses  and  Aaron,  so  did  they.

And  after  this,  Abraham  buried  Sarah  hU  wife  m 
the  cave  of  the  field  of  Machpelah  before  Mamr^/' — 
Gen.,  23,  19. 

YEARS  counted  for  little  in  fhose  long 
lives.  Sarah  had  been  over  ninety  years 
old  when  Isaac  was  bom.  She  was  "a 
hundred  and  seven  and  twenty"  when  she  died 
at  Hebron  or  Mamre,  perhaps  beneath  the  shade 
of  Abraham's  old  oak.  Her  husband^  who  had  appar- 
ently been  away  in  the  southland  with  his  flocks, 
"came  to  mourn"  for  her.  He  was  still  a  wandering 
stranger  in  this  land  of  Canaan,  possessed  of  no  set- 
tled home.  So  from  the  friendly  people  of  Hebron 
lie  purchased  land  enough  for  a  burial  place  for  him 
and  his  family,  to  belong  to  his  heirs  forever.  His 
purchase  was  a  single  field  containing  a  little  grove 
or  orchard  surrounding  a  cave,  the  cave  of  Machpelah. 
This  was  all  the  ground  that  Abraham  ever  person- 
ally owned  in  the  land  which  the  Lord  had  promised 
should  belong  wholly  to  his  descendants. 

Here  in  sadness  and  solemnitv  was  Sarah  baried; 
and  the  cave  is  shown  us  to  this  day.  The  Mahome- 
tan possessors  of  the  Holy  Land  have  built  a  mosque 
above  it,  treasuring  the  spot  as  one  of  their  most 
sacred  shrines.  Very  few  Christians  are  now  per- 
mitted, as  a  special  honor^  to  peer  into  the  gloomy 
sepulchre.

SARAH  was  dead^  and  Abraham  himself  was 
grown  very  feeble.  He  wished,  before  he  too 
passed  away,  to  see  Isaac  wedded.  Yet  he 
feared  that  if  Isaac  chose  a  woman  of  the  Canaaniten, 
the  young  man  might  be  led  astray  by  her  from  the 
worship  of  the  true  God.  Therefore  Abraham  sent 
his  head  servant  or  steward,  Eliezer,  back  to  Haran, 
in  Syria,  the  city  where  Abraham  and  his  brother  had 
separated  in  their  wanderings.  He  knew  that  his 
brother  had  prospered,  and  hoped  that  among  his 
brother's  descendants  the  Lord  might  point  out  a 
fitting  and  religious  mate  for  Isaac. 

So  Eliezer  made  the  long  and  weary  journey  to 
Haran.  At  length,  toward  the  close  of  the  last  ex- 
hausting day  of  travel,  he  reached  the  outskirts  of  the 
city,  where  he  seated  himself  with  his  tired  camels 
and  attendants  bv  a  well-side.  He  knew  not  how 
to  go  about  his  task,  so  he  prayed  to  the  Lord  to  aid 
him  by  sending  thither  to  the  well  the  woman  whom 
He  destined  for  Isaac's  wife.  Let  her  be  the  one  who 
should  give  him  drink  at  his  request,  both  to  him  and 
to  his  camels.

SHE  WHO  thus  came  to  the  well-side  in  answer 
to  Eliezer's  prayer,  was  the  very  maiden  he 
would  have  sought.  She  was  Rebekah,  a 
granddaughter  of  Abraliam's  brother,  "and  the  dam- 
sel was  very  fair  to  look  upon";  neither  was  she  sel- 
fish, nor  indifferent  to  the  need  of  the  wearv  man  and 
of  his  outworn  beasts.  "And  when  she  had  done 
giving  him  drink,  she  said,  I  will  draw  water  for  thy 
camels  also,  until  they  have  done  drinking. 

"And  she  hasted,  and  emptied  her  pitcher  into 
the  trough,  and  ran  again  unto  the  well  to  draw 
water,  and  drew  for  all  his  camels. 

"And  the  man  wondering  at  her  held  his  peace." 
He  must  have  felt  that  God  had  sent  him  a  most  gen- 
erous and  beautrous  answer  to  his  prayer. 

The  wayside  view  as  here  dei)icted  by  Cabanel  may 
Ik'  contrasted  with  the  preceding  picture  to  empha- 
size how  diflferentlv  diflferont  minds  have  often  con- 
c«^ived  the  biblical  scenes.  Cabanel  paints  the  Syrian 
land  as  it  is  today,  bare  and  almost  treeless;  Schirmer 
reconstructs  it  as  it  mav  have  been  in  Abraham's  time, 
before  the  spendthrift  hand  of  man  had  stripped  it  of 
its  wealth  of  verdure.

11  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  gods?  who i^ like 
thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing  wonders  ? 

12  Thou  stretchest  out  thy  right  hand,  the  earth  swallowed 
them. 

13  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the  people  which  thou  hast 
redeemed:  thou  hast  guided  them  in  thy  strength  unto  thy  holy  habi- 
tation. 

14  The  people  shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  sorrow  shall  take  hold  on 
the  inhabitants  of  Palestina. 

15  Then  the  dukes  of  Edom  shall  be  amazed;  the  mighty  men  of 
Moab,  trembling  shall  take  hold  upon  them;  all  the  inhabitants  of 
Canaan  shall  melt  away. 

16  Fear  and  dread  shall  fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine 
arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  thy  people  pass  over,  O  Lord, 
till  thepeople  pass  over,  which  thou  hast  purchased. 

17  Thou  shalt  bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of 
thine  inheritance,  in  the  place,  O  Lord,  which  thou  hast  made  for 
thee  to  dwell  in,  in  the  sanctuary,  O  Lord,  which  thy  hands  have 
established. 

18  The  liORD  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

19  For  the  horse  of  Pnaraoh  went  in  with  his  chariots  and  w^ith 
his  horsemen  into  the  sea,  and  the  Lord  brought  again  the  waters  of 
the  sea  upon  them;  but  the  children  of  Israel  went  on  dry  land  in  the 
midst  of  the  sea. 

20  ^  And  Miriam  the  prophetess,  the  sister  of  Aaron,  took  a  tim- 
brel in  her  hand;  and  all  the  women  went  out  after  her  with  timbrels 
and  with  dances. 

21  And  Miriam  answered  them.  Sing  ye  to  the  Lord,  for  he  hath 
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triumphed  gloriously;  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown  into 
the  sea. 

22  So  Moses  brought  Israel  from  the  Red  Sea,  and  they  went  out 
into  the  \\'ildemess  of  Shur;  and  they  went  three  days  in  the  wilder- 
ness, and  found  no  water. 

23  ^  And  when  they  came  to  Marah,  they  could  not  drink  of  the 
waters  of  Marah,  for  they  were  bitter:  therefore  the  name  of  it  was 
called  Marah. 

24  And  the  people  murmured  against  Moses,  saying.  What  shall 
we  drink? 

25  And  he  cried  unto  the  Lord;  and  the  Lord  shewed  him  a  tree, 
which  when  he  had  cast  into  the  waters,  the  waters  were  made  sweet: 
there  he  made  for  them  a  statute  and  an  ordinance,  and  there  he 
proved  them, 

26  And  said.  If  thou  wilt  diligently  hearken  to  the  voice  of  the- 
Lord  thy  God,  and  wilt  do  that  which  is  right  in  his  sight,  and  wilt 
give  ear  to  his  commandments,  and  keep  aU  his  statutes,  I  will  put 
none  of  these  diseases  upon  thee,  whicn  I  have  brought  upon  the 
Egyptians :  for  I  am  the  Lord  that  healeth  thee. 

27  ^  And  they  came  to  Elim,  where  were  twelve  wells  of  water, 
and  threescore  and  ten  palm-trees:  and  they  encamped  there  by  the 
waters. 

Ciiapter  16 

\  The  Israelites  come  to  Sin.  2  They  murmur  for  want  of  bread.  4  God  prcmisdh  them  bread  from  hetnek. 
1 1  Quails  are  sent,  14  and  manna.  16  The  ordering  of  manna.  26  It  was  not  to  be  found  on  the  sabbath.  32  ilii 
omer  of  it  is  preserved. 

ND  they  took  their  journey  from  Elim,  and  all  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  children  of  Israel  came  unto  the  wilderness  of  Sin, 
which  i»  between  Elim  and  Sinai,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
the  second  month  after  their  departing  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

2  And  the  whole  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  murmured 
against  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  wilderness : 

3  And  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto  them.  Would  to  God  we  had 
died  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  we  sat  by  the 
flesh  pots,  and  when  we  did  eat  bread  to  the  full;  for  ye  have 
brought  us  forth  into  this  wilderness,  to  kill  this  whole  assembly  with 
hunger. 

4  Tf  Then  said  the  Lord  unto  Moses,  Behold,  I  will  rain  bread 
from  heaven  for  you;  and  the  people  shall  go  out  and  gather  a  certain 
rate  every  day,  that  I  may  prove  them,  whether  they  ^^lll  walk  in 
my  law,  or  no. 

5  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  on  the  sixth  day  they  shall  prepare 
tliat  which  they  bring  in;  and  it  shall  be  twice  as  much  as  they  gather 
daily. 

6  And  Moses  and  Aaron  said  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel,  At  even 
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And  the  servant  brought  forth  jewels  of  silver, 
and  jewels  of  gold,  and  raiment,  and  gave  them  to 
Rebekah;  he  gave  also  to  her  brother" — Gen.,  2^,  63. 

WHEN  Eliezer  learned  that  his  fair  waitress 
was  of  his  naaster's  own  family^  he  set 
about  accomplishing  his  mission  in  trulj 
royal  fashion.  He  presented  to  the  maid  a  gold  ear- 
ring and  two  great  heavy  gold  bracelets.  Then  he 
told  her  who  he  was,  and  asked  for  lodging  in  her 
father's  house.  Rebekah  ran  home  in  wonderment, 
told  her  talc  and  showed  her  splendid  gifts;  and  her 
brother  Laban,  the  active  head  of  the  household,  has- 
tened to  welcome  Eliezer,  brought  him  home  and 
offered  him  a  feast.  "But  he  said,  I  will  not  eat,  un- 
til I  have  told  mine  errand.  And  he  said,  Speak  on." 
The  servant  spoke  fully  and  nobly.  When  he  told 
of  his  ])raycr  and  its  answer,  the  kindred  of  Rebdiah 
were  awed,  saying,  "The  thing  proeeedeth  from  the 
Lord."  Elirzer's  fear  from  the  start  had  been  that 
no  woman  would  venture  forth  with  him  alone  upon 
the  dangrrons  return  journey.  So  now  he  scattered 
gifts  plentifully  anions;  RelK^kah*s  |)eople,  declaring 
that  he  must  return  at  once,  and  carry  the  damsel 
with  him.  "And  they  said,  We  will  call  the  damsel, 
and  incjuire  at  her  mouth. 

*'And  tliey  called  Rel>ekah,  and  said  unto  her,  Wilt 
thou  go  with  this  nian.^    And  she  said,  I  will  go." 
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then  shall  ye  know  that  the  Lord  hath  brought  you  out  from  the 
land  of  E^pt: 

7  And  in  the  morning,  then  ye  shall  see  the  glory  of  the  Lord; 
for  that  he  heareth  your  murmurings  against  the  Lord:  and  what 
are  we,  that  ye  murmur  against  us? 

8  And  Moses  said.  This  sliall  6e,  when  the  Lord  shall  give  you  in 
the  evening  flesh  to  eat,  and  in  the  morning  bread  to  the  full ;  for  that 
the  Lord  heareth  your  murmurings  which  ye  murmur  against  him :  and 
what  are  we  ?  your  murmurings  are  not  against  us,  but  against  the  Lord. 

9  ^  And  Moses  spake  unto  Aaron,  bay  unto  all  the  congregation 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  Come  near  before  the  Lord:  for  he  hath- 
heard  your  murmurings. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Aaron  spake  unto  the  whole  congrega- 
tion of  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  looked  toward  the  wilderness,, 
and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Lord  appeared  in  the  cloud.  ^ 

11  ^  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

12  I  have  heard  the  murmurings  of  the  children  of  Israel:  speak 
unto  them,  sa}dng.  At  even  ye  shall  eat  flesh,  and  in  the  morning  ye 
shall  be  filled  with  bread;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  L^rd 
your  God. 

13  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  at  even  the  quails  came  up,  and  covered 
the  camp:  and  in  the  morning  the  dew  lay  round  about  the  host. 

14  And  when  the  dew  that  lay  was  gone  up,  behold,  upon  the  face 
of  the  wilderness  there  lay  a  small  round  thing,  o^  small  as  the  hoar- 
frost on  the  ground. 

15  And  when  the  children  of  Israel  saw  it^  they  said  one  to  another. 
It  is  manna:  for  they  wist  not  what  it  was.  And  Moses  said  unto 
them.  This  is  the  bread  which  the  Lord  hath  given  you  to  eat. 

16  1  This  is  the  thin^  which  the  Lord  hatn  commanded.  Gather 
of  it  every  man  according  to  his  eating,  an  omer*  for  every  man, 
according  to  the  number  of  your  persons ;  take  ye  every  man  for  them 
which  are  in  his  tents. 

17  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  so,  and  gathered,  some  more, 
some  less. 

18  And  when  they  did  mete  it  with  an  omer,  he  that  gathered  much 
had  nothing  over,  and  he  that  gathered  little  had  no  lack;  they  gath- 
ered every  man  according  to  his  eating. 

19  Ana  Moses  said.  Let  no  man  leave  of  it  till  the  morning. 

20  Notwithstanding  they  hearkened  not  unto  Moses;  but  some  of 
them  left  of  it  until  the  morning,  and  it  bred  worms,  and  stank :  and 
Moses  was  wroth  with  them. 

21  And  they  gathered  it  every  morning,  every  man  according  to 
his  eating:  and  when  the  sun  waxed  hot,  it  melted. 

22  Tf  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  sixth  day  they  gathered  twice 
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as  much  bread,  two  omers  for  one  man:  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  con- 
gregation came  and  told  Moses. 

23  And  he  said  unto  them.  This  w  that  which  the  Lord  hath  said. 
To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy  sabbath  unto  the  Lord:  bake  thai 
which  ye  will  bake  to-day ,  and  seethe  that  ye  will  seethe*;  and  that 
which  remaineth  over  lay  up  for  you  to  be  kept  until  the  morning. 

24  And  they  laid  it  up  till  the  morning,  as  Moses  bade:  and  it  did 
not  stink,  neither  was  there  any  worm  therein. 

25  And  Moses  said.  Eat  that  to-day;  for  to-day  is  a  sabbath  unto 
the  Lord  :  to-day  ye  shall  not  find  it  in  the  field. 

26  Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it;  but  on  the  seventh  day,  which  is 
the  sabbath,  in  it  there  snail  be  none. 

27  1  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  there  went  out  some  of  the  people 
on  the  seventh  day  for  to  gather,  and  they  found  none. 

28  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  How  long  refuse  ye  to  keep  my 
commandments  and  my  laws? 

29  See,  for  that  the  Lord  hath  given  you  the  sabbath,  therefore- 
he  giveth  you  on  the  sixth  day  the  bread  of  two  days;  abide  ye  every^ 
man  in  his  place,  let  no  man  go  out  of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day. 

30  So  the  people  rested  on  the  seventh  day. 

31  And  the  house  of  Israel  called  the  name  thereof  Manna:  ancJ 
it  wa^  like  coriander-seed,  white;  and  the  taste  of  it  wa^  like  wafers 
m^ade  with  honey. 

32  ^  And  Moses  said.  This  is  the  thing  which  the  Lord  command- 
eth.  Fill  an  omer  of  it  to  be  kept  for  your  generations;  that  they  may 
see  the  bread  wherewith  I  have  fed  you  m  the  wilderness,  when  I 
brought  you  forth  from  the  land  of  Egypt. 

33  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  Take  a  pot,  and  put  an  omer  full 
of  manna  therein,  and  lay  it  up  before  the  Ix)rd,  to  be  kept  for  your 
generations. 

34  As  the  Lord  commanded  Moses,  so  Aaron  laid  it  up  before 
the  Testimony,'  to  be  kept. 

35  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  eat  manna  forty  years,  until  they 
came  to  a  land  inhabited;  they  did  eat  manna,  until  they  came  unto 
the  borders  of  the  land  of  Canaan. 

36  Now  an  omer  is  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah.

ND  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed 
from  the  wdlderness  of  Sin,  after'  their  journeys,  according 
to  the  commandment  of  the  Lord,  and  pitched  in  Rephidim: 
and  there  wa^  no  water  for  the  people  to  drink.

WISE  and  watchful^  as  well  as  strong  and 
generous^  is  the  personality  of  Rebekah^  as 
presented  to  us  in  the  Bible.  She  had  ven- 
tured boldlj  on  the  joumej  with  Eliezer;  but  she 
would  not  seem  cheap  to  the  eyes  of  her  promised 
husband.  Hence  she  was  on  the  watch  as  they  ap- 
proached Hebron^  and  she  was  the  first  to  discern 
a  stranger  who  approached  them.  It  was  Isaac.  He 
was  not  apparently  expecting  that  Eliezer  would  so 
soon  return^  but  had  come  up  from  "the  south  coun- 
try" to  await  him.  A  quiet,  thoughtful  man,  this 
Isaac!  He  "went  out  to  meditate  in  the  field  at  the 
eyentide,  and  he  lifted  up  his  ejes,  and  saw,  and, 
behold,  the  camels  were  coming." 

Rebekah  inquired  of  Eliezer  who  this  man  was; 
and,  on  learning,  she  dismounted  from  her  camel, 
"took  a  yeil,  and  covered  herself."  Thus  Isaac  came 
upon  her;  "and  Isaac  brought  her  into  his  mother 
Sarah's  tent,  and  took  Rebekah,  and  she  became  his 
wife;  and  he  loved  her;  and  Isaac  was  comforted 
after  his  mother's  death.' 
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2  Wherefore  the  people  did  chide^  with  Moses,  and  said,  Give 
lis  water  that  we  may^  dnnk.

9  And  Moses  said  unto  Joshua,  Choose  us  out  men,  and  to  out, 
fight  with  Amalek :  to-morrow  I  will  stand  on  the  top  of  the  hill  with 
the  rod  of  Grod  in  mine  hand. 

10  So  Joshua  did  as  Moses  had  said  to  him,  and  fought  with 
Amalek:  and  Moses,  Aaron,  and  Hur  went  up  to  the  top  of  the 
hill.

And  his  sons  Isaac  and  Ishmael  buried  him  in  the 
cave  of  Machpelah," — Gen,,  25,  9. 

ABRAHAM  lived  to  the  "good  old  age"  of  a 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  surviving  nearly 
fortv  vears  after  Sarah's  death.  He  wedded 
another  wife,  Keturah,  and  had  several  sons;  bat 
these  never  took  the  place  of  Isaac  in  his  heart.  As 
the  younger  sons  grew  up  he  "sent  them  away"  with 
gifts;  and  at  his  death  he  "gave  all  that  he  had  to 
Isaac."  Isaac,  the  peace-lover,  seems  even  to  have 
made  friends  with  the  wild  Ishmael,  the  desert  "ar- 
cher"; for  we  read  tliat  these  two  sons  united  in  the 
burial  services  of  their  father,  when  he  was  placed 
by  the  side  of  Sarah,  his  first  wife  and  kinswoman, 
in  the  cave  wliich  he  had  bought. 

Schirmer's  picture  of  the  scene  suggests  a  vague- 
ness and  grandeur  of  space  and  mystery  well  in  keep- 
ing with  the  burial  of  him  who  had  been  the  chief 
friend  of  God.  Abraham  is  the  strongest  and  most 
powerfully  outlined  figure  in  the  book  of  Genesis,  the 
vigorous.  loyal,  resolute  man.  clear  of  brain,  pure  of 
heart  and  steadfast  of  will.  Around  him  are  grouped 
other  striking  types.  Sarah  the  capable,  self-assert- 
ive "princess,"  Eliezer  the  devoted  servant,  Isaac 
the  obedient  son,  Lot  the  man  well-meaning  but  not 
over-wise. 
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between  one  and  another,  and  I  do  make  them  know  the  statute^ 
of  God»  and  his  laws. 

17  And  Moses'  father-in-law  said  unto  him,  the  thing  that  thou 
doest  is  not  ^ood. 

18  Thou  wilt  surely  wear  away,  both  thou,  and  this  people  that 
i^  with  thee:  for  this  thing  is  too  heavy  for  thee;  thou  art  not  able  to 
perform  it  thyself  alone. 

19  Hearken  now  unto  my  voice,  I  will  give  thee  counsel,  and  God 
shall  be  with  thee:  Be  thou  for  the  people  to  God- ward,  that  thou 
mayest  bring  the  causes  unto  God:

21  Moreover,  thou  shalt  provide  out  of  all  the  people  able  men, 
such  as  fear  God,  men  of  truth,  hating  covetousness ;  and  place  such 
over  them,  to  be  rulers  of  thousands,  and  rulers  of  hundreds,  rulers 
of  fifties,  and  rulers  of  tens :

Arid  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him,  and  taid.  Go 
not  down  into  Egypt/* — Gen,,  2G,  2, 

ISAAC  is  the  second  of  the  chosen  i)atriarchs^  in- 
heritor from  Abraham  of  ]iis  ])osition  as  "friend 
of  God."  Isaac's  figure  is  much  overshadowed 
bv  that  of  his  stronger  father,  and  again  by  that  of 
his  craftier  son.  Even  his  wife  Rebekah  stands  out 
clearer  to  view  than  he.  Isaac  was  ever  the  retiring, 
thoughtful  man,  "walking  with  God"  in  very  truth, 
and  patiently  tender  toward  the  offenses  of  men.  It 
has  even  been  suggested  that  his  quiet  life  weakened 
him,  mad(^  him  over- fond  of  ease  and  comfort,  un- 
read v  to  assert  himself. 

We  find  only  one  record  of  God*s  interposing  di- 
rect Iv  in  Isaac's  affairs,  as  He  had  so  often  done  in 
Abraham's.  There  came  a  year  of  bad  crops  and 
famine  in  Palestine,  and  Isaac  thought  to  do  as  his 
father  had,  and  travel  with  his  household  to  the  fer- 
tile riverland  of  Egypt.  But  God  j)revcnted  him, 
promising  that  he  would  make  Palestine  sufficiently 
fertile,  and  bidding  Isaac  not  to  leave  it.  So  Isaac 
obeved  and  dwelt  near  Genir,  tlie  southern  citadel  of 
tlie  Philistines.  Here  his  harvests  prospered  so  amaz- 
in;jly  that  all  men  saw  that  God  was  with  him.  His 
houscrhold  grew  so  great  that  there  was  no  longer 
room  for  him  in  the  Philistine  kingdom,  so  he  re- 
moved to  Keersheba  and  established  a  citv  there. 
Vnd  the  king  of  the  Philistines  made  a  formal 
treaty  of  peace  with  Isaac^  saying 
"tliou  art  much  mightier  than  we.'

^'The  voice  is  Jacob's  voice,  but  the  hands  are  the 
hands  of  Esau."— Gen.,  27,  22. 

EVEN  as  Sarah  had  waited  long  for  a  child^  so 
had  Rebekah,  Isaac's  wife,  to  wait.  At  leng^ 
two  sons  came  to  her  at  once.  The  elder  twin 
was  named  £san,  which  means  the  hairv  one.  The 
younger  was  called  Jacob,  which  means  he  who  holds 
another  by  the  heel;  because  even  as  he  was  bom  he 
clutched  his  brother's  heel.  In  later  years  men  gave 
an  evil  significance  to  his  name,  for  always  Jacob 
was  clutching  others  to  get  the  better  of  them,  so 
they  said  his  name  meant  ''the  supplanter." 

As  the  elder  born,  Esau  had  first  claim  upon  his 
father's  estates  and  on  his  blessing,  a  blessing  which 
in  this  case  meant  far  more  than  in  ordinary  families^ 
since  Isaac  was  so  intimate  with  God.  Hence  Jacob 
envied  Esau,  who  valued  his  birthright  so  little  that 
once  he  sold  it  to  Jacob  for  a  mess  of  pottage.  Isaac 
gave  no  heed  to  this  youthful  bargain,  and  when  the 
time  came,  sent  Esau  to  bring  venison  of  which  to 
make  a  feast  while  Isaac  blessed  him.  Rebekah, 
however,  had  determined  to  secure  the  coveted  bene- 
diction for  Jacob,  her  favorite.  She  urged  and  com- 
manded the  latter  to  go  to  his  father  in  Esau's  place^ 
a  trick  made  possible  because  Isaac  had  become  al- 
most blind.  The  scheme  was  successful,  and  Jacob 
was  blessed.  The  unhappy  story  should  be  read  in 
full  in  Genesis.  This  was  Jacob's  one  great 
crime,  by  which  both  he  and  his  mother 
ruined  their  lives. 
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4  If  his  master  have  given  him  a  wife,  and  she  have  borne'  him 
sons  or  daughters;  the  wife  and  her  children  shall  be  her  master's, 
and  he  shall  go  out  by  himself.

SCARCELY  had  Jacob  won  his  treacherous  bless- 
ing, when  Esau  returned  with  the  venison  he 
had  secured  for  his  father.  Isaac,  despite  his 
blindness,  realized  almost  instantly  what  had  hap- 
pened. He  was  both  grieved  and  angry,  yet  he  saw 
that  since  this  deed  was  accomplished  it  must  be  the 
Will  of  God.  He  did  not  curse  Jacob,  as  a  more  fiery 
man  might  have  done;  instead  he  "trembled  very  ex- 
ceedingly,*' and  insisted  "yea,  and  he  shall  be 
blessed." 

Intensely  pathetic  is  the  scene  that  follows  be- 
tween the  aged  father  and  his  favorite  son.  Esau 
"cried  with  a  great  and  exceeding  bitter  cry,  and  said 
unto  his  father.  Bless  me,  even  me  also,  O  my  father." 
Isaac  repeated  that  the  blessing  was  already  given, 
but  Esau  persisted,  "Is  not  he  rightly  named  Jacob? 
for  he  hath  supplanted  me  these  two  times."  Isaac 
told  in  sorrow  nil  he  had  promised  Jacob,  "Behold,  I 
have  made  him  thy  lord,  and  all  his  brethren  have 
I  given  to  him  for  sen'ants  .  .  .  and  what  shall  I 
do  now  unto  thee,  mv  son.' 

"And  Esau  said  unto  his  father.  Hast  thou  but 
one  blessing,  my  father?  Bless  me,  even  me  also, 
()  my  father.  And  Esau  lifted  up  his  voice,  and 
we]>t."

And  he  dreamed,  and  behold  a  ladder  »et  up  om 
the  earth,  and  the  top  of  it  reached  to  heaven;  and

JACOB'S  trickery  against  his  father  and  his 
brother  had  seemed  successful,  yet  in  the  end  it 
overturned  the  trickster's  entire  course  of  life^ 
and  robbed  him  of  much  that  he  had  desired.  If 
Isaac  was  ready  to  acquiesce  in  the  results  of  the 
fraud,  Esau  was  not.  He  hated  Jacob  and  threat- 
ened to  slay  him;  so  that  Rebekah,  seeing  all  that 
might  follow,  feared  lest  she  should  lose  both  her 
sons.  She  planned  to  send  Jacob  away,  but  not  dar- 
ing to  tell  all  her  reasons  to  her  deceived  husband,  she 
spoke  only  of  Jacob's  marriage.  Esau  had  already 
wedded  twice,  two  women  of  Canaan,  whose  loose 
ways  pleased  Rebekah  but  little.  Now  she  suggested 
that  Jacob  be  sent  to  fird  a  wife,  as  his  father  had 
done,  among  her  own  kinsfolk  at  Ha  ran. 

Jacob  set  forth  alone,  and  coming  at  night  to  a 
place  which  he  named  Beth-el,  he  slept  there,  with  a 
stone  for  a  pillow.  Here  in  a  dream  he  saw  angels 
ascending  a  ladder  into  heaven,  while  at  the  sum- 
mit stood  God ;  and  God  told  him  that  because  of  His 
friendship  for  Abraham  and  Isaac,  He  would  now 
take  Jacob  also  under  His  protection.  Then  Jacob 
awoke.  Yet  Le,  in  his  sinfulness,  could  take  no  such 
joy  in  God's  presence  and  promise  as  his  fathers 
had  taken.  Instead  he  was  afraid;  and  cried  out, 
saying,  "How  dreadful  is  this  place."

SO  JACOB  came  to  Haran;  and  he  paused^  even 
as  Eliezer  had  paused,  by  a  well  outside  the 
city.  But  this  was  a  well  farther  away  among 
the  fields,  where  shepherds  watered  their  flocks.  He 
inquired  for  his  mother's  people;  and  the  shepherds 
pointed  to  where  Rachel  was  coming  with  her  flock 
to  the  well.

18  And  thou  shalt  make  two  cherubims  of  gold,  of  beaten  work 
shalt  thou  make  them,  in  the  two  ends  of  the  mercy-seat. 

19  And  make  one  cherub  on  the  one  end,  and  the  other  cherub 
on  the  other  end :  even  of  the  mercy-seat  shall  ye  make  the  cherubims 
on  the  two  ends  thereof. 

20  And  the  cherubims  shall  stretch  forth  th^r  wings  on  high,  cover- 
ing the  mercy-seat  with  their  wings,  and  their  faces  shall  look  one  to 
another;  toward  the  mercy-seat  shall  the  faces  of  the  cherubims 
be. 

21  And  thou  shalt  put  the  mercy-seat  above  upon  the  ark;  and  in 
the  ark  thou  shalt  put  the  testimony  that  I  shall  give  thee. 

22  And  there  I  will  meet  with  thee,  and  I  will  commune  with  thee 
from  above  the  mercy-seat,  from  between  the  two  cherubims  which 
<ire  upon  the  ark  of  the  testimony,  of  all  things  which  I  will  give  thee 
in  commandment  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

23  ^  Thou  shalt  also  make  a  table  of  shittim  wood :  two  cubits 
^hdll  he  the  length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  the  breadth  thereof,  and  a 
cubit  and  a  half  the  height  thereof.

LAB  AX  brought  Jacob  joyfully  to  his  house, 
and  there  presented  him  to  his  older  daugfa- 
ter,  Leah.  Leah  was  gentle  and  "tender- 
eyed^"  a  phrase  which  some  commentators  have  un- 
happily suggested  may  mean  sore-eyed  or 
squinting;  but  one  hates  to  think  of  this 
disfigurement  as  added  to  the  misery  of  the 
unhappy  Leah.  Jacob  thought  little  of  her, 
for  his  heart  was  already  gone  out  to  Rachel. 
He  promptly  offered  to  «er\'e  Laban  seven  years  for 
the  younger  sister's  hand.  The  father  consentedj 
and  the  years  sped  by^  seeming  to  Jacob  "but  a  few 
days^  for  the  love  he  had  to  her."  When,  however, 
the  time  was  completed,  Laban  had  the  wedding  held 
at  night,  and  cunningly  substituted  Leah  for  Rachel 
in  the  ceremony;  nor  did  Jacob  know  of  the  deceit 
until  the  next  day.  He  was  enraged ;  but  Laban  paci- 
fied him  by  giving  him  Rachel  also  to  be  his  wife, 
on  condition  that  he  should  serve  vet  another  seven 
years  in  repayment. 

Thus  both  the  daughters  were  wedded  to  Jacob. 

Leah's  lot,  however,  wos  sad  indeed;  for  he  loved  her 

not.     Slic  gave  him  four  sons  and  afterwards  other 

children,   while   Rachel   for  a   long  time  had  none; 

yet  Jacob  clung  to   Rachel,  and  at  length  he 

openly  hated  Leali.     She  sank  to  be  little 

more  than  a  servant  in  the  household. 
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27  Over  against  the  border  shall  the  rings  be  for  places  of  the 
staves  to  bear  the  table. 

28  And  thou  shalt  make  the  staves  of  shittim  wood,  and  overlay 
them  with  gold,  that  the  table  may  be  borne  with  them.

36  Their  knops  and  their  branches  shall  be  of  the  same:  all  of  it 
shall  he  one  beaten  work  of  pure  gold. 

37  And  thou  shalt  make  the  seven  lamps  thereof:  and  they  shall 
light  the  lamps  thereof,  that  they  may  give  ught  over  against  it. 

38  And  the  tongs  thereof,  and  the  snuffdishes  thereof,  shall  he  of 
pure  gold. 

39  O/*  a  talent  of  pfure  gold  shall  he  make  it,  with  all  these  vessels. 

40  And  look  that  thou  make  them  after  their  pattern,  which  was 
shewed  thee  in  the  mount.

IREOVER  thou  shalt  make  the  tabernacle  with  ten  curtains 
of  fine  twined  linen,  and  blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet :  with 
cherubims  of  cunning  work  shalt  tnou  make  them. 
2  The  length  of  one  curtain  sliall  he  eight  and  twenty  cubits,  and 

the  breadth  of  one  curtain  four  cubits:  and  every  one  of  the  curtains 

shall  have  one  measure. 


>In  Hebrew  this  is  "bread  of  the  face."  unleavened  bread  which  was  to  be  always  upon  the  table  before 
the  ftoe  of  Qod.  Particular  directions  in  regard  to  the  shewbread  are  given  in  Lev.  24.  5-0.  <Knop  means  » 
loMb  or  bud,  an  outftandlnc  part. 
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3  The  five  curtains  shall  be  coupled  together  one  to  another;  and 
other  five  curtains  shall  be  coupled  one  to  another. 

4  And  thou  shalt  make  loops  of  blue  upon  the  edge  of  the  one 
curtain  from  the  selvedge  in  the  coupling;  and  likewise  shalt  thou 
make  in  the  uttermost  edge  of  another  curtain,  in  the  coupling  of 
the  second. 

5  Fifty  loops  shalt  thou  make  in  the  one  curtain,  and  fifty  loops 
shalt  thou  make  in  the  edge  of  the  curtain  that  is  in  the  coupling  of 
the  second;  that  the  loops  may  take  hold  one  of  another.

"So  he  fled  rrith  all  that  he  had."— Gen.,  31,  21. 

AT  LENGTH  Jacob  matched  his  own  guile 
against  that  of  Laban.  When  he  had  served 
his  fourteen  years  and  proved  himself  by 
far  the  ablest  man  of  all  the  household,  Laban  en- 
treated him  to  stay  for  other  wages.  So  they  agreed 
that  all  the  striped  and  s])otted  animals  in  Laban's 
flocks  and  herds  were  to  be  Jacob's.  Then  Jacob 
so  arranged,  by  placing  striped  and  spotted  sticks 
before  the  beasts,  that  all  the  best  of  the  young  herds 
were  his.,  and  he  grew  rich.  Again  and  again  Laban 
changed  the  form  of  the  arrangement  as  to  which  of 
the  new  cattle  were  to  be  Jacob's:  but  always  the 
change  worked  to  Jacob's  advantage,  "the  favor  of 
God  was  with  him."  Laban  and  especially  Laban's 
sons  became  furious,  until  Jacob,  watching  them, 
knew  that  he  must  go  away.  He  summoned  his  two 
wives  secretly  to  him  in  the  field,  and  bade  them 
gatlier  all  his  household  goods.  Then  he  himself 
gathered  his  flocks  and  sending  men ;  and  in  haste  and 
secrrct  thev  all  set  out  to  return  to  Palestine. 

They  made  quite  a  caravan,  for  besides  lesser  ser- 
vants. Jacob  had  taken  two  wives  in  addition  to  Leah 
and  Rachel,  and  he  had  in  all,  twelve  sons,  im]H)rtant 
to  rememlKT  because  from  them  sprang  the  twelve 
Hebrew  tribes.  Reuben  and  Simeon  and  Levi  were 
the  three  eldest;  they  were  sons  of  Leah,  and 
then  came  her  fourth  and  ablest,  Judah. 
Rachel  at  this  time  had  only  one  son, 
as  yet  a  mere  babe,  Josej)h.

WHEN  La  ban  found  that  Jacob  had  fied^  he 
gathered  all  his  servants  and  pursued  him. 
One  incident  of  the  pursuit  is  interesting 
in  that  it  suggests  that  Laban.  and  liis  daughters  too, 
had  forgotten  God  and  turned  to  the  worship  of 
idols.  When  Rachel  stole  out  of  her  father's  house, 
she  carried  secretly  with  her  **the  images  that  were 
her  father's." 

Laban's  unencumbered  troop  easily  caught  up  with 
Jacob's  herds,  and  a  sharp  discussion  followed.  La- 
ban  protesting  that  he  had  always  loved  Jacob  and 
meant  well  bv  him,  vet  Jacob  had  now  stolen  both 
his  daughters  and  his  **gods/*  We  are  told  that  God 
appeared  to  Laban  with  a  direct  warning,  or  else  he 
would  have  attacked  Jacob.  The  latter  soothed  him 
with  words  and,  denying  all  knowledge  of  his  "gods," 
bade  him  search  for  them.  Laban  did  so,  but  Rachel 
had  hidden  them  so  cunningly  that  they  could  not  be 
found.  So  at  length  Jacob  and  Laban  agreed  to 
make  a  covenant  of  peace  together,  and  to  separate 
.'js  friends.  Thev  were  evidentlv  too  much  alike  to 
harmonize.

D  take  thou  unto  thee  Aaron  thy  brother,  and  his  sons  with 
him,  from  among  the  children  of  Israel,  that  he  may  minister 
unto  me  in  the  priest's  office,  even  Aaron,  Nadab  and  Abihu, 
Eleazar  and  Ithamar,  Aaron's  sons. 

2  And  thou  shalt  make  holy  garments  for  Aaron  thy  brother  for 
glory  and  for  beauty.

16  Foursquare  it  shall  be  hema  doubled;  a  span  shell  he  the  length 
thereof,  and  a  span  ahaXi  he  the  breadth  thereof. 

17  And  thou  shalt  set  in  it  settings  of  stones,  even  four  rows  of 
stones:  the  first  row  shall  he  a  sardius,'  a  topaz,  and  a  carbuncle:

MOST  mysterious  of  all  the  stories  of  Jacob 
is  that  of  his  wrestling  with  the  angel;  and 
many  different  explanations  of  it  have  been 
offered,  religions,  symbolical,  metaphorical.  As  told 
in  the  Bible,  the  tale  is  simply  this.  Jacob,  return- 
ing with  all  his  garnered  wealth  toward  Palestine, 
must  have  followed  much  the  same  route  as  did  his 
grandfather  Abraham,  before  him.  From  Syria  he 
passed  southward  through  Damascus  and  then  by  one 
of  the  eastern  tributaries  of  the  Jordan  came  down 
into  its  valley.  Here  he  sent  all  of  his  people  before 
him  across  the  ford  of  a  little  stream  called  the  Jab- 
bok,  while  he  remained  alone  all  night  upon  the  bank 
of  the  stream. 

During  the  night  an  angel,  or  perhaps  the  Lord 
Himself,  came  as  a  man  and  vrrestled  with  him. 
Jacob  put  forth  all  his  bodily  strength,  but  in  the  end 
his  spiritual  opponent  paused  and,  merely  touching 
Jacob's  thigh,  made  him  lame  and  helpless.  Yet  with 
his  arms  Jacob  clung  resolutely  to  his  antagonist  and 
refused  to  let  him  go,  unless  he  would  bless  Jacob. 
Then  the  vision  blessed  him,  and  changed  his  name, 
as  Abrnm's  had  been  changed,  saying  "Thy  name 
shall  be  called  no  more  Jacob,  but  Israel;  for  as  a 
prince  hast  thou  power  with  God  and  with  men,  and 
hast  prevailed.' 
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^e  rings  of  the  ephod  with  a  lace  of  blue,  that  it  may  be  above  the 
<!urious  girdle  of  the  ephod,  and  that  the  breastplate  be  not  loosed 
from  the  ephod. 

29  And  Aaron  shall  bear  the  names  of  the  children  of  Israel  in 
the  breastplate  of  judgment  upon  his  heart,  when  he  goeth  in  unto  the 
holy  pldcCy  for  a  memorial  before  the  Lord  continually. 

30  Tf  And  thou  shalt  put  in  the  breastplate  of  judgment  the  Urim 
and  the  Thummim*;  and  they  shall  be  upon  Aaron's  heart,  when  he 
goeth  in  before  the  Lord;  and  Aaron  shall  bear  the  judgment  of  the 
children  of  Israel  upon  his  heart  before  the  Lord  continually. 

31  T[  And  thou  shalt  make  the  robe  of  the  ephod  all  of  blue. 

32  And  there  shall  be  an  hole  in  the  top  of  it,  in  the  midst  thereof: 
it  shall  have  a  binding  of  woven  work  round  about  the  hole  of  it, 
as  it  were  the  hole  of  an  habergeon,  that  it  be  not  rent. 

33  Tf  And  beneath  upon  the  hem  of  it  thou  shalt  make  pomegranates 
of  blue,  and  of  purple,  and  of  scarlet,  round  about  the  hem  thereof; 
and  bells  of  gold  between  them  round  about:

^And  Esau  ran  to  meet  him,  and  embraced  him, 
and  fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him" — Gen,,  38,  J^. 

AS  JACOB  came  home  toward  Palestine^  his 
chief  thought  was  of  Esau.  Esau  had  be- 
come a  mighty  man,  ruler  of  all  the  land  of 
Edom,  the  mountain  district  south  of  the  Dead  Sea. 
Did  Esau  still  hate  his  brother  for  supplanting  him? 
Might  he^  even  after  more  than  twenty  years,  avenge 
himself  by  plundering  or  slaying  Jacob?  These  anxi- 
eties lay  heavy  upon  Jacob  the  night  of  his  wrestling. 
Already  he  had  sent  Esau  word  of  his  coming,  but  the 
messengers  reported  back  to  him  only  that  Esau  was 
hurrying  to  meet  him  with  four  hundred  men.  This 
might  mean  either  war  or  welcome;  and,  sorely  per- 
plexed, Jacob,  on  the  morning  after  his  wrestling, 
sent  forward  many  gifts.  Then  he  ranged  his  people 
in  order,  putting  Rachel  and  her  son  Joseph  last. 
"And  he  passed  over  before  them,  and  bowed  himself 
to  the  ground  seven  times,  until  he  came  near  to  his 
brother." 

Perchance  Esau's  original  intent  had  not  been  fully 
friendly;  but  when  he  found  his  former  rival,  "the 
supplanter/'  thus  humbling  himself  before  him, 
Esau's  large  heart  opened  itself  to  forgiveness.  He 
embraced  Jacob  warmly,  accepted  his  gifts,  and  even 
urged  him  to  return  with  him  and  dwell  in  Edom. 
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16  And  thou  shalt  slay  the  ram,  and  thou  shalt  take  his  blood, 
and  sprinkle  it  round  about  upon  the  altar. 

17  And  thou  shalt  cut  the  ram  in  pieces,  and  wash  the  inwards 
of  him,  and  his  legs,  and  put  them  unto  his  pieces,  and  unto  his 
head.

30  And  that  son  that  is  priest  in  his  stead  shall  put  them  on  seven 
days,  when  he  cometh  into  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  to  min- 
ister in  the  holy  place. 

31  T[  And  thou  shalt  take  the  ram  of  the  consecration,  and  seethe 
his  flesh  in  the  holy  place. 

32  And  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  the  ram,  and  the  bread 
that  w  in  the  basket,  by  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation. 

33  And  they  shall  eat  those  things  where^\^ith  the  atonement  was 
made,  to  consecrate  arid  to  sanctify  them:  but  a  stranger  shall  not  eat 
thereof^  because  they  are  holy.

DESPITE  Esau's  generous  welcome,  Jacob 
played  craftily  with  him,  not  trusting  to  his 
seeming  friendship.  Jacob  pretended  that 
he  would  follow  Esau  to  Esau's  land;  but  instead  he 
turned  his  household  caravan  suddenly  westward, 
crossed  the  Jordan  and  so  came,  even  as  Abraham 
had  come,  to  Sichem  or  Shechem  in  the  promised 
land. 

Here  for  the  first  time  his  older  children  showed 
themselves  as  men,  and  proved  both  guileful  and 
hardy^  like  their  father.  Their  sister  Dinah,  Leah's 
daughter,  was  injured  and  made  captive  by  the  chief 
young  man  or  "prince"  of  the  city  of  Shechem.  The 
youth  became  infatuated  with  his  captive,  and  wished 
to  marry  her;  "and  he  was  more  honorable  than  all 
the  house  of  his  father."  He  persuaded  the  men  of 
the  city  to  agree  to  a  general  alliance  of  close  friend- 
ship with  Jacob's  followers.  To  this  covenant  Jacob 
pretended  to  consent.  Perhaps  he  really  meant  con- 
sent ;  but  a  few  days  later,  the  Shechemites  being  not 
only  off  guard  but  ill,  Simeon  and  Levi,  two  of  Di- 
nah's brothers,  with  their  followers,  broke  suddenly 
into  the  city,  "and  slew  all  the  males."  Apparently 
they  did  no  plundering  but  only  rescued  their  sister 
and  bore  her  off  in  triumph.  Then,  however,  came 
the  other  "sons  of  Jacob,"  eager  for  spoil,  and 
took  everything  within  the  city,  even 
carrying  off  the  women  and  chil- 
dren as  slaves. 
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46  And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their  Grod,  that  brought 
them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  that  I  may  dwell  among  them: 
I  am  the  Lord  their  Grod.

thereof;  foursquare  shall  it  be:  and  two  cubits  sludl  be  the  height 
thereof:  the  horns  thereof  shall  be  of  the  same. 

S  And  thou  shalt  overlay  it  with  pure  gold,  the  top  thereof,  and 
the  sides  thereof  round  about,  and  the  horns  thereof;  and  thou  shalt 
make  unto  it  a  crown  of  gold  round  about. 

4  And  two  golden  rings  shalt  thou  make  to  it  under  the  crown  of 
it,  by  the  two  comers  thereof,  upon  the  two  sides  of  it  shalt  thou  make 
it;  and  they  shall  be  for  places  for  the  staves  to  bear  it  withal.

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15  The  rich  shall  not  give  more,  and  the  poor  shall  not  give  less  than 
half  a  shekel,  when  they  give  an  offering  unto  the  Lord,  to  make  an 
atonement  for  your  souls. 

16  And  thou  shalt  take  the  atonement  money  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  shalt  appoint  it  for  the  service  of  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation;  that  it  may  be  a  memorial  unto  the  children  of  Israel 
before  the  Lord,  to  make  an  atonement  for  your  souls. 

17  ^  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

18  Thou  shalt  also  make  a  laver  of  brass,  and  his  foot  also  of  brass, 
to  wash  withal:  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation  and  the  altar,  and  tnou  shalt  put  water  therein.

'Then  Jacob  said  unto  his  household,  and  to  all 
that  nere  with  him.  Put  away  the  strange  gods  that 
are  among  you." — Gen.,  So,  2. 

JACOB  was  sorely  upset  by  the  sudden  outbreak 
of  his  sons  at  Shechem.  His  reproof  of  them  is 
characteristic  in  its  shrewd  worldly  wisdom. 
He  does  not  tell  them  they  have  done  wrong,  but  that 
they  have  roused  the  country  against  them,  that  they 
will  be  looked  on  as  a  band  of  robbers,  and  be  slain. 
About  this  time  there  seemed  to  come  upon  Jacob  a 
sudden  increase  of  religious  devotion,  perhaps  from 
his  wrestling  witli  the  angel,  perhaps  from  his  sense 
of  multiplying  dangers.  To  the  end  of  his  life  he 
remembered  this  outbreak  of  Simeon  and  Levi,  and 
blamed  them  bitterlv.  He  also  at  this  time  aroused 
himself  to  the  fact  that  Rachel  and  others  of  his 
household  still  worshipped  the  idols  of  Laban,  and  he 
forbade  it  firmlv. 

All  idolatrous  emblems  and  charms  of  everr  sort 
he  took  away  from  his  people  and  buried  under  an 
oak  tree  or  grove  by  the  wayside.  Then  after  gather- 
ing all  his  house  in  an  act  of  solemn  worship  and  ac- 
ceptance of  the  One  God,  he  hurried  away  from 
Shechem  southward  to  the  region  of  Hebron.  Here 
his  father  Isaac,  grown  very  old  and  very  feeble^ 
awaited  him :  and  Jacob  found  some  few  years  of 
quiet  in  the  "south  country."  He  and  Esau  joined 
hands  in  laying  their  father's  body  in  the 
family's  one  final  resting  place,  the 
burial  cave  of  Machpelah. 
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SS  Whosoever  compoundeth  any  like  it,  or  whosoever  putteth  any 
of  it  upon  a  stranger,  shall  even  be  cut  off  from  his  people. 

34  Tf  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Take  unto  thee  sweet  spices, 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum;  these  sweet  spices  with  pure  frank- 
incense: of  each  shall  there  be  a  Uke  weight: 

35  And  thou  shalt  make  it  a  perfume,  a  confection  after  the  art  of 
the  apothecary,  tempered  together,  pure  and  holy: 

36  And  thou  shall  beat  some  of  it  very  small,  and  put  of  it  before 
the  testimony  in  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  where  I  will  meet 
with  thee:  it  shall  be  unto  you  most  holy.

WHILE  Jacob  was  advandng  bj  slow  stages^ 
with  his  huge  herds  and  flocks^  leading 
them   through    the    fair    "south    country" 

toward   Hebron,  a   fresh   blow  came   to   him.      His 

« 

deeply  loved  Rachel  died,  died  in  giving  birth  to  a 
second  son,  whom  the  father  called  Benjamin.  Ja- 
cob's grief  was  sore,  and  he  erected  a  monument  to 
Rachel.  For  many  hundred  years  this  pillar  stood 
above  her  grave  on  the  highway  south  of  Jerusalem^ 
near  Bethlehem.  When  or  how  the  ancient  pillar  dis- 
appeared we  do  not  know ;  but  the  spot  is  now  marked 
by  a  later  memorial,  an  Arab  mosque,  itself  almost  a 
thousand  years  of  age. 

Jacob  seems  to  have  been  thoroughly  subdued  by 
this  last  blow.  He  was  a  man  whose  affections  were 
few,  but  very  strong.  We  read  of  no  more  of  his 
clever  tricks;  rather  we  find  him  grown  old  and  fee- 
ble, but  very  wise.  His  wisdom  had  taught  him  to  be 
good.  In  his  later  years  he  was  no  longer  called  by 
his  early  name  Jacob  "the  snpplanter,"  but  by  the 
later  title  which  God  had  given  him.  Uniting  his 
father's  vast  possessions  to  his  own^  he  was  Israel, 
"the  prince  who  prevails  with  God."  His  name  is 
often  given  to  his  entire  race. 
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people,  which  thou  broughtest  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  have  cor- 
rupted themselves: 

8  They  have  turned  aside  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  I  com- 
manded them:  they  have  made  them  a  molten  calf,  and  have  wor- 
shipped it,  and  have  sacrificed  thereunto,  and  said.

^And  Jo9eph  dreamed  a  dream,  and  he  told  it  his 
brethren/* — Gen.,  37,  6, 

THE  affection  which  Jacob  had  given  in  turn  to 
Rebekah  and  to  Rachel,  he  now  transferred 
to  Rachel's  eldest  son,  Joseph;  and  the  lad 
grew  up  the  petted  favorite  of  his  father's  household, 
until  he  was  a  lad  of  seventeen.  Yet  his  position  was 
not  without  its  dangers.  His  brotliers  resented  the 
way  he  was  preferred  before  them ;  they  feared  to  lose 
their  share  in  the  inheritance  of  Jacob's  wealth.  And 
the  older  ones  must  have  feared  also  lest  the  divine 
"birthright"  and  blessing  would  through  their  father's 
partiality,  be  passed  over  them  to  Joseph.  With 
the  innocence  of  youth,  however,  Joseph  thought 
nothing  of  this.  When  he  found  some  of  his  brothers 
doing  evil,  he  reported  the  matter  indignantly  to  his 
father,  and  so  increased  their  enmitv. 

Then    he    dreamed    two    prophetic    dreams,    clear 
enough  of  significance,  and  he  unwisely  told  these  to 
his  brothers.    First  he  dreamed  that  a  sheaf  of  grain 
which  he  was  binding,  stood  erect,  and  the  sheaves  of 
his  brothers  "gathered  round  and  swayed  toward  it, 
bowing."     Next  he  dreamed  that  the  sun  and  moon 
and  eleven  stars  came  and  bowed  to  him.     Even  Ja- 
cob  was    indignant   when    Joseph    told   this    second 
dream.     "\Miat  is  this.^"  he  said.     "Shall  I  and  thy 
mother  and  thy  brethren  indeed  come  to  bow

the  dream  at  heart.

"And  they  said  one  to  another.  Behold,  thU 
dreamer  cometh" — Gen.,  37,  19. 

EVEN  Jacob  did  not  realise  how  bitter  had 
grown  the  dislike  and  resentment  of  his  older 
sons  toward  Joseph.  Hence  the  father  him* 
self  placed  in  their  hands  the  opportunity  and  temp- 
tation to  rid  themselves  of  this  new  "supplanter." 
The  ten  older  brothers  were  feeding  the  flocks  far  to 
the  northward  in  the  land  ther  had  seised  from  the 
Shechemites;  and  Jacob  bade  Joseph  "see  whether 
it  be  well  with  thy  brethren,  and  well  with  the  flocks ; 
and  bring  me  word  again." 

So  Joseph  set  forth.  Reaching  Shechem,  he  was 
directed  still  farther  north  to  a  field  called  Dothan,  a 
fair  open  plain  which  men  point  out  even  to  this  day 
as  the  scene  of  the  brethren's  treachery.  "And  when 
they  saw  him  afar  off,  even  before  he  came  near  unto 
them^  they  conspired  against  him  to  slay  him."  In 
the  picture,  he  approaches  them  in  innocent  serenity, 
wondering  perchance  at  their  lack  of  welcome.  Ther 
cluster  darkly  around  Reuben,  the  eldest,  and  whis- 
per of  their  plot.  Their  secret  jealousy  was  made 
evident  in  their  sneering  words  to  one  another:  "And 
we  shall  see  what  will  become  of  his  dreams. 
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iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  and  upon  the  children's 
children,  unto  the  third  and  to  the  fourth  generation.

24  For  I  will  cast  out  the  nations  before  thee,  and  enlarge  thy 
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borders:  neither  shall  any  man  desire  thy  land,  when  thou  shalt  go 
up  to  appear  before  the  Lord  thy  God  thrice  in  the  year. 

25  Thou  shalt  not  offer  the  blood  of  my  sacrifice  with  leaven; 
neither  shall  the  sacrifice  of  the  feast  of  the  passover  be  left  unto  the 
morning.

REUBEN^  the  eldest  of  Joseph's  brothflrs,  and 
as  yet  the  holder  of  the  "birthright/'  the 
foremost  place  among  them,  was  an  unstable 
and  impulsiYe  man^  but  not  a  deliberately  eYil  one. 
His  heart  revolted  against  the  cold  plotting  of  the 
others  to  murder  Joseph;  and  he  proposed  that  in- 
stead of  shedding  blood,  they  should  lower  Joseph 
into  one  of  the  wells  scattered  about  the  plain  of 
Dothan,  and  thus  leave  him  to  a  sure  though  blood- 
less death.  In  secret,  Reuben  meant  to  return  and 
rescue  Joseph.  His  brothers  yielded  to  his  counsel, 
and  the  unsuspecting  lad  was  seized  and  lowered  into 
a  deep  pit. 

Afterward,  when  Reuben  had  gone  away,  a  new 
idea  came  to  the  others.  Another  among  them,  Jn- 
dah,  whose  descendants  were  to  be  chief  of  the  twelve 
tribes  of  Israel,  proved  also  too  kind-hearted  to  do 
murder.

35  Them  hath  he  filled  with  wisdom  of  heart,  to  work  all  manner 
of  work,  of  the  engraver,  and  of  the  cunning  workman,  and  of  the  em- 
broiderer, in  blue,  and  in  purple,  in  scarlet,  and  in  fine  linen,  and  of 
the  weaver,  even  of  them  that  do  any  work,  and  of  those  that  devise 
cunning  work. 

Chapter  36

HEN  wrought  Bezaleel  and  Aholiab,  and  every  wise  hearted 
man,  in  wnom  the  Lord  put  wisdom  and  understanding  to 

know  how  to  work  all  manner  of  work  for  the  service  of  the— 

sanctuar5\  according  to  all  that  the  Lord  had  commanded. 

2  And  Moses  called  Bezaleel  and  Aholiab,  and  every  wise  heartedk 
man,  in  whose  heart  the  Lord  had  put  wisdom,  even  every  one  whos^ 
heart  stirred  him  up  to  come  unto  the  work  to  do  it: 
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* 

'And  they  brought  it  to  their  father;  and  Maid, 
This  have  we  found:  know  now  whether  it  be  thy  son's 
coat  or  no." — Gen.,  37,  32. 

IT  IS  pathetic  indeed  to  think  of  the  sorrows  that 
pursued  'Jacob  through  all  his  life.  Never  was 
early  guilt  more  fully  punished.  He  had  be- 
trayed his  father;  now  his  sons  united  to  betray  him. 
Joseph  had  possessed  a  gorgeous  "coat  of  many  col- 
ors^" given  him  by  his  father  as  a  mark  of  preemi- 
nence. His  brothers  sold  him^  dipped  this  coat  in 
blood  and  brought  it  to  Jacob,  declaring  they  had 
found  it  thus  in  the  wilderness,  and  adding,  with  re- 
sentful sarcasm,  that  Jacob  might  recognize  it,  though 
thev  did  not.  The  father  cried  out  that  some  wild 
beast  must  have  devoured  Joseph.  "And  all  his  sons 
and  all  his  daughters  rose  up  to  comfort  him;  but 
he  refused  to  be  comforted;  and  he  said.  For  I  will 
go  down  into  the  grave  unto  my  son  mourning.  Thus 
his  father  wept  for  him." 

The  artist  Schopin  has  powerfully  conceived  the 
scene.     The  strong  and  ag^  Israel  is  rent  with  an- 
guish.   This  beloved  one  also  has  been  torn  from  him. 
The  women  of  the  house  cry  out  around  him;  little 
Benjamin  clings  to  his  father  in  affright.    Before  him 
stand  the  plotters,  dark  and  anxious ;  will  they  be  sus- 
pected.^    Presumably  he  who  holds  the  coat  is  Reu- 
ben, the  eldest,  who  was  himself  deceived ;  for  he  had 
sought  Joseph  in  the  pit  and  found  him  not^ 
so  that  he  thought  the  lad  really*  slain. 
On   him   who  had   not   intended 
guilt,  the  crime  lay  heaviest. 
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3  And  they  received  of  Moses  all  the  offering,  which  the  children. 
of  Israel  hac(  brought  for  the  work  of  the  service  of  the  sanctuary^ 
to  make  it  ttnthal.  And  they  brought  yet  unto  him  free  offerings 
every  morning. 

4  And  all  the 'wise  men,  that  wrought  all  the  work  of  the  sanc- 
tuary, came  every  man  from  his  work  which  they  made; 

5  ^  And  they  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  The  people  bring  much 
more  than  enough  for  the  service  of  the  work,  which  the  Ix)RD  com- 
manded to  make. 

6  And  Moses  gave  commandment,  and  the^^  caused  it  to  be  pro- 
claimed throughout  the  camp,  saying.  Let  neither  man  nor  woman 
make  any  more  work  for  the  offering  of  the  sanctuary.  So  the  people 
were  restrained  from  bringing. 

7  For  the  stuff  they  had  was  sufficient  for  all  the  work  to  make  it, 
and  too  much. 

8  ^  And  every  wise  hearted  man  among  them  that  wrought  the 
work  of  the  tabernacle  made  ten  curtains  of  fine  twined  linen,  and 
blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet:  tuith  cherubims  of  cunning  work  made 
he  them. 

9  The  length  of  one  curtain  was  twenty  and  eight  cubits,  and  the 
breadth  of  one  curtain  four  cubits :  the  curtains  were  all  of  one  size. 

10  And  he  coupled  the  five  curtains  one  unto  another:  and  the  other 
five  curtains  he  coupled  one  unto  another. 

11  And  he  made  loops  of  blue  on  the  edge  of  one  curtain  from  the 
selvedge  in  the  coupling:  likewise  he  made  in  the  uttermost  side 
of  anotlier  curtain,  in  the  coupling  of  the  second. 

12  Fifty  loops  made  he  in  one  curtain,  and  fifty  loops  made  he  in 
the  edge  of  the  curtain  which  was  in  the  coupling  of  tne  second:  the 
loops  held  one  curtain  to  another. 

IS  And  he  made  fifty  taches  of  gold,  and  coupled  the  curtains  one 
unto  another  with  the  taches :  so  it  became  one  tabernacle. 

14  ^  And  he  made  curtains  of  goats'  liair  for  the  tent  over  the. 
tabemacle:  eleven  curtains  he  made  them. 

15  The  length  of  one  curtain  wds  thirty  cubits,  and  four  cubits 
was  the  breadth  of  one  curtain:  the  eleven  curtains  were  of  one 
size. 

16  And  he  coupled  five  curtains  by  themselves,  and  six  curtains 
by  themselves. 

17  And  he  made  fifty  loops  upon  the  uttermost  edge  of  the  curtain 
in  the  coupling,  and  fifty  loops  made  he  upon  the  edge  of  the  curtain 
which  couplet n  the  second. 

18  And  he  made  fifty  taches  of  brass  to  couple  the  tent  togetlier^ 
that  it  might  be  one. 

19  And  he  made  a  covering  for  the  tent  of  ruins'  skins  dyed  red, 
and  a  covering  of  badgers'  skins  above  that. 
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20  ^  And  he  made  boards  for  the  tabernacle  of  shittim  wood, 
standing  up. 

21  Inie  len^h  of  a  board  was  ten  cubits,  and  the  breadth  of  a 
board  one  cubit  and  a  half. 

22  One  board  had  two  tenons,  equally  distant  one  from  another: 
thus  did  he  make  for  all  the  boards  of  the  tabernacle. 

23  And  he  made  boards  for  the  tabernacle;  twenty  boards  for  the 
south  side  southward: 

24  And  forty  sockets  of  silver  he  made  under  the  twenty  boards; 
two  sockets  under  one  board  for  his  two  tenons,  and  two  sockets  under 
another  board  for  his  two  tenons. 

25  And  for  the  other  side  of  the  tabernacle,  which  is  toward  the 
north  corner,  he  made  twenty  boards, 

26  And  their  forty  sockets  of  silver;  two  sockets  under  one  board, 
and  two  sockets  under  another  board. 

27  And  for  the  sides  of  the  tabernacle  westward  he  made  six 
boards. 

28  And  two  boards  made  he  for  the  comers  of  the  tabernacle  in 
the  two  sides. 

29  And  they  were  coupled  beneath,  and  coupled  together  at  the 
head  thereof,  to  one  ring:  thus  he  did  to  both  of  them  in  both  the 
corners. 

30  And  there  were  eight  boards;  and  their  sockets  were  sixteen 
sockets  of  silver,  under  every  board  two  sockets. 

31  f  And  he  made  bars  of  shittim  wood;  five  for  the  boards  of  the 
one  side  of  the  tabernacle, 

32  And  five  bars  for  the  boards  of  the  other  side  of  the  tabernacle, 
and  five  bars  for  the  boards  of  the  tabernacle  for  the  sides  west- 
ward. 

38  And  he  made  the  middle  bar  to  shoot  through  the  boards  from 
the  one  end  to  the  other. 

34  And  he  overlaid  the  boards  with  gold,  and  made  their  rings  of 
gold  to  be  places  for  the  bars,  and  overlaid  the  bars  with  gold. 

35  If  And  he  made  a  vail  of  blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet,  and  fine 
twined  linen:  ivith  cherubims  made  he  it  of  cunning  work. 

36  And  he  made  thereunto  four  pillars  of  shittim  wood^  and  over- 
laid them  with  gold:  their  hooks  were  of  gold:  and  he  cast  for  them 
four  sockets  of  silver. 

37  f  And  he  made  an  hanging  for  the  tabernacle  door  of  blue,  and 
purple,  and  scarlet,  and  fine  twined  linen,  of  needlework; 

38  And  the  five  pillars  of  it  with  their  hooks:  and  he  overlaid  their 
^•hapiters  and  their  fillets  with  gold:  but  their  five  sockets  were  of 
brass.

"And  he  said.  What  pledge  shaU  I  give  ikeef  And 
she  said,  thy  signet,  and  thy  bracelets,  and  thy  staff.** 
— Gen.,  38,  18. 

AFTER  the  disappearance  of  Joseph,  Jndab 
became  the  most  important  among  the  sons 
of  Jacob.  Reuben,  blamed  for  this  last 
disaster  as  well  as  for  other  earlier  crimes,  had 
been  practically  disinherited.  Simeon  and  Leri, 
the  next  oldest  of  the  brethren,  had  never  been  par- 
doned for  their  murder  of.  the  Shechemites.  Hence 
the  birthright,  the  leadership  for  which  in  an  earlier 
generation  Jacob  had  striven  with  Esau,  now  passed 
to  Judah,  the  fourth  son  of  Leah.  He  became  and 
remained  the  active  head  of  the  household. 

Following  Judah 's  fortunes,  the  Bible  tells  how 
he  too  was  punished  for  his  wrong-doing,  one  of  his 
eldest  sons  dying  after  the  other.  Tamar,  the  widow 
of  the  eldest,  was  rewedded  to  the  second;  and  when 
he  too  died,  Judah,  according  to  the  custom  of  tiie 
time,  promised  to  wed  her  to  the  third.  Yet  he  feared 
to  do  so,  in  superstitious  dread  lest  this  one  should 
also  die.  Then  Tamar  waited  for  Judah  by  the  road- 
side; and  by  cunning  she  tricked  him  into  evil,  and 
made  him  give  her  his  staff  and  signet  ring.  Having 
possession  of  these,  she  proclaimed  her  wrongs  to  the 
world.  Judah  was  stricken  with  remorse,  and  did 
for  her  all  that  he  had  promised.  His  story  and 
character  are  both  very  similar  to  those  of  his 
father  Jacob,  uniting  early  craft  with 
underlying  nobility,  with  later  re- 
morse and  strength  and  wisdom.

Bezaleel  made  the  ark  of  shittim  wood:  two  cubits  and  a 
half  tOM  the  length  of  it,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  breadth 
of  it,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  of  it: 

2  And  he  overlaid  it  with  pure  gold  within  and  without,  and  made 
a  crown  of  gold  to  it  round  about. 

3  And  he  cast  for  it  four  rings  of  gold,  to  be  set  by  the  four  comers 
of  it;  even  two  rings  upon  the  one  side  of  it,  and  two  rings  upon  the 
other  side  of  it. 

4  And  he  made  staves  of  shittim  wood,  and  overlaid  them  with  sold. 

5  And  he  put  the  staves  into  the  rings  by  the  sides  of  the  arK,  to 
bear  the  ark. 

6  ^  And  he  made  the  mercy-seat  of  pure  gold :  two  cubits  and  a  half 
Tvas  the  length  thereof,  and  one  cubit  and  a  half  .the  breadth  thereof. 

7  And  he  made  two  cherubims  of  gold,  beaten  out  of  one  piece 
made  he  them,  on  the  two  ends  of  tne  mercy-seat; 

8  One  cherub  on  the  end  on  this  side,  and  another  cherub  on  the 
other  end  on  that  side:  out  of  the  mercy-seat  made  he  the  cherubims 
on  the  two  ends  thereof. 

9  And  the  cherubims  spread  out  their  wings  on  high  and  covered 
with  their  wings  over  the  mercy-seat,  with  their  faces  one  to  another; 
even  to  the  mercy-seatward  were  the  faces  of  the  cherubims. 

10  ^  And  he  made  the  table  of  shittim  wood:  two  cubits  was  the 
length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  the  breadth  thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half 
the  height  thereof: 

11  And  he  overlaid  it  with  pure  gold,  and  made  thereunto  a  crown 
of  gold  round  about. 

12  Also  he  made  thereunto  a  border  of  an  handbreadth  round 
about;  and  made  a  crown  of  gold  for  the  border  thereof  round 
about.

18  And  six  branches  going  out  of  the  sides  thereof:  three  branches 
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of  the  candlestick  out  of  the  one  side  thereof,  and  three  branches  of 
the  candlestick  out  of  the  other  side  thereof: 

19  Three  bowls  made  after  the  fashion  of  almonds  in  one  branch, 
a  knop  and  a  flower;  and  three  bowls  made  like  almonds  in  another 
brancn,  a  knop  and  a  flower:  so  throughout  the  six  branches  going 
out  of  the  candlestick. 

20  And  in  the  candlestick  were  four  bowls  made  like  almonds, 
his  knops,  and  his  flowers: 

21  And  a  knop  under  two  branches  of  the  same,  and  a  knop  under 
two  branches  or  the  same,  and  a  knop  under  two  branches  of  the 
same,  according  to  the  six  branches  going  out  of  it. 

22  Their  knops  and  their  branches  were  of  the  same:  all  of  it  wds 
one  beaten  work  of  pure  gold. 

23  And  he  made  nis  seven  lamps,  and  his  snuffers,  and  his  snuff- 
dishes,  of  pure  gold. 

24  0/  a  talent  of  pure  gold  made  he  it,  and  all  the  vessels  thereof. 

25  f  And  he  made  the  incense  altar  of  shittim  wood :  the  length 
of  it  was  SL  cubit,  and  the  breadth  of  it  a  cubit;  it  was  foursquare; 
and  two  cubits  was  the  height  of  it ;  the  horns  thereof  were  of  the  same. 

26  And  he  overlaid  it  with  pure  gold,  both  the  top  of  it,  and  the 
sides  thereof  round  about,  and  the  norns  of  it:  also  he  made  unto 
it  a  crown  of  gold  round  about.

ND  he  made  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  of  shittim  wood :  five 
cubits  was  the  length  thereof,  and  five  cubits  the  breadth 
thereof;  'it  was  foursquare;  and  three  cubits  the  height  thereof. 

2  And  he  made  the  horns  thereof  on  the  four  corners  of  it;  the 
horns  thereof  were  of  the  same :  and  he  overlaid  it  with  brass. 

3  And  he  made  all  the  vessels  of  the  altar,  the  pots,  and  the  shovels, 
and  tlie  basons,  and  the  fleshhooks,  and  the  firepans:  all  the  vessels 
thereof  made  he  of  brass. 

4  And  he  made  for  the  altar  a  brasen  grate  of  network  under  the 
compass  thereof  beneath  unto  the  midst  of  it. 

5  And  he  cast  four  rings  for  the  four  ends  of  the  grate  of  brass, 
to  he  places  for  the  staves. 
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And  Joseph  was  brought  down  to  Egypt  J 
39,  1. 

THE  STORY  of  Joseph  is  the  last  and  the  most 
romantic  of  the  hero  tales  of  Genesis.  The 
account;  of  his  many  and  remarkable  shifts 
of  fortune^  with  his  final  rise  to  the  second  position 
in  the  known  world,  reads  almost  like  a  fairy  tale. 
Indeed  the  poetic  qualities  of  the  story  have  so  at- 
tracted Eastern  writers  that  Hebraic  legend  is  full  of 
tales  of  Joseph,  adding  a  thousand  details  to  the  brief 
but  vigorous  outline  given  in  the  Bible.  In  charac- 
ter also  Joseph  stands  foremost,  being  both  the  hero 
and  the  saint.  We  find  in  him  neither  the  fierceness 
of  Abraham,  the  self-indulgence  of  Isaac,  nor  the 
guile  of  Jacob;  and  when  in  later  life  he  had  risen 
to  his  highest,  he  remained  as  pure  and  noble  as  in 
his  days  of  trial. 

Of  his  later  destiny  he  could,  however,  have  no 
knowledge  in  the  first  moment  of  the  overthrow  of  his 
youthful  fortunes.  Despite  the  surly  grumblings  of 
his  brothers,  he  had  ventured  confidently  among  them 
in  far  off  Dothan.  Then  the  sudden  disaster  over- 
whelmed him.  He  was  seized,  cast  into  the  deep  pit 
to  die,  and,  after  all  hope  seemed  gone,  was  upraised 
from  the  pit  only  to  be  heartlessly  sold  into  slavery. 
From  Dothan  he  was  carried  southward  not  so  very 
far  perhaps  from  the  home  where  his  father  awaited 
him,  and  so  onward  into  Egypt.  How  bewildered, 
how  tragic,  must  have  been  his  youthful  thoughts! 
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6  And  he  made  the  staves  of  shittim  wood,  and  overlaid  them 
with  brass. 

7  And  he  put  the  staves  into  the  rings  on  the  sides  of  the  altar,  to 
bear  it  withal;  he  made  the  altar  hollow  with  boards. 

8  ^  And  he  made  the  laver  of  brass,  and  the  foot  of  it  of  brass,  of 
the  looking-glasses^  of  the  women  assembling,  which  assembled  (xt 
the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation. 

9  f  And  he  made  the  court :  on  the  south  side  southward  the  hang- 
ings of  the  court  were  of  fine  twined  linen,  an  hundred  cubits : 

10  Their  pillars  were  twenty,  and  their  brasen  sockets  twenty; 
the  hooks  of  the  pillars  and  their  fillets  were  of  silver. 

11  And  for  the  north  side  the  hnnaings  were  an  hundred  cubits, 
their  pillars  were  twenty,  and  their  sockets  of  brass  twenty;  the  hooks 
of  the  pillars  and  their  fillets  of  silver. 

12  And  for  the  west  side  were  hangings  of  fifty  cubits,  their  pillars 
ten,  and  their  sockets  ten;  the  hool^  of  the  pillars  and  their  fillets 
of  silver. 

13  And  for  the  east  side  eastward  fifty  cubits. 

14  The  hangings  of  the  one  side  of  the  gale  were  fifteen  cubits;  their 
pillars  three,  and  their  sockets  three. 

15  And  for  the  other  side  of  the  court  gate,  on  this  hand  and  that 
hand,  were  hangings  of  fifteen  cubits;  their  pillars  three,  and  their 
sockets  three. 

16  All  the  hangings  of  the  court  round  about  were  of  fine  twined 
linen. 

17  And  the  sockets  for  the  pillars  were  of  brass;  the  hooks  of  the 
pillars  and  their  fillets  of  silver;  and  the  overlaying  of  their  chapiters 
q/*  silver;  and  all  the  pillars  of  the  court  were  filleted  with  silver. 

18  And  the  hanging  for  the  gate  of  the  court  was  needle- work, 
of  blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet,  and  fine  twined  linen:  and  twenty 
cubits  was  the  length,  and  the  height  in  the  bi-eadth  was  five  cubits, 
answerable  to  the  nangings  of  the  court. 

19  And  their  pillars  were  four,  and  their  sockets  o/*  brass  four;  their 
hooks  of  silver,  and  the  overlaying  of  their  chapiters  and  their  fillets 
of  silver. 

20  And  all  the  pins  of  the  tabernacle,  and  of  the  court  round  about, 
were  of  brass. 

21  If  This  is  the  sum  of  the  tabernacle,  even  of  the  tabernacle  of 
testimony,  as  it  was  counted,  according  to  the  commandment  of 
Moses,  jor  the  service  of  the  lA^vites,  by  the  hand  of  Ithamar,  son 
to  Aaron  the  priest. 

22  And  Bezaleel  the  son  of  Uri,  the  son  of  Hur,  of  the  tribe  of 
Judah,  made  all  that  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

23  And  with  him  was  Aholiab,  son  of  Ahisamach,  of  the  tribe  of 

>In  those  days  hand-mirrors  were  made  not  of  glass  bnt  of  iiolishcd  metal. 
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Dan,  an  en^aver,  and  a  cunning  workman,  and  an  embroiderer 
in  blue,  and  in  purple,  and  in  scarlet,  and  fine  linen. 

24  All  the  gold  tnat  was  occupied  for  the  work,  in  all  the  work  of 
the  holy  placCy  even  the  gold  ol  the  offering,  was  twenty  and  nine 
talents,  and  seven  hundred  and  thirty  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  the 
sanctuary. 

25  And  the  silver  of  them  that  were  numbered  of  the  congregation 
wds  an  hundred  talents,  and  a  thousand  seven  hundred  and  three- 
score and  fifteen  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  the  sanctuary:^ 

26  A  bekah  for  every  man,  that  is^  half  a  shekel,  after  the  shekel 
of  the  sanctuary,  for  every  one  that  went  to  be  numbered,  from  twenty 
years  old  and  upward,  for  six  hundred  thousand  and  three  thousand 
-and  five  hundred  and  fifty  men. 

27  And  of  the  hundred  talents  of  silver  were  cast  the  sockets  of 
the  sanctuary,  and  the  sockets  of  the  vail;  an  hundred  sockets  of 
the  hundred  talents,  a  talent  for  a  socket. 

28  And  of  the  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy  and  five  shekels 
he  made  hooks  for  the  pillars,  and  overlaid  their  chapiters,  and  filleted 
them. 

29  And  the  brass  of  the  offering  was  seventy  talents,  and  two 
thousand  and  four  hundred  shekels. 

30  And  therewith  he  made  the  sockets  to  the  door  of  the  tabernacle 
of  the  congregation,  and  the  brasen  altar,  and  the  brasen  grate  for 
it,  and  all  tne  vessels  of  the  altar, 

31  And  the  sockets  of  the  court  round  about,  and  the  sockets  of 
the  court  gate,  and  all  the  pins  of  the  tabernacle,  and  all  the  pins  of 
the  court  round  about.

ND  of  the  blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet,  they  made  cloths 
of  service,  to  do  service  in  the  holy  place^  and  made  the  holy 
garments  for  Aaron;  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

2  Ana  he  made  the  ephod  of  gold,  blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet, 
and  fine  twined  linen. 

3  And  they  did  beat  the  gold  into  thin  plates,  and  cut  it  into  wires, 
to  work  it  in  the  blue,  and  in  the  purple,  and  in  the  scarlet,  and  in  the 
fine  linen,  with  cunning  work. 

4  They  made  shoul(ler|weces  for  it,  to  couple  it  together:  by  the 
two  edges  was  it  coupled  together. 

5  And  the  curious  girdle  of  his  ephod,  that  was  upon  it,  was  of 
the  same,  according  to  the  work  thereof;  of  gold,  blue,  and  purple, 
and  scarlet,  and  fine  twined  linen;  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

•A  talent  of  gold  amonir  the  Hebrews  contained  10,000  shekels  of  gold  and  ^-as  worth  about  S300.000.

And  Potiphar,  an  officer  of  Pharaoh,  captain  of 
the  guard,  an  Egyptian,  bought  him  of  the  hands  of 
the  Ishmaelites," — Gen.,  39,  1. 

THE  PERIOD  when  Joseph  was  sold  into 
Egypt  must  have  been  somewhere  about  four- 
teen hundred  vears  before  Christ.  At  that 
time  Egypt  was  under  the  dominion  of  foreig^ners, 
the  raee  of  Hyksos  or  shepherd  kings.  These  had 
come  from  Asia,  probably  passing  through  Palestine 
before  Abraham,  and  had  conquered  Egypt.  Hence 
this  was  an  opportune  time  for  a  foreigner,  especial- 
ly an  educated,  high-bred,  Asiatic  shepherd  such  as 
Joseph,  to  rise  to  prominence  under  these  foreign 
Pharaohs.  At  first  Joseph  was  not  thrown  into  direct 
contact  with  the  dominant  race.  His  first  master 
Potiphar,  as  we  are  expressly  told,  was  a  native  Egyp- 
tian, though  one  who  had  been  taken  into  ser\*ice  by 
the  conquerors  and  held  very  high  rank  among  them. 

In  the  home  of  Potiphar,  Joseph  probably  dwelt 
for  a  decade  or  more.  Here  he  must  have  seen  and 
studied  all  the  ancient  civilization  and  splendor  of  the 
real  Egyptians;  and  here  he  gradually  won  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  his  haughty  master.  From 
the  position  of  a  helpless  slave,  he  grew  to  be  chief 
steward  and  director  of  the  entire  household,  so  that 
Potiphar  'Tcnew  not  aught  he  had,  save  the  bread 
which  he  did  eat." 
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6  ^  And  they  wrought  onyx  stones  inclosed  in  ouches  of  gold, 

f raven,  as  signets  are   graven,   with  the  names  of   the  children  of 
srael . 

7  And  he  put  them  on  the  shoulders  of  the  ephod,  that  they  should  be 
stones  for  a  memorial  to  the  children  of  Israel;  as  the  Lord  com- 
manded Moses. 

8  ^1  And  he  made  the  breastplate  of  cunning  work,  like  the  work 
of  the  ephod;  of  gold,  blue,  ana  purple,  and  scarlet,  and  fine  twined 
linen. 

9  It  was  foursquare;  they  made  the  breastplate  double:  a  span 
was  the  length  thereof,  and  a  span  the  breadth  tliereof,  being  doubled. 

10  And  they  set  in  it  four  rows  of  stones:  the  first  row  ^vas  a  sardius, 
a  topaz,  and  a  carl)uncle:  this  ivas  the  first  row. 

11  And  the  second  row,  an  emerald,  a  sapphire,  and  a  diamond. 

12  And  the  third  row,  a  ligure,  an  agate,  and  an  amethyst. 

13  And  the  fourth  row,  a  beryl,  an  onyx,  and  a  jasper:  they  tvere 
inclosed  in  ouches  of  gold  in  their  inclosings. 

14  And  the  stones  ivere  according  to  the  names  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  twelve,  according  to  their  names,  lili'c  the  engravings  of  a  sig- 
net, every  one  with  his  name,  according  to  the  twelve  tribes. 

15  And  they  made  upon  the  breastplate  chains  at  the  ends,  of 
wreathen  work  of  pure  gold. 

16  And  they  made  two  ouches  of  gold,  and  two  gold  rings;  and  put 
Ihe  two  rings  in  the  two  ends  of  the  breastplate. 

17  And  tney  put  the  two  wreathen  chains  of  gold  in  the  two  rings 
on  the  ends  of  the  breastplate. 

18  And  the  two  ends  of  the  two  wreathen  chains  thev  fastened  in 
the  two  ouches,  and  put  them  on  the  shoulderpieces  of  the  ephod, 
before  it. 

19  And  they  made  two  rings  of  gold,  and  put  them  on  the  two  ends 
of  tlie  breastplate,  upon  the  border  of  it,  which  was  on  the  side  of 
the  ephod  inward. 

20  And. they  made  two  other  golden  rings,  and  put  them  on  the 
two  sides  of  the  ephod  underneath,  toward  the  forepart  of  it,  over 
against  the  other  coupling  thereof,  above  the  curious  girdle  of  the 
ephod. 

21  And  they  did  bind  the  breastplate  by  his  rings  unto  the  rings 
of  the  ephod  with  a  lace  of  blue,  that  it  might  be  above  the  curious 
girdle  of  the  ephod,  and  that  the  breastplate  might  not  be  loosed 
from  the  ephod;  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

22  Tf  And  he  made  the  robe  of  the  ephod  of  woven  work,  all  of 
blue. 

23  And  there  was  an  hole  in  the  midst  of  the  robe,  as  the  hole  of 
an  habergeon,  wiUi  a  band  round  about  the  hole,  that  it  should  not 
rend. 
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24  And  they  made  upon  the  hems  of  the  robe  pomegranates  of 
blue,  and  purple,  and  scarlet,  and  twined  linen. 

25  And  they  made  bells  of  pure  gold,  and  put  the  bells  between 
the  pomegranates  upon  the  hem  of  the  robe,  round  about  between 
the  pomegranates;

30  If  And  they  made  the  plate  of  the  holy  crown  of  pure  gold,  and 
wrote  upon  it  a  writing,  like  to  the  engravings  of  a  signet,  HOLINESS 
TO  THE  LORD. 

31  And  they  tied  unto  it  a  lace  of  blue  to  fasten  it  on  high  upon  the 
mitre;  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

32  ^  Thus  was  all  the  work  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  tent  of  the  con- 
gregation finished :  and  the  children  of  Israel  did  according  to  all  that 
uie  Lord  commanded  Moses,  so  did  they. 

33  ^  And  they  brought  the  tabernacle  unto  Moses,  the  tent,  and

THE  first  great  disaster  of  Joseph's  life  had 
sprung  from  his  childish  simplicity  and 
trustfulness  toward  his  brothers.  The  second 
downfall  of  his  rising  fortunes  came  from  his  faith- 
fulness. Unfortunately^  "Joseph  was  a  goodly  per- 
son^ and  well-favoured/'  His  appearance  pleased  the 
light-minded  wife  of  Potiphar,  and  she  wooed  him  to 
love  her.  When  Joseph  turned  from  the  woman  in 
horror^  she  grew  bitter  against  him^  and^  going  to  her 
husband^  accused  Joseph  of  making  toward  her  those 
advances  which  in  truth  had  been  all  upon  her  side. 
Naturally  Potiphar  believed  his  wife;  naturally  also 
the  lesser  servants^  Egyptians^  upheld  their  mistress' 
story  as  against  the  foreigner^  the  Hebrew^  who  had 
been  set  over  them  and  doubtless  kept  them  to  strict 
account.  There  had  been  no  plundering  by  servants 
in  that  household. 

Hence  Joseph  stood  alone.  He  was  stripped  of 
a11  his  offices ;  he  was  cast  into  prison.  Once  more  he 
was  no  better  off  than  when  he  had  come  into  Egypt 
as  a  helpless  slave^  nay^  he  was  in  even  worse  condi- 
tion ;  for  then  he  had  at  least  breathed  the  free  air  of 
heaven^  now  he  was  shut  in  a  prison,  doubtless  in  a 
cell ;  and  prison  cells  in  those  hard  days  were  hideous 
holes  of  filth  and  darkness.

EVEN  in  prison  Joseph's  courage  did  not  fail 
him;  even  there  he  worked  his  way  upward. 
"The  Lord  was  with  Joseph."  He  rose  in 
favor  with  the  Governor  of  the  prison^  until  he  was 
there,  as  he  had  been  with  Potiphar,  chief  overseer 
and  steward  of  all  the  place. 

Now  came  a  new  turn  in  Joseph's  fortunes.  In 
his  youth  he  had  dreamed  prophetic  dreams,  but 
scarcely  understood  them.  Now  he  became  a  "seer"; 
he  listened  to  the  prophetic  dreams  of  others,  and 
interpreted  their  meaning.  In  prison  with  him  were 
Pharaoh's  head  butler  or  cup-bearer  and  also  his 
head  baker.  Each  of  them  dreamt,  and  Joseph,  in- 
terpreting, told  the  cup-bearer  that  he  would  be  re- 
leased from  prison  and  restored  to  his  office.  Hear- 
ing this  the  baker,  a  dark  and  lowering  man,  was 
encouraged  to  tell  his  dream,  in  which  he  had  carried 
baskets  of  food  for  Pharaoh  upon  his  head,  and  the 
birds  had  plucked  at  them.  Joseph  had,  alas,  no 
pleasant  explanation  of  this;  for  the  dream  meant 
that  the  baker  was  to  be  hanged,  and  the  birds  would 
feed  upon  his  flesh.  Within  three  days  it  happened 
to  each  of  these  men  just  as  Joseph  had  declared. 
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'  But  if  the  cloud  were  not  taken  up,  then  they  journeyed  not  till 
day  that  it  was  taken  up. 

1  For  the  cloud  of  the  Loud  was  upon  the  tabernacle  by  day, 
fire  was  on  it  by  nij^ht,  in  the  sight  of  all  the  house  of  Israel, 
Ughout  all  their  journeys. 
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Introbuctton  to  tte  iioofe  of  JLthititnH 

The  book  of  Leviticus  is  so  called  because  it  contains  the  laws  of  the  Levites 
or  tribe  of  Levi^  who  were  the  appointed  priestly  caste  among  the  Hebrews. 
Moses  was  himself  a  Levite^  and  it  was  probably  for  this  reason  that  he 
received  his  strongest  support  from  this  tribe.  In  Exodus  we  are  told  that 
when  the  Israelites  worshipped  the  golden  calf^  the  tribe  of  Levi  were  not  only 
the  first  to  rejoin  Moses^  but  they  drew  sword  at  his  command  and  slew  even 
their  own  brethren.  We  are  told  that  it  was  after  this  that  they  were  chosen 
as  the  priesthood. 

Among  the  Hebrews  this  book  is  known  as  ''Wayyikra,"  signifying  "and 
he  called/'  from  the  opening  word  of  its  first  verse.  The  name  Leviticus  was 
first  employed  in  the  Greek  Bible.  It  is  undeniably  appropriate;  for  the  book 
consists  almost  entirely  of  the  laws  established  to  g^de  the  Jewish  priesthood 
or  Levites.  The  only  narrative  portion  is  that  which  tells  of  the  inaugoratioii 
of  Aaron  as  high  priest  and  of  the  punishment  of  his  sons,  Nadab  and  Abiho. 
The  ^ve  chief  themes  of  priestly  instruction  are:  first,  the  directions  relating  to 
sacrifice  both  for  worshippers  and  priests  (chapters  1-7) ;  second,  the  details  of 
the  priestly  consecration  (chapters  8-10) ;  third,  the  law  of  the  clean  and  unclean 
(chapters  11-15);  fourth,  the  law  of  the  Day  of  Atonement  (chapter  16);  and 
fifth,  the  law  of  holiness  (chapters  17-26),  with  an  appendix  on  vows  and  tithes 
in  chapter  27.  The  law  of  holiness  is  of  a  broader  character  than  the  other 
parts  and  applied  not  merely  to  the  Levites  but  to  Israel  in  general.  Hence 
this  portion  of  the  book   is  allied  closely  with  some  parts  of  Deuteronomy. 

All  of  the  directions  in  Leviticus  are  so  carefully  formulated  and  so  exact 
in  detail  that  in  its  present  state  the  book  is  generally  regarded  as  being  of 
later  date  than  the  bulk  of  the  material  in  Genesis  and  Exodus.  The  elaborately 
described  ritual  of  the  ceremonials  causes  Leviticus  to  become  of  small  interest 
to  general  readers,  though  all  who  are  interested  in  the  meaning  of  the 
of  the  priestly  office  most  ever  read  its  pages  with  special  care.

JOSEPH,  after  interpreting  to  Pharaoh  the  warn- 
ing of  the  coming  famine,  ventured  to  add  coun- 
sel to  his  warning.  "Now  therefore  let  Pharaoh 
look  out  a  man  discreet  and  wise,  and  set  him  over  the 
land  of  Egypt/*  There  were  to  be  seven  full  years; 
let  the  extra  han'csts  be  taken  bv  Pharaoh's  ap- 
pointed vizier  and  stored  away  against  the  time  of 
want.  The  counsel  was  wise  and  seems  to  have  been 
wholly  disinterested.  Joseph  could  not  possibly  have 
expected  the  sudden  and  startling  answer  of  Pharaoh. 
To  understand  it.  we  must  realize  that  this  king  was 
not  really  an  Egy])tian,  but  the  descendant  of  a  race 
of  foreign  conquerors,  an  irresponsible  tyrant,  though 
a  beneficent  one,  who  was  naturallv  distrustful  of  the 
native  Egyptians.

THE  famine  against  which  Joseph  gathered 
grain^  extended  not  only  over  Egypt  but  over 
the  surrounding  lands.  Jacob  and  his  people 
suffered  from  it  in  Palestine,  so  that  the  patriarch 
sent  his  sons  to  purchase  grain  in  Egypt.  But  Ben- 
jamin, the  youngest,  the  one  child  of  Rachel  remain- 
ing to  him,  he  kept  at  home.  The  brothers  came  to 
Joseph,  not  knowing  him.  He  questioned  them  of 
their  father  and  of  Benjamin,  and,  being  doubtful  of 
their  truth,  pretended  to  believe  them  spies,  and  in- 
sisted that  they  must  return  to  him  again  and  let  him 
see  this  youngest  brother  of  whom  they  spoke.  So  he 
held  one  of  them,  Simeon,  as  a  hostage,  and  sent  the 
others  back  for  Benjamin. 

When  Jacob  heard  this  message  he  refused  stub- 
bornly to  let  Benjamin  go;  the  father's  whole  heart 
was  centered  on  this  youngest  son,  the  last  relic  left 
to  him  of  Rachcrs  love.  Thus  the  first  year  of  the 
famine  passed;  but  when  the  second  came  and  still 
there  were  no  crops,  it  was  clear  that  all  the  Israel- 
ites must  die  unless  they  could  again  get  grain  from 
Egi'pt.  Judah,  the  ablest  of  the  brothers,  pledged

WHEN  it  was  evident  that  Benjamin  was  re- 
ally alive^  and  had  not  been  injured  by  his 
brothers'  jealousy,  as  Joseph  himself  had 
been,  the  young  visier  was  very  happy.  He  felt  that 
his  brothers  had  repented  and  grown  to  be  better  men 
than  of  old.  Yet  he  had  learned  caution,  and  he  re- 
solved to  test  them  further.  Without  revealing  him- 
self, he  summoned  the  brothers  to  a  feast  in  his  pal- 
ace, and  there  gave  Benjamin  every  preference  over 
the  others,  serving  to  him  "five  times  so  much"  as  to 
any  of  the  rest.

4  Or  if  a  soul  swear,  pronouncing  with  his  lips  to  do  evil,  or  to  do 
good,  whatsoever  it  be  that  a  man  shall  pronounce  with  an  oath,  and 
it  be  hid  from  him;  when  he  knoweth  of  it,  then  he  shall  be  guilty 
in  one  of  these. 

5  And  it  shall  be,  when  he  shall  be  guilty  in  one  of  these  things] 
that  he  shall  confess  that  he  hath  sinned  in  that  thing: 

6  And  he  shall  bring  his  trespass  offering  unto  the  Lord  for  his 
sin  which  he  hath  sinned,  a  female  from  the  flock,  a  lamb  or  a  kid 
of  the  goats,  for  a  sin  offering;  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement 
for  him  concerning  his  sin. 

7  And  if  he  be  not  able  to  bring  a  lamb,^  then  he  shall  bring  for 
his  trespass,  which  he  hath  committed,  two  turtle-doves,  or  two  young 

Eigeons,  unto  the  Lord;  one  for  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a 
umt  offering. 

8  And  he  shall  brin^  them  unto  the  priest,  who  shall  offer  tiiat 
which  is  for  the  sin  offenng  first,  and  wring  off  his  head  from  his  neck, 
but  shall  not  divide  it  asunder: 

9  And  he  shall  sprinkle  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering  upon  the

side  of  the  altar;  and  the  rest  of  the  blood  shall  be  wrung  out  at  the 
bottom  of  the  altar:  it  is  a  sin  offering. 

10  And  he  shall  offer  the  second /or  a  burnt  offering,  according  to 
the  manner:  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement  for  him  for  his 
sin  which  he  hath  sinned,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

11  ^  But  if  he  be  not  able  to  bring  two  turtle-doves,  or  two  young 
pigeons,  then  he  that  sinned  shall  bring  for  his  offering  the  tenth  part 
of  an  ephah  of  fine  flour  for  a  sin  offenng;  he  shall  put  no  oil  upon  it,, 
neither  shall  he  put  any  frankincense  thereon :  for  it  t^  a  sin  offering. 

12  Then  shall  he  bring  it  to  the  priest,  and  the  priest  shall  take 
his  handful  of  it,  even  a  memorial  thereof,  and  burn  it  on  the  altar^ 
according  to  the  offerings  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord:  it  is  a  sin 
offering. 

13  And  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement  for  him  as  touching 
his  sin  that  he  nath  sinned  in  one  of  these,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven 
him:  and  tlie  remnant  shall  be  the  priest's,  as  a  meat  offering. 

14  Tf  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

15  If  a  soul  commit  a  trespass,  and  sin  through  ignorance,  in  the 
holy  things  of  the  Lord;  then  he  shall  brinff  for  his  trespass  unto  the 
Lord  a  ram  without  blemish  out  of  the  flocks,  with  thy  estimation  by 
shekels  of  silver,  after  the  shekel  of  the  sanctuary,  for  a  trespass 
offering: 

16  And  he  shall  make  amends  for  the  harm  that  he  hath  done  in 
the  holy  thing,  and  shall  add  the  fifth  part  thereto,  and  give  it  unto 
the  priest:  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement  for  him  with  the 
ram  of  the  trespass  offering,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

17  ^  And  if  a  soul  sin,  and  commit  any  of  tnese  things  which  are 
forbidden  to  be  done  by  the  commandments  of  the  Lord;  though 
he  wist  it  not,  yet  is  he  guilty,  and  shall  bear  his  iniquity. 

18  And  he  shall  bring  a  ram  without  blemish  out  of  the  flock,  with 
thy  estimation,  for  a  trespass  offering,  unto  the  priest:  and  the  priest 
shall  make  a  i  atonement  for  him  concerning  his  ignorance  wherein 
he  erred  and  wist  it  not,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

19  It  is  a  trespass  offering:  he  hath  certainly  trespassed  against 
the  Lord.

"And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren,  I  am  Joseph/' 
— a  en.,  J^o,  3. 

JOSEPH'S  purport  with  his  device  of  the  cup 
liad  been  to  see  if  Ills  brothers  would  desert 
Benjamin,  and  be  glad  of  his  misfortune.  When 
tliey  returned  with  the  prisoner,  he  assured  them 
they  might  all  go  free  but  Benjamin.  Yet  they 
would  not  go.  Judah;  as  tlieir  leader,  threw  himself 
at  the  vizier's  feet  in  an  impassioned  speech  of  plead- 
ing, one  of  the  most  l)eautiful  portions  of  the  Bible, 
lie  told  of  Jacob's  love  for  Rachers  sons.  Of  the 
loss  of  Joseph,  and  of  the  certainty  that  Benjamin's 
loss  would  now  kill  their  father.  Finally  he  offered 
to  give  himself  as  a  slave  in  Benjamin's  place. 

Joseph  could  withhold  himself  no  more.  The  re- 
morse and  loyalty  of  the  brothers  were  fully  proved. 
The  longings  of  twenty  years  swelled  up  in  the  ex- 
ile's heart.  Hurriedly  he  cried  to  all  his  attendants 
to  withdraw;  and  he  revealed  himself  to  his  brothers. 
At  first  they  could  not  believe.  Then  thev  feared 
the  injured  man's  revenge  u|)on  them.  Joseph  had 
to  assure  them  repeatedly  both  of  himself  and  of  his 
forgiveness.  Only  Benjamin  had  no  distrust.  "And 
he  fell  upon  his  brother  Benjamin's  neck,  and  wept; 
and  Benjamin  wept  u])on  his  nc^ck." 
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4  Then  it  shall  be,  because  he  hath  sinned,  and  is  guilty,  that  he 
shall  restore  that  which  he  took  violently  away,  or  the  thing  which 
he  hath  deceitfully  gotten,  or  that  which  was  delivered  him  to  keep, 
or  the  lost  thing  which  he  found, 

5  Or  all  that  about  which  he  hath  sworn  falsely;  he  shall  even 
restore  it  in  the  principal,  and  shall  add  the  fifth  part  more  thereto, 
and  give  it  unto  nim  to  whom  it  appertaineth,  in  the  day  of  his  tres- 
pass offering. 

6  And  he  shall  bring  his  trespass  offering  unto  the  Lord,  a  ram 
without  blemish  out  of  the  flock,  with  thy  estimation,  for  a  trespass 
offering,  unto  the  priest: 

7  And  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement  for  him  before  the  Lord: 
and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him  for  any  thing  of  all  that  he  hath  done  in 
trespassing  therein. 

8  ^  Ana  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

9  Command  Aaron  and  his  sons,  saying.  This  is  the  law  of  the 
burnt  offering :  It  is  the  burnt  oftering,  because  of  the  burning  upon 
the  altar  all  night  unto  the  morning,  and  the  fire  of  the  altar  snail 
be  burning  in  it. 

10  And  the  priest  shall  put  on  his  linen  garment,  and  his  linen 
breeches  shall  he  put  upon  his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes  which  the 
fire  hath  consumed  with  the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar,  and  he  shall 
put  them  beside  the  altar. 

11  And  he  shall  put  off  his  garments,  and  put  on  other  garments 
and  carry  forth  the  ashes  without  the  camp  unto  a  clean  place. 

12  And  the  fire  upon  the  altar  shall  be  burning  in  it;  it  shall  not 
be  put  out:  and  the  priest  shall  burn  wood  on  it  every  morning,  and 
lay  the  burnt  offering  in  order  upon  it;  and  he  shall  burn  thereon  the 
fat  of  the  peace  offerings.

It 
shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  m  your  generations  concerning  the  offerings 
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of  the  Lord  made  by  fire:  every  one  that  toucheth  them  shall  be 
holy. 

19  Tf  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

20  This  is  the  offering  of  Aaron  and  of  his  sons,  which  they  shali. 
offer  unto  the  Lord  in  the  day  when  he  is  anointed;  the  tenth  part  of 
an  ephah  of  fine  flour  for  a  meat  offering  perpetual,  half  of  it  in  the? 
morning,  and  half  thereof  at  night. 

21  In  a  pan  it  shall  be  made  with  oil;  and  when  it  is  baken,  thou 
jshalt  bring  it  in:  and  the  baken  pieces  of  the  meat  offering  shalt  thou 
offer /or  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord. 

22  And  the  priest  of  his  sons  that  is  anointed  in  his  stead  shall  offer 
it'yitis  SL  statute  for  ever  unto  the  Lord;  it  shall  be  wholly  burnt. 

23  For  every  meat  offering  for  the  priest  shall  be  wholly  burnt: 
it  shall  not  be  eaten. 

24  Tf  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

25  Speak  unto  Aaron  and  to  his  sons,  saying.  This  is  the  law  of  the 
sin  offering:  In  the  place  where  the  burnt  offering  is  killed  shall  the 
jsin  offering  be  killed  before  the  Lord  :  it  is  most  holy. 

26  The  priest  that  offereth  it  for  sin  shall  eat  it:  in  the  holy  place 
shall  it  be  eaten,  in  the  court  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation. 

27  Whatsoever  shall  touch  the  flesh  thereof  shall  be  holy:  and 
when  there  is  sprinkled  of  the  blood  thereof  upon  any  garment,  thou 
shalt  wash  that  whereon  it  was  sprinkled  in  the  holy  place.

IKE  WISE  this  is  the  law  of  the  trespass  offering:  it  is  most 
holy. 

2  In  the  place  where  they  kill  the  burnt  offering  shall  they 

kill  the  trespass  offering:  and  the  blood  thereof  shall  he  sprinkle 
round  about  upon  the  altar. 

3  And  he  shall  offer  of  it  all  the  fat  thereof;  the  rump,  and  the  fat 
that  covereth  the  inwards, 

4  And  the  two  kidneys,  and  the  fat  that  is  on  them,  which  is  by 
the  flanks,  and  the  caul  that  is  above  the  liver,  with  the  kidneys,  it 
jshall  he  take  away.

^Afid  Israel  taid  unto  Joseph,  Xow  let  me  die, 
since  I  have  seen  thy  face." — Gen.,  J^6,  30, 

WHEN  ihe  sons  of  Jacob  returned  to  him  with 
their  news  of  Joseph  and  of  his  marvelous 
fortunes^  it  is  small  wonder  that  their 
father  refused  at  first  to  believe.  But  when  con^ 
vincedy  the  aged  patriarch  uprose  in  a  sudden  ecsta- 
sy of  joy:  "I  wiU  go  and  see  film  before  I  die."  This 
was  just  what  Joseph  had  advised.  Not  more  than 
two  years  of  the  famine  had  passed;  and,  in  the  five 
still  to  come,  the  Israelites  could  not  possibly  survive 
in  Palestine.  Therefore  Joseph  wished  the  entire 
household,  his  father,  his  brothers  and  their  soni^ 
seventy  ''souls"  in  all,  beside  their  wives  and  ser- 
vants, to  establish  themselves  in  Egypt. 

Judah  brought  him  word  of  his  father's  coining; 
and  Joseph  hastened  in  his  chariot  to  the  very  border 
of  Egypt  to  welcome  Jacob.  Happy  indeed  must  that 
meeting  have  been.  The  artist  Schopin  represents 
Joseph  as  being  accompanied  by  his  own  household. 
He  had  been  wedded  in  Egypt  to  Asenath,  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  high  priest;  and  by  her  he  had  two  young 
sons.  These  advance  jovouslv  behind  him  as  he 
rushes  to  embrace  his  father.  The  many  wanderings 
of  Jacob  were  at  an  end;  he  had  found  a  permanent 
home  at  last 
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I 

5  And  the  priest  shall  burn  them  upon  the  altar  for  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord:  it  is  a  trespass  offering. 

6  Every  male  among  the  priests  shall  eat  thereof:  it  shall  be  eaten 
in  the  holy  place:  it  is  most  holy. 

7  As  the  sin  offering  is,  so  is  the  trespass  offering:  there  is  one  law 
for  them:  the  priest  that  maketh  atonement  therewith  shall  have  it. 

8  And  the  priest  that  offereth  any  man's  burnt  offering,  everi  the 
priest  shall  have  to  himself  the  skin  of  the  burnt  offering  which  he  hath 
offered. 

9  And  all  the  meat  offering  that  is  baken  in  the  oven,  and  all  that 
is  dressed  in  the  fryingpan,  and  in  the  pan,  shall  be  the  priest's  that 
offereth  it. 

10  And  every  meat  offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  dry,  shall  all 
the  sons  of  Aaron  have,  one  as  much  as  another. 

11  And  this  is  the  law  of  the  sacrifice  of  peace  offerings,  which 
he  shall  offer  unto  the  Lord. 

12  If  he  offer  it  for  a  thanksgiving,  then  he  shall  offer  with  the 
sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  unleavened  cakes  mingled  with  oil,  and  un- 
leavened wafers  anointed  with  oil,  and  cakes  mingled  with  oil,  of 
fine  flour,  fried. 

13  Besides  the  cakes,  he  shall  offer /or  his  offering  leavened  bread 
with  the  sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  of  his  peace  offerings. 

14  And  of  it  he  shall  oner  one  out  of  the  whole  oblation  for  an 
heave  offering  unto  the  Lord,  and  it  shall  be  the  priest's  that  sprinkleth 
the  blood  of  the  peace  offerings. 

15  And  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  peace  offerings  for  thanks- 
giving shall  be  eaten  the  same  day  that  it  is  ofi'ered;  he  shall  not  leave 
any  of  it  until  the  morning. 

16  But  if  the  sacrifice  of  his  offering  he  a  vow,  or  a  voluntary  offer- 
ing, it  shall  be  eaten  the  same  day  that  he  offereth  his  sacrifice:  and 
on  the  morrow  also  the  remainder  of  it  shall  be  eaten : 

17  But  the  remainder  of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  on  the  third  day 
shall  be  burnt  with  fire. 

18  And  if  any  of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  peace  offerings  be 
eaten  at  all  on  the  third  day,  it  shall  not  be  accepted,  neither  shall  it 
be  imputed  unto  him  that  ofl'ereth  it:  it  shall  be  an  abomination,  and 
the  soul  that  eateth  of  it  shall  bear  his  iniquity. 

19  And  the  flesh  that  toucheth  any  unclean  thing  shall  not  be  eaten; 
it  shall  be  burnt  with  fire:  and  as  for  the  flesh,  all  that  be  clean  shall 
eat  thereof. 

20  But  the  soul  that  eateth  of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  peace 
offerings,  that  pertain  unto  the  Lord,  having  his  uncleanness  upon 
him,  even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  people. 

21  Moreover  the  soul  that  shall  touch  any  unclean  thingy  as  the 
uncleanness  of  man,  or  any  unclean  beast,  or  any  abominable  unclean 
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thingy  and  eat  of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  peace  offerings,  which 
pertain  unto  the  Lord,  even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  people. 

22  Tf  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saving, 

23  Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  Ye  shall  eat  no  man- 
ner of  fat,  of  ox,  or  of  sheep,  or  of  goat. 

24  And  the  fat  of  the  beast  that  dieth  of  itself,  and  the  fat  of  that 
which  is  torn  with  beasts,  may  be  used  in  any  other  use:  but  ye  shall 
in  no  wise  eat  of  it. 

25  For  whosoever  eateth  the  fat  of  the  beast,  of  which  men  oflFer 
an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord,  even  the  soul  that  eateth 
it  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  people. 

26  Moreover  ye  shall  eat  no  manner  of  blood,  whether  it  be  of  fowl 
or  of  beast,  in  any  of  vour  dwellings.^ 

27  Whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  eateth  any  manner  of  blood,  even 
that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  people. 

28  T[  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

29  Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying.  He  that  offereth  the 
sacrifice  of  his  peace  offerings  unto  the  Lord  shall  bring  his  oblation 
unto  the  Lord  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  peace  offerings. 

30  His  own  hands  shall  bring  the  offerings  of  the  Lord  made  by 
fire,  the  fat  with  the  breast,  it  shall  he  bring,  that  the  breast  may  be 
waved  for  a  wave  offering  before  the  Lord. 

31  And  the  priest  shall  burn  the  fat  upon  the  altar:  but  the  breast 
shall  be  Aaron's  and  his  sons'. 

32  And  the  right  shoulder  shall  ye  give  unto  the  priest /or  an  heave 
offering  of  the  sacrifices  of  your  peace  offerings. 

33  He  among  the  sons  of  Aaron,  that  offereth  the  blood  of  the 
peace  offerings,  and  the  fat,  shall  have  the  right  shoulder  for  his  part. 

34  For  the  wave  breast  and  the  heave  shoulder  have  I  taken  of 
the  children  of  Israel  from  off  the  sacrifices  of  their  peace  offerings, 
and  have  given  them  unto  Aaron  the  priest  and  unto  his  sons  by  a 
statute  for  ever  from  among  the  children  of  Israel. 

35  ^  This  is  the  portion  of  the  anointing  of  Aaron,  and  of  the 
anointing  of  his  sons,  out  of  the  offerings  of  the  Lord  made  by  fire, 
in  the  day  when  he  presented  them  to  minister  unto  the  Lord  in  the 
priest's  office; 

36  Which  the  Lord  commanded  to  be  given  them  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  in  the  day  that  he  anointed  them,  by  a  statute  forever 
throughout  their  generations. 

37  This  is  the  law  of  the  burnt  offering,  of  the  meat  oflFering,  and 
of  the  sin  offering,  and  of  the  trespass  offering,  and  of  the  consecra- 
tions, and  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  peace  offerings;

'Then  Joseph  said  unto  the  people^  Behold^  I  have 
bought  you  this  day,  and  your  land,  for  Pharaoh:  la, 
here  is  seed  for  you,  and  ye  shall  sow  the  land."^^ 
Gen.,  47,  23. 

AFTER  the  reunion  of  Joseph  and  his  people^ 
his  life  story  has  two  aspects^  one  of  which 
is  often  overlooked  in  the  joy  of  the  other. 
He  was  not  only  a  devoted  son  and  brother^  he  was 
also^  and  continued  to  be^  Pharaoh's  chief  vixier^  the 
true  ruler  of  all  Egypt. 

As  such,  he  planned  and  apparently  carried  out  a 
complete  readjustment  of  the  entire  country. 
Through  the  remaining  five  years  of  the  famine  he 
sold  grain  to  the  people  in  what  seemed  a  hard  and 
grasping  way^  receiving  in  payment  first  their  money^ 
then^  when  that  was  gone^  their  cattle^  then  their 
lands.  In  the  end  they  had  even  to  sell  themselves  to 
him^  becoming  slaves  for  the  sake  of  food.  Then  and 
then  only  did  Joseph  change^  and  take  up  the  part 
of  the  generous  and  merciful  master.  He  estab- 
lished the  people  wisely  throughout  the  land,  gave 
them  grain  in  plenty  and  restored  all  Egypt  to  pros- 
perity. In  return  he  exacted  of  the  people  only  that 
they  should  pay  to  Pharaoh  as  a  tax  one-fifth  of  what 
they  earned. 
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day  that  he  commanded  the  children  of  Israel  to  offer  their  oblations 
unto  the  Lord,  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai. 

Ctiapter  8

2  Take  Aaron  and  his  sons  with  him,  and  the  garments, 
and  the  anointing  oil,  and  a  bullock  for  the  sin  offering, 
and  two  rams,  and  a  basket  of  unleavened  bread  ;^ 

3  And  gather  thou  all  the  congregation  together  unto  the  door  of 
the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation. 

4  And  Moses  did  as  the  Lord  commanded  him;  and  the  assembly 
was  gathered  together  unto  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

5  And  Moses  said  unto  the  congregation.  This  is  the  thing  which 
the  Lord  commanded  to  be  done. 

6  And  Moses  brought  Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  washed  them  with 
water. 

7  And  he  put  upon  him  the  coat,  and  girded  him  with  the  girdle, 
and  clothed  him  with  the  robe,  and  put  the  ephod  upon  him,  and  he 

girded  him  with  the  ciuious  girdle  of  the  ephod,  and  bound  it  unto 
im  therewith. 

8  And  he  put  the  breastplate  upon  him:  also  he  put  in  the  breast- 
plate the  Urim  and  the  Thummim. 

9  And  he  put  the  mitre  upon  his  head;  also  upon  the  mitre,  even 
upon  his  forefront,  did  he  put  the  golden  plate,  the  holy  crown;  as 
the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

10  And  Moses  took  the  anointing  oil,  and  anointed  the  tabernacle 
and  all  that  was  therein,  and  sanctified  them. 

11  And  he  sprinkled  thereof  upon  the  altar  seven  times,  and 
anointed  the  altar  and  all  his  vessels,  both  the  laver  and  his  foot,  to 
sanctify  them. 

12  And  he  poured  of  the  anointing  oil  upon  Aaron's  head,  and 
anointed  him,  to  sanctify  him. 

13  And  Moses  brought  Aaron's  sons,  and  put  coats  upon  them, 
and  girded  them  with  girdles,  and  put  bonnets  upon  them;  as  the 
Lord  commanded  Moses. 

14  And  he  brought  the  bullock  for  the  sin  offering:  and  Aaron 
and  his  sons  laid  their  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  bullock  for  the  sin 
offering. 

15  And  he  slew  it;  and  Moses  took  the  blood,  and  put  it  upon  the 
horns  of  the  altar  round  about  with  his  finger,  and  purified  the  altar,

16  And  he  took  all  the  fat  that  was  upon  the  inwards,  and  the  caul 
above  the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and  their  fat,  and  Moses  burned 
it  upon  the  altar. 

17  But  the  bullock,  and  his  hide,  his  flesh,  and  his  dung,  he  burnt 
with  fire  without  the  camp;  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

18  Tf  And  he  brought  the  ram  for  the  burnt  oflFering:  and  Aaron 
and  his  sons  laid  their  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  ram. 

19  And  he  killed  it;  and  Moses  sprinkled  the  blood  upon  the  altar 
round  about. 

20  And  he  cut  the  ram  into  pieces;  and  Moses  burnt  the  head,  and 
the  pieces,  and  the  fat. 

21  And  he  washed  the  inwards  and  the  legs  in  water;  and  Moses 
burnt  the  whole  ram  upon  the  altar :  it  was  a  burnt  sacrifice  for  a  sweet 
savour,  and  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord;  as  the  Lord 
commanded  Moses. 

22  Tf  And  he  brought  the  other  ram,  the  ram  of  consecration:  and 
Aaron  and  his  sons  laid  their  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  ram. 

23  And  he  slew  it;  and  Moses  took  of  the  blood  of  it,  and  put  it 
upon  the  tip  of  Aaron's  right  ear,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  his  right 
hand,  and  upon  the  great  toe  of  his  right  foot. 

24  And  he  brought  Aaron's  sons,  and  Moses  put  of  the  blood  upon 
the  tip  of  their  right  ear,  and  upon  the  thumbs  of  their  right  hands, 
and  upon  the  great  toes  of  their  right  feet:  and  Moses  spnnkled  the 
blood  upon  the  altar  round  about. 

25  And  he  took  the  fat,  and  the  rump,  and  all  the  fat  that  was 
upon  the  inwards,  and  the  caul  above  the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys, 
and  their  fat,  and  the  right  shoulder:

27  And  he  put  all  upon  Aaron's  hands,  and  upon  his  sons'  hands, 
and  waved  them /or  a  wave  offering  before  the  Lord. 

28  And  Moses  took  them  from  off  their  hands,  and  burnt  them  on 
the  altar  upon  the  burnt  offering:  they  were  consecrations  for  a  sweet 
savour:  it  is  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord. 

29  And  Moses  took  the  breast,  and  waved  it  for  a  wave  offering 
before  the  Lord: /or  of  the  ram  of  consecration  it  was  Moses'  part; 
as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

30  And  Moses  took  of  the  anointing  oil,  and  of  the  blood  which 
was  upon  the  altar,  and  sprinkled  it  upon  Aaron,  and  upon  his  gar- 
ments, and  upon  his  sons,  and  upon  nis  sons'  garments  with  him; 
and  sanctified  Aaron,  and  his  garments,  and  his  sons,  and  his  sons' 
garments  \^ith  him.

And  Israel  stretched  out  his  right  hand,  and  laid 
it  upon  Ephraim's  head." — Gen.,  J^8,  H. 


WHEN  Jacob  was  presented  by  his  son  to 
Pharaoliy  the  patriarch  blessed  the  mighty 
monarchy  as  indeed  by  reason  of  his  vener- 
able age  he  had  good  right  to  do.  Jacob  himself^ 
however^  comparing  his  life  with  tliose  of  his  fathers^ 
declared^  "few  and  evil  have  the  days  of  the  years  of 
my  life  been."  As  he  grew  very  feeble^  Joseph 
brought  to  him  the  two  little  sons^  Manasseh  and 
Ephraim^  who  had  been  bom  to  Joseph  in  Egypt. 
And  Jacob  blessed  the  children,  seeking  to  pass  on  to 
them  as  Joseph's  sons  the  birthright  and  leadership 
of  the  race,,  which  in  his  own  life  had  caused  so  much 
strife  and  bitterness. 

Joseph  brought  the  elder  boy  Manasseh  to  his  fath- 
er's right,  to  receive  the  chief  blessing;  but  Jacob 
deliberately  crossed  his  hands  and  laid  the  right  hand 
with  its  gift  of  leadership  upon  the  younger,  Eph- 
raim.  "And  he  blessed  them  that  day,  saying.  In 
thee  shall  Israel  bless,  saying,  God  make  thee  as 
Ephraim  and  as  Manasseh:  and  he  set  Ephraim  be- 
fore Manasseh."  Rembrandt  represents  Joseph's 
Egyptian  wife  as  also  standing  by;  but  her  costume 
is  not  Egyptian,  being  copied  from  the  Dutch  dress 
of  the  artist's  dav. 
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31  T[  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron  and  to  his  sons,  Boil  the  flesh 
at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation:  and  there  eat  it 
with  the  bread  that  is  in  the  basket  of  consecrations,  as  I  commanded, 
saying,  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  eat  it. 

32  And  that  which  remaineth  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  bread  shall 
ye  burn  with  fire. 

33  And  ye  shall  not  go  out  of  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  con- 
gregation in  seven  days,  until  the  days  of  your  consecration  be  at 
an  end:  for  seven  days  shall  he  consecrate  you. 

34  As  he  hath  done  this  day,  so  the  Lord  hath  commanded  to 
do,  to  make  an  atonement  for  you. 

35  Therefore  shall  ye  abide  at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation  day  and  night  seven  days,  and  keep  the  charge  of  the 
Lord,  that  ye  die  not:  for  so  I  am  commanded. 

36  So  Aaron  and  his  sons  did  all  things  which  the  Lord  com* 
manded  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

Chapter  9 

1  The  first  offerings  of  Aaron,  for  himself  and  the  people.  8  The  sin  offering,  12  and  the  burnt  oifering  for 
himself.  15  The  offerings  for  the  people.  23  Mose^  and  Aaron  blessed  the  people.  24  Fire  cometh  from  the 
Lard,  upon  the  altar. 

ND  it  came  to  pass  on  the  eighth  day,  that  Moses  called  Aaron 
and  his  sons,  and  the  elders  of  Israel; 

2  And  he  said  unto  Aaron,  Take  thee  a  young ^  calf  for  a 
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sin  offering,  and  a  ram  for  a  burnt  offering,  without  blemish,  and 
offer  themljefoTe  the  Lord. 

3  And  unto  the  children  of  Israel  thou  shalt  speak,  saying.  Take 
ye  a  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering;  and  a  calf  and  a  lamb,  both 
of  the  first  year,  without  blemish,  for  a  burnt  ottering; 

4  Also  a  bullock  and  a  ram  for  peace  oft'erings,  to  sacrifice  before 
the  Lord;  and  a  meat  ottering  mingled  with  oil:  for  to-day  the 
Lord  will  appear  unto  you. 

5  ^  And  tliey  brought  that  which  Moses  commanded  before  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation:  and  all  the  congregation  drew  near 
and  stood  before  the  Lord. 

6  And  Moses  said.  This  u  the  thing  which  the  Lord  commanded 
that  ye  should  do:  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  appear  unto  you. 

7  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  Go  unto  the  altar,  and  offer  thy 
sin  offering,  and  thy  burnt  offering,  and  make  an  atonement  for 
thyself,  and  for  the  people:  and  offer  the  offering  of  the  people,  and 
make  an  atonement  for  them;  as  the  Lord  commanded. 

8  ^  Aaron  therefore  went  unto  the  altar,  and  slew  the  calf  of  the 
sin  offering,  which  was  for  himself. 

>The  English  Revised  Version  here  reads  "a«bull  calf":  the  American  revision  changes  the  phrase  to 
"a  calf  of  the  herd."    Similar  variations  occur  in  the  next  verse. 
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9  And  the  sons  of  Aaron  brought  the  blood  unto  him:  and  he 
dipped  his  finger  in  the  blood,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the 
altar,  and  poured  out  the  blood  at  the  bottom  of  the  altar: 

10  But  tne  fat,  and  the  kidneys,  and  the  caul  above  the  liver  of 
the  sin  offering,  he  burnt  upon  the  altar;  as  the  Lord  commanded 
Moses. 

11  And  the  flesh  and  the  hide  he  burnt  with  fire  without  the 
camp. 

12  And  he  slew  the  burnt  offering;  and  Aaron's  sons  presented 
unto  him  the  blood,  which  he  sprinkled  round  about  upon  the 
altar. 

13  And  they  presented  the  burnt  offering  unto  him,  with  the 
pieces  thereof,  and  the  head:  and  he  burnt  them  upon  the  altar. 

14  And  he  did  wash  the  inwards  and  the  legs,  and  burnt  them 
upon  the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar. 

15  Tf  And  he  brougnt  the  people's  offering,  and  took  the  goat, 
which  was  the  sin  offering  for  the  people,  and  slew  it,  and  oflFered  it 
for  sin,  as  the  first. 

16  And  he  brought  the  burnt  offering,  and  offered  it  according  to 
the  manner. 

17  And  he  brought  the  meat  offering,  and  took  an  handful  thereof, 
and  burnt  it  upon  the  altar,  besides  the  burnt  sacrifice  of  the 
morning. 

18  He  slew  also  the  bullock  and  the  ram  for  a  sacrifice  of  peace 
offerings,  which  was  for  the  people:  and  Aaron's  sons  presented  unto 
him  the  blood,  which  he  spnnkled  upon  the  altar  round  about, 

19  And  the  fat  of  the  bullock  ana  the  ram,  the  rump,  and  that 
which  covereth  the  inwards^  and  the  kidneys,  and  the  caul  above 
the  liver: 

20  And  they  put  the  fat  upon  the  breasts,  and  he  burnt  the  fat 
upon  the  altar: 

21  And  the  breasts  and  the  right  shoulder  Aaron  waved  for  a  wave 
offering  before  the  Ix)Rd;  as  Moses  commanded. 

22  And  Aaron  lifted  up  his  hand  toward  the  people,  and  blessed 
them,  and  came  down  from  offering  of  the  sin  offering,  and  the 
burnt  offering,  and  peace  offerings. 

23  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  into  the  tabernacle  of  the  congre- 
gation, and  came  out,  and  blessed  the  people;  and  the  glory  of  the 
Lord  appeared  unto  all  the  people. 

24  And  there  came  a  fire  out  irom  before  the  Lord,  and  consumed 
upon  the  altar  the  burnt  offering  and  the  fat:  which  when  all  the 
people  saw,  they  shouted,  and  fell  on  their  faces. 
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"And  Jacob  called  unto  his  sons,  and  said.  Gather 
yourselves  together,  that  I  may  tell  you  that  which 
shall  befall  you  in  the  last  days." — Gen.,  ^9,  1. 

THE  LAST  great  scene  of  Jacob's  life,  the  clos- 
ing picture  of  Genesis,  is  of  the  death  of 
Jacob  and  the  mighty  prophecy  which  he 
clianled  upon  his  deathbed.  Knowing  that  his  end 
was  come,  he  called  his  sons  around  him,  and  to  each 
he  told  the  future  which  was  in  store  for  their  de- 
scendants through  many  generations.  Of  Reuben,  the 
eldest,  he  said,  "Unstable  as  water,  thou  shalt  not 
excel."  The  race  of  Judah  was  to  be  a  "lion's  whelp," 
producing  kings  and  law  givers.  Benjamin  was  to 
bring  forth  warriors,  to  "raven  as  a  wolf."  The 
chief  glory,  however,  was  reser\'ed  for  Joseph.  "The 
blessings  of  thy  father  have  prevailed  .  .  .  unto 
the  utmost  bound  of  the  everlasting  hills;  they  shall 
be  on  the  head  of  Joseph,  and  on  the  crown  of  the 
head  of  him  that  was  separate  from  his  brethren." 

Having  finished  his  remarkable  foretelling,  Jacob 
died;  and  Joseph,  securing  leave  of  Pharaoh,  went 
up  into  Palestine  with  all  his  brothers  and  buried 
their  father  in  the  faniilv  cave  at  Hebron.  Then  the 
twelve  returned  again  into  Egypt,  where  Joseph  ruled 
the  land  until  his  Heath.  He  also  passed  away  with 
a  prophecy  for  his  brothers  on  his  lips:  "I  die;  and 
Ciod  will  surely  visit  you,  and  bring  you  out  of  this 
land  into  the  land  which  he  swore  to  Abraham,  to 
Isaac,  and  to  .Jacob." 

Yet    for    a   time    the    Israelites    continued    to 
abide  in  Egypt  in  wealth  and  comfort. 
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Chapter  10 

1  Nadah  and  Ahihu,  for  affering  of  strange  fire,  are  burnt  by  fire.  6  Aaron  and  his  sons  are  forbidden  to  mourn 
for  them.  8  The  priests  are  Urrbiadcn  wine  when  they  are  to  go  into  the  tabernacle.  12  The  law  of  eating  the  hdjf 
things.     16  Aaron's  excti-se  for  transgressing  thereof . 

ND  Nadab  and  Abihii,  the  sons  of  Aaron,  took  either  of  them 
his  censer,  and  put  fire  therein,  and  put  incense  thereon,  and 
offered  strange  fire  before  the  Lord,  which  he  commanded 
them  not. 

2  And  there  went  out  fire  from  the  Lord,  and  devoured  them,  and 
they  died  before  the  Lord. 

3  Then  INIoses  said  unto  Aaron,  This  u  it  that  the  TiORD  spake, 
saying,  I  will  be  sanctified  in  them  that  come  nigh  me,  and  before 
all  the  people  I  will  be  glorified.     x\nd  Aaron  held  his  peace. 

4  And  Moses  called  Mishael  and  Elzaphan,  the  sons  of  XJzziel  the 
uncle  of  Aaron,  and  said  unto  them.  Come  near,  carry  your  brethren 
from  before  the  sanctuary  out  of  the  camp. 

5  So  thev  went  near  and  carried  them  in  their  coats  out  of  the 
camp:  as  Moses  had  said. 

6  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  and  unto  Eleazar  and  unto  Itha- 
mar,  his  sons.  Uncover  not  your  heads,  neither  rend  your  clothes; 
lest  ye  die,  and  lest  wrath  come  upon  all  the  people:  but  let  your 
brethren,  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  bewail  the  burning  which  the 
I/ORD  hath  kindled. 

7  And  ye  shall  not  go  out  from  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation,  lest  ye  die:  for  the  anointing  oil  of  the  Ix)RD  is  upon 
you.     And  they  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses. 

8  ^  xVnd  the  Lord  spake  unto  Aaron  saying, 

9  Do  not  drink  wine  nor  strong  drink,  thou,  nor  thy  sons  with 
thee,  when  ye  go  into  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  lest  ye  die: 
it  shall  he  a  statute  for  ever  throughout  your  generations: 

10  And  that  ye  may  put  difference  between  holy  and  unholy,  and 
between  unclean  and  clean; 

11  And  that  ye  may  teach  the  children  of  Israel  all  the  statutes 
which  the  I^ord  hath  spoken  unto  them  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

12  ^  And  Moses  spake  unto  Aaron,  and  unto  Eleazar  and  unto 
Ithamar,  his  sons  that  were  left.  Take  the  meat  offering  that  remain- 
eth  of  the  offerings  of  the  Lord  made  by  fire,  and  eat  it  without 
leaven  beside  the  altar:  for  it  inmost  holy: 

13  And  ye  shall  eat  it  in  the  holy  place,  because  it  is  thy  due,  and 
thy  sons'  due,  of  the  sacrifices  of  the  Lord  made  by  fire:  for  so  I  am 
commanded. 

14  And  the  wave  breast  and  heave  shoulder  shall  ye  eat  in  a  clean 
place;  thou,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  daughters  with  thee:  for  they  he 
thy  due,  and  thy  sons'  due,  ivhich  are  given  out  of  the  sacrifices  of 
peace  offerings  of  the  children  of  Israel. 
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15  The  heave  shoulder  and  the  wave  breast  shall  they  bring  with 
the  offerings  made  by  the  fire  of  the  fat,  to  wave  it  for  a,  wave  offer- 
ing before  the  Lord;  and  it  shall  be  thine,  and  thy  sons'  with  thee, 
by  a  statute  for  ever:  as  the  Lord  hath  commanded. 

16  Tf  And  Moses  diligently  sought  the  goat  of  the  sin  offering,  and, 
behold,  it  was  burnt:  and  he  was  angry  with  Eleazar  and  Itnamar, 
the  sons  of  Aaron  which  were  left  alive,  saying, 

17  Wherefore  have  ye  not  eaten  the  sin  offering  in  the  holy  place, 
seeing  it  is  most  holy,  and  God  hath  given  it  you  to  bear  the  iniquity 
of  the  congregation,  to  make  atonement  for  them  before  the  Lord  ? 

18  Behold,  the  blood  of  it  was  not  brought  in  within  the  holy  place: 
ye  should  indeed  have  eaten  it  in  the  holy  place,  as  I  commanded. 

19  And  Aaron  said  unto  Moses,  Behold,  this  day  have  they  offered 
their  sin  offering  and  their  burnt  offering  before  the  Lord;  and  such 
things  have  befallen  me:  and  if  I  had  eaten  the  sin  offering  to-day, 
should  it  have  been  accepted  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord? 

20  And  when  Moses  heard  tliat  he  was  content. 
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
